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MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: — 


The year which has just closed has been one of unusual 
business activity and to our citizens and the community as well 
At has been of material growth and prosperity. 

The busy wheels of the shops and mills have been an indi- 
cation of the steady employment of our citizens. ‘The valua- 
tion of our taxable property has been increased by hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, and the city has met its obligations 
when due. The different departments have for the most part 
been conducted upon a business like basis. Altogether it has 
been a year of advancement. 

We are now facing the dawn of another year’s work; let us 
do so with the conviction that our city has few equals and no 
superiors, and with a firm determination to maintain in the 
future as we have in the past our reputation of a city for good 
citizenship and one of business activity, education and thrift. 

As in the conduct of the affairs of a large corporation, so 
should the management of our city’s interests be upon lines of 
eareful, thoughtful, business like principles; party lines and 
personal ambition should be subordinate. To obtain the best 
results we must work in harmony, with an unselfish desire to 
promote the welfare of our beautiful city. 

It is not my intention at this time to go into a lengthy or 
needless discussion of the work in the different departments 
of our city government, but rather in a brief way to make a 
few recommendations that I believe should be considered dur- 
ing the year 1907. 

FINANCES. 

A reference to our financial condition, as shown by our 
Treasurer’s books is necessary and proper at this time, and will 
if heeded, guide usin solving the perplexing questions in 
finance that we are sure must be met for the ensuing year.

(This amount will be considerably reduced before the 
city’s books are closed for the year.) 
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I wish to heartily endorse the action taken by the City 
council of 1906 in changing the ordinances so that the treasur- 
er’s Office is to be at the city hall: and I also approve of the 
action taken in presenting to the legislature a petition asking 
that the term of the city treasurer shall be for three years. 

Pittsfield can no longer transact its business affairs as it did 
under the old town government, and the financial end of our 
city life is of the greatest importance 

‘The call has been made for weekly payments for city em- 
ployees and the ordinance recently passed which provides for 
such payments after March first, makes it necessary that the 
treasurer should be at the city hall, and that the office should 
be kept open at such hours as to best accommodate those to 
whom money is due. 

I believe these changes to be along lines of good business 
judgment, and while it is your duty, gentlemen, to carefully 
watch every expenditure of the City’s funds and guard well 
these important matters relating to finances, it should be the 
duty of the city officers who have to do with the receipts and 
disbursements of city funds, to see that our loans are made upon 
such terms and for such periods of time that our obligations 
will mature when funds are on hand to meet them. 

It is not good judgment to pay interest for borrowed mon- 
ey when somewhere in the banks, plenty of money is on hand to 
pay such notes had they been made so as to expire when tax 
money was being received. 

City business should be conducted upon strictly business 
principles. So far as possible every cent of interest should be 
stopped and money that the city is entitled to should be collect- 
ed promptly. There should be as far as we are able to do so, 
a fair distribution of city funds among our banking institutions. 

The ordinances relating to the payments of money to the 
City Treasurer should be observed by all officials and if these 
officers are unwilling to live up to the ordinances, some one else 
should be given an opportunity to do the work. 

The collection of taxes is an important matter, and the 
Council of 1907 should see that an effort is made to collect 
every cent due the city. The collector has all the legal author- 
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ity necessary to collect these taxes and it is his business to do 
it, but the Council should give him moral support in the per- 
formance of the duty. 

Some people seem to think that the collection of taxes is 
optional with the officer in charge, but it is not; it is his sworn 
duty and his business. It is not his purpose or intention to 
harass any individual, but the facts are, that in some instances 
at least, taxes levied are not liens upon property and it is neces- 
sary to collect promptly in order to save the city's rights. 

No taxes should be allowed to go uncollected for a period 
longer than two years. The uncollected taxes of today are for 
the most part not among the poor people, but are obligations 
from those who if they would, could raise the money and pay 
the collector. 

We hear repeatedly about the city receiving interest on 
back taxes. It isn't interest we are after. It is to collect the 
money that is justly and honestly due the city and anything 
less than that is nof fair to our citizens. It is time that we 
gave this matter our earnest consideration. 

Iam opposed to the custom that has for years been fol- 
lowed in our city, of carrying along our temporary loan debt 
and believe that it would be better to fund such a portion of 
our tempory loan as under existing conditions we might reason- 
ably expect would be left unpaid at the end of each year. 

By the issuing of bonds, and the payment of $5,000 yearly 
it would only be a short time before we would at least pay up 
the present temporary loan, thus reducing our interest each year 
by just the interest on the amounts paid and finally wiping out 
this particular interest account. This is practically a perma- 
nent debt of the city and should be treated as such. With the 
contemplated changes in the treasurer's office which go into 
effect March 4th, there are changes in the entire system of city 
book-keeping that should be inaugurated. An effort should be 
made to find out the amount of unappropriated funds that have 
been carried on from year to year and then start our new sys- 
tem with a clean slate. 

Loans authorized by the city government for a speeific pur- 
pose shonld be made in accordance with the authority given and 
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at the time when payments are to be made. Money raised on 
sewer loans should not be used for other purposes. 

By an ordinance passed early in the year of 1906, the audit- 
or under the new plan becomes to a certain extent a purchasing 
agent for the city, and while it may not meet with the approval 
of all, still we should give the system a proper trial and if fol- 
lowed up as the ordinance plans, there would certainly be no ex- 
cuse for the repetition of what happened recently, when three 
bills came from the same party, at the same time, and for ex- 
actly the same article, only for different city departments and 
all at a different price. 

I would suggest a uniform method of treating unexpended 
balances of appropriations which are to be met by loans and un- 
expended balances of appropriations which are to be met by the 
tax-levy. If at the close of the fiscal year, one is to be dropped, 
the other should be, but if one is carried forward then the other 
should be as well. 

The most important part in the government of a city is the 
proper conducting of its financial interests; it is not only of im- 
portance to the citizen who has wealth at his command, but 
equally so to the poor man who in proportion to his holdings 
has his share to pay of the public expenses. 

Business is not business unless conducted on a business ba- 
sis. Let us keep the standard high in Pittsfield’s city govern- 
ment, and carefully guard this most important part of the year’s 
work. 


STREET PAVING OR MACADAM. 


Preliminary work has been done on South and Kast streets 
as well as Bank Row, in order that some permanent road may be 
built during the year. 

{ am opposed to any permanent pavement being placed on 
Kast street at present, but I am in favor of the street being put 
in good repair. The completion of a surface drain and a new 
water main as well as a slight change of grade, make it necessa- 
ry that we move cautiously in the paving of East street, 

I would recommend that South street be macadamized in 
the best possible manner and then be .given proper care after 
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the same is completed. Iam opposed to either asphalt, bith- 
ulithie or any other pavement for South street, 

There should be no hurry about Bank Row. When this is 
paved both sides of the park should be done to the cross walk in 
front of St. Stephen's church, but with a water main to replace 
in front of the City Hall, I would recommend that no work be 
done on Bank Row or Park Place this year. 

Work on Cottage Row should be continued and I am in 
favor of paving in some suitable way the entire street, making 
it a ‘‘well cared for" approach to our High School. 


STREET SPRINKLING AND CARE OF OUR PAVING. 


It is probably a fact that some of the criticism that has 
been made about our system of street sprinkling is unwarranted, 
but on the other hand I believe that there has been some just 
cause for complaint, and I would recommend, that in the fu- 
ture the city take charge of this work rather than continuing 
the contract plan as at present. i 

I am strongly opposed to the manner in which the street 
sprinkling and care of our paved streets is conducted in our city. 

The sprinkling, or rather Pittsfield’s plan of slopping water 
on asphalt pavements causes the dirt thereon to become slimy, 
making the pavement very slippery as well as muddy. 

Our citizens have no business on our paved streets with 
a clean carriage and harness, or even with good clothes after 
the sprinkling cart has been up the street and it is positively 
dangerous to trot a horse over a filthy, slimy pavement made so 
by our method of watering. 

The mayor has on hand information from some of the best 
cities in our country. and those who have had the greatest ex- 
perience with asphalt, and in almost every instance they 
condemn the method followed in our city in the care of 
our paved streets. 

I would recommend that this matter be given attention at 
once and that a special study be made of the flushing system 
which is used in many cities. 


/ 
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OUR WATER PROBLEM. 


The water supply for our city is of the greatest importance 
and we must not longer delay active work in providing for the 
future, 

Considerable time has been spent the past year in engineer- 
ing and preliminary work, and it is to be regretted that we have 
been unable to begin active work in the construction of storage 
reservoirs. 

The purchase of more land on our water shed makes a val- 
uable addition to the city’s property and will yield good returns 
upon the money invested in supplying us with pure unpolluted 
water. It will help to store in the forests the water from the 
brooks and streams that go to make a part of our water system 

The state board of health through its engineers have care- 
fully considered every detail of our water system and all possi- 
ble sources of supply. At their suggestion the plan of building 
à reservoir upon the upper end of Sackett brook has been de- 
layed until such time as other brooks and water sheds could be 
considered. We were advised to look up ‘‘Roaring brook.” 

If I am correctly informed, some ten years ago the plan of 
taking water from **Roaring*brook" was abandoned on account 
of its yellow color which is supposed to be caused by the low, 
swampy land and decayed vegetable matter around Clapp pond 
which is really the basin of the watershed for this brook. 

Abundant water for a city of more than 50,000 people 
could be secured from this supply but in spite of this fact we 
must be exceedingly careful and not add to our system any 
water that is not pure. 

Unless some plan can be made that will carry the water 
around the low swampy land and in no way impair the quality 
of the water for which our city is noted, we had better let the 
water of Roaring brook run where it does at the present time. 

If this supplv is to be considered, I would respectfully 
refer you to the Mill brook proposition and suggest that it 
is easier and cheaper to settle before than after. 

Of one thing we are sure. More water must be supplied 
for Pittsfield and at once. Another thing of which we are 
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equally sure is that the water of Sackett brook is second to 
none in the world for a city water supply. 

It is possible to get lower down on Sackett brook a good 
site for storage purposes and although on account of the char- 
acter of the ground a dam foundation may cost more money, 
still we must be very cautious before we take up an untried 
supply in place of one that we are sure is pure and never 
failing. 

This is an important matter, and I would recommend that 
the special water committee be continued and with the further 
recommendation that the subject be given consideration at 
once, that the work may be really commenced. 


NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 


The city can no longer delay the erection of a new school 
house in the southeasterly section of our city and especially is 
this true since we must soon vacate the old Center Inter- 
mediate building. 

I would suggest that this be given early attention and that 
you also consider the subject of industrial education with the 
idea in mind, that a new building might be so arranged as to 
provide a suitable room for the work. 

Industrial education is along advanced lines of school work 
and under a new law passed last year, the state pays one-half 
the expense of maintaining such a school. 


BURBANK PARK. 


The time has come when we should begin the develop- 
ment of the ‘Burbank Park" property, and I would recom- 
mend that the $5000 be appropriated this year, that the city 
may make a suitable approach to the park and develop that 
part of the property lying on the westerly side of Lake avenue 
and adjoining the lake shore. 


CHANGES IN THE CHARTER. 


After giving the subject very careful consideration and 
making inquiry from many other cities regarding the manage- 
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ment of its public works department, I am convinced that it 
would be to the advantage of our city to abolish the board of 
public works and place these matters that are now looked after 
by this department in the hands of a competent engineer, I 
would therefore suggest that a man qualified for the position 
be engaged to do this work. 

I also believe that it would be to the advantage of the city 
to combine the office of treasurer and tax collector. I would 
advise that these suggestions be considered during the 
coming year. | 


THE COMMON AND THE EAST BRANCH OF 


THE HOUSATONIC RIVER. 


I would recommend that the good work that has been done 
on the common for the past two years be continued and that an 
appropriation be made for the same. 

I would also recommend an appropriation for keeping in 
good erder the small plots of grass at the junction of certain 
streets, that this kind of work so well begun the past year may 
still be continued. 

Iam also in favor of cleaning up the banks of the east 
branch of the Housatonic river, especially where the river is 
close to the highway. 


AN ORDERLY AND CLEAN CITY. 


I wish to call the attention of the city council to the prac- 
tice of dumping ashes and rubbish, not only on private land but 
on the highway or wherever unprincipled people can find a place 
without being detected. 

Only a short time ago considerable money was spent clean- 
ing up the banks of the west branch of the Housatonic river. 
It is to be regretted that the practice has been continued in 
some of the same places that were cleaned up at that time. 

This is not being done altogether by the people owning the 
property but by some of the truckmen licensed by the board of 
aldermen. | 
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The city rents a piece of ground to be used as a publie 
dump, and there is no excuse for spoiling the looks of an other- 
wise attractive city by allowing these disgraceful places. 

I would urge the license committee of this year's city coun- 
cil to refuse a license to any truckman of Pittsfield who will 
not agree to stop this disgraceful practice. 


A LOOK INTO THE FUTURE. 


It may be well to look ahead just a little in order that we 
may be guided in the work before us. 

Pittsfield is à growing city and in a few years we may ex- 
pect our population to be increased by many thousands. With 
this larger growth there will come greater responsibilities and 
more expenses. While we may reasonably expect a larger re- 
turn in taxes, still it is well to keep in mind now some of the 
work that must be done in a very little while. 

The time is not far distant when the main trunk sewer on 
the easterly side of our city must be re-built for a portion of the 
way, or else we must plan for the building of another. 

The present sewer is already overloaded. Itis doing all 
the work that is expected of it ana at times has more than it 
can do well. 

Before long we must consider the building of a new fire de- 
partment house somewhere west of North street and toward the 
Ward Six section of our city. 

The expenses of our water system and the cost of building 
good roads are items that must of necessity increase each year, 
as well as the building of school houses and their proper main- 
tenance. 

Ín calling your attention to these matters I do not wish to 
be understood as opposed to any needed improvement, but in 
planning now we are also planning for the future. I fear that 
we sometimes forget that in order to make a successful city 
there are certain yearly expenses that must be met and it is 
poor policy to pay out the greater share of our tax receipts for 
debt and interest. The tax rate should not be increased above 
the present amount and I ask your hearty co-operation in 
striving to keep it as it is at present. 
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CONCLUSION. 


In closing let me urge the necessity of thoroughly study- 
ing every municipal problem presented to you for solution. 
We should constantly keep in mind that harmonious co-opera- 
tion is absolutely essential and that no one man can make a suc- 
cess of this year’s work. 

This occasion marks an important step in the affairs of our 
city—important because our fellow citizens have placed in our 
hands the responsibility of conducting the municipal business 
for the next twelve months and it is for us to show that the 
confidence reposed in us has not been misplaced. 

If you will bring to the service of the city as officials the 
exercise of the judgment you possess as business men, your duty 
will be fairly done and the municipality well served. 

In discharging our duties may we be free from predjudice 
and while we seek to advance the material interest of Pittsfield, 
let us not forget the higher aim of maintaining her honor and 
dignity.

HIGH SCHOOL. . 


School Committee’s Report 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


GENTLEMEN :—The schools of a city are the best index 
of its prosperity and the surest test of its good government. 
Judged by this standard our city is abreast of the times, But 
the material progress of our industries, the steady growth of 
our population and the advance in educational methods call for 
increased expenditures and enlarged equipment to maintain the 
present efficiency of our schools and to provide for future needs. 

Three distinct lines of progress have been much discussed 
by the School Committee in the past year, and they are to be 
carried to a successful issue in the near future. 

The proper housing of the children is always the first ques- 
tion and it will continue to be a pressing one so long as the city 
continues to grow. Your Honorable Body has taken the pre- 
liminary steps toward the erection of a much desired school 
building in Ward Four. The needs of this section of the city, 
together with the abandonment of the Center Intermediate 
building, call for generous lines and large capacity in the new 
building. It will be both wisdom and economy to build for the 
future. Already a crowded condition in the Briggs school and 
in the W. B. Rice school demands something more than an ad- 
justment of boundary lines, and shows how inadequately the 
growth of our school population has been measured in the 
past. 

The 2nd step in advance has been toward a just and rea- 
sonable compensation for our teachers. It is an acknowledged 
truth that teachers give the most valuable service to the state 
of any class in its employ and receive the smallest proportional 
pay. Recognizing this fact, the School Board has attempted to 
adjust the pay of our teachers to the increased cost of living, 
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and to the average of salaries paid by other cities of the size of 
Pittsfield. Without feeling entirely satisfied with results, we 
have raised the maximum salary of our grade teachers from 
$12.50 to $15.00 per week, and have recognized long and faith- 
ful service by an advance of one dollar per week in the salary 
of those grade teachers who have served the city for fifteen 
years or over. The efficient work of our principals and other 
teachers has been considered to some extent, and we feel sure 
that this move in the right direction will meet with the approv- 
al of the citizens. 

| Some improvements in the course of study mark the third 
step of progress. During the year à Kindergarten room has 
been opened in the Orchard Street building and it bears silent, 
but conclusive testimony to the value of such early training. 
The Business course in the High school has been strengthened 
by an addition to the teaching force, and an increase in its 
equipment and in the work required, so that it furnishes a more 
practical course for those who are to enter on a business career. 
In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth, instruction 
in manual training has been planned for the ninth grade and 
first year of the IIigh school, and it awaits only the approval of 
the Finance committee and the necessary appropriation to be 
put into practical operation. Whether industrial classes may 
be added as a practical part of our school training is at present 
under consideration. All of these changes and plans are in 
accord with the modern view of education, that the hand and 
the eye must be trained equally with the mind, and that the 
highest purpose of our schools is to equip pupils for the actual 
business of living, and to enable them to make the best use of 
all the faculties which they possess.

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The conditions surrounding the youth of to-day are pecul- 
iar in many ways. The increasing tendency towards urban life 
has had a marked influence upon the children of the present 
generation. With this change of residence has come the trans- 
fer of the activities formerly carried on in the home and work- 
shop to the more complete factories of the larger centers. 
Much of the-individual training of our youth of a half century 
ago has thus been lost. 


‘Then, too, the mental and moral training which was the 
immediate result of the rural life of fifty years ago is almost 
entirely lacking. The ingenuity oftentimes necessary to accom- 
plish some desired purpose and the overcoming of such obsta- 
cles constituted a training almost incalculable. Under present 
conditions the municipality has but little at all comparable to 
offer except the school influence to substitute for these obvious 
advantages. The moral training, whatever encouragement and 
insight the child receives for his vocation in life as well as his 
edueational interests are likely to be delegated to the teacher. 
This, then, is the mission of the school. 


Of course the objects for which the publie schools were 
founded—intellectual and moral training—can never be lost 
sight of, and will continue to be the watchwords of every true 
teacher. Whatever may be the degree of the intellectual train- 
ing which it is possible for the child to acquire in any school, 
that teacher best serves the publie good who trains the con- 
science and the heart equally with the mind; who inspires in 
the pupil love for the truth, reverence for God, regard for the 
rights of others, and respect for superio:s; who leads to tem- 
perance, honest dealing, and the practice of those virtues essen- 
tial to good citizenship. Moral training is the great need of 
the times. Evidence is not lacking, whether in political, com- 
mercial or social life, that mere intellectual training does not of 
itself make good citizens. Knowledge is power; power for good, 
if under the control of a quickened moral sense and enlightened 
conscience; power for evil, if not thus controlled. The hand, the 
mind and the heart must receive their proper and legitimate 
attention, ifa thoroughly systematic and symmetrical educa- 
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tion is to be the result. The teacher's calling, therefore, is one 
fraught with great responsibility. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


Each succeeding year adds something to the teacher's bur- 
dens. The complexity of our modern civilization makes larger 
and more exacting demands upon the teacher year by year. 
This is also true in a social sense. With this increase of respon- 
sibility and higher standard of living has also come a demand 
for better preparation for the teacher's calling. This means, in 
addition to longer preparatory courses, an added expense for 
magazines, teacher's journals, attending educational conven- 
tions and travel. The teacher of to-day is expected to give at 
first hand information upon a variety of subjects which is the 
result of her own observations. ‘Todo all this in a manner 
satisfactory to the patrons of the school, the teacher must safe- 
guard her health, and receive sufficient compensation to allow 
her to live comfortably and have suitable opportunities for rest 
and recreation. 


Again, the expenses of life are constantly increasing. <A 
salary of fifteen dollars per week has no higher purchasing pow- 
er to-day than our present maximum salary had a decade ago. 
Statistical reports from every quarter show that there has been 
&n increase in the necessities of life of from fifteen to twenty 
per cent. Then, too, the teacher works but forty weeks per 
year, and her period of efficiency is shorter than that in almost 
any other calling. It is only fair, therefore, for the municipal- 
ity to make it possible for its teachers to receive a salary suff- 
cient to enable them to provide for the ‘‘rainy day" which must 
inevitably come. 


It is obvious that an increase in the teachers’ salary means 
a larger expenditure for schools. The schools, however, are 
not alone in this particular, nor have they taken the initiative. 
Indeed, they have been almost among the last to partake of the 
general prosperity of the country. 

If I mistake not the spirit of generosity of the School Com- 
mittee and the good people of Pittsfield in general, the compen- 
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sation allowed our teaching force will be in keeping with the 
conditions of the present time. 


KINDERGARTENS, 


At the present time Pittsfield is maintaining three Kinder- 
gartens one at Russell, one at Fenn Street and one at Orchard 
Street. Perents are showing an increased interest in these 
schools as is evidenced by the large humber of visits to the va- 
rious schools. This department of instruction hus already passed 
the experimental stage in this city and its value clearly demon- 
strated, Kindergartners entering the primary grades almost 
invariably have no trouble with the more exacting school duties 
of grade work. In fact this kindergarten preparation has be- 
come an ideal introduction to the more exacting duties to come. 
The introduction of another school in the Morningside section 
of the city would be greatly appreciated and will shortly become 
a necessity. Mrs. Caroline Adam has given most thoughtful 
and conscientious attention to the needs of these schools during 
the past year. The special kindergarten report is well worth 
careful consideration and perusal. 


GRADE WORK. 


The changes inaugurated some time ago have been closely 
adkered to during the past year ‘These alterations from the 
previous course of study have been along conservative lines, 
and, for the most part, at the suggestions and recommendations 
of principals and teachers. Geography occupies a much more 
prominent position than heretofore. It is hoped that pupils 
graduating from the grades will be well informed upon this in- 
teresting and increasingly important study. 

The **Steps in English" introduced into our schools last 
year has proved to be a move in the right direction. Techni- 
cal grammar, so-called, is not formally studied until about the 
seventh grade. The tendency to place the more mechanical 
study of English later in the course is meeting with wide ap- 
proval. In its place Composition is receiving its due attention. 
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An adequate expression in language can be acquired only by 
talking and writing, under proper guidance, about thet which 
is familiar, all composition work is based on the child’s experi- 
ences—on the things he himself has done or has seen done. 

The work in reading throughout the grades has been highly 
satisfactory. The plan proposed two years ago has been in 
vogue during the past year. Not how much, but how well is the 
underlying principal in reading. Iam pleased to report most 
gratifying results. The Ward system has done wonders for the 
younger pupils. It is hoped that this most important of school- 
room studies may show even greater improvement in the fu- 
ture. 


THE NINTH GRADE. 


It would appear to a close observer that the work in the last 
year of the Grammar school lacks that close correlation and in- 
tensity of purpose so characteristic of the other years’ work. 
Something has been done to correct this manifest defect, more 
appears necessary. Unless this year’s duties can be made more 
practical and intensive, I would recommend that all pupils 
maintaining a high standing for at least three years preceding 
this grade be permitted to take High school studies, in part, at 
least. 


PENMANSHIP. 


I take great pleasure in being able to report gratifying im- 
provement in all the grades in penmanship. More interest has 
been manifested and excellent results obtained. The action of 
the School Committee at a recent meeting, in recommending 
that even more attention be given to handwriting, cannot fail 
to have a stimulatin effect. Mr. Wraught has given freely of 
his time in supervising the work and in helping the teachers 
in every possible way. Under certain conditions Mr. Wraught 
will be able to devote even more attention to this important 
branch of school work. The Medial copy books are now in use 
throughout the grades. 
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MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The legislature last year passed a law making it compulso- 
ry upon all cities and towns in the Commonwealth to employ 
one or more physicians to inspect carefully all pupils in the 
publie schools. While there is no penalty, if the law is not 
observed, it appears, nevertheless, to be a law calculated to do 
much good lt has been thought wise to incorporate in this 
report some hints and suggestions for the guidance of teachers 
in such cases as come under their immediate observation. Dr. 
Albert C. England has kindly consented to assist in presenting 
such information as every teacher ought to have at hand. 


The following is the law to which reference is made:— 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE APPOINTMENT OF SCHOOL 
PHYSICIANS. 


Chapter 502, Acts of 1906. 


Section I. The school committee of every city and town in the Com- 
‘monwealth shall appoint one or more school] physicians, shall assign one 
to each public school within its city or town, and shall provide them with 
all proper facilities for the performance of their duties as prescribed in 
this act: provided, however, that in cities wherein the board of health is 
already maintaining or shall hereafter maintain substantially such medi. 
cal inspection as this act requires, the board of health shall appoint and 
assign the school physician. 

Section II. Every school physician shall make a prompt examina- 
tion and diagnosis of all children referred to him as hereinafter provided, 
and such further examination of teachers, janitors and school buildings 
as in his opinion the protection of the health of the pupils may require. 

Section III. The school committee shall cause to be referred to a 
school physician for examination and diagnosis every child returning to 
school without a certificate from the board of health after absence on ac- 
count of illness or from unknown cause; and every child in the schools 
under its jurisdiction who shows sign of being in ill health or of suffering 
Írom infectious or contagious disease, unless he is at once excluded from 
school by the teacher; except that in the case of schools in remote and 
isolated situations the school committee may make such other arrange- 
ments as may best carry out the purposes of this act. 

Section IV. The school committee shall cause notice of the disease 
or defects, if any, from which any child is found to be suffering to be 
sent to his parent or guardian. Whenever a child shows symptoms of 
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smallpox, scarlet fever, measles, chickenpox, tuberculosis, diphtheria or 
influenza, tonsilitis, whooping cough, mumps, scabies or trachoma, he shall 
be sent home immediately, ar as soon as safe and proper conveyance can 
be found, and the board of health shall at once be notified. 


Section V. The school committee of every city and town shall cause 
every child in the public schools to be separately and carefully tested and 
examined at least once in every school year to ascertain whether he is 
suffering from defective sight or hearing or from any other disability or 
defect tending to prevent his receiving the full bencfit of his school 
work, or requiring a modification of the school work in order to prevent 
injury to the child or to secure the best educational results. The tests 
of sight and hearing shall be made by teachers. The committees shall 
cause notice of any defect or disability requiring treatment to be sent to 
the parent or guardian of the child, and shall require a physical record of 
each child to be kept in such form as the state board of education shall 
prescribe. 

Section VI. The state board of health shall prescribe the directions 
for tests of sight and hearing and the state board of education shall, after 
consultation with the 8 board of health, prescribe and furnish to 
school commlttees suitable rules of instruction, test cards, blanks, re^ 
books and cther useful appliances for carrying out the purposes o this 
&ct, and shall provide for pupils in the normal schools instruction and 
practice in the best methods of tc sting the sight and hearing of children. 
The state board of education may expend during the year nineteen hun- 
dred and six a sum not greater than fifteen hundred dollars, and annually 
thereafter & sum not greater than five hundred dollars for the purpose of 
supplying the material required by this act. 

Section VII. The expense which a city or town may incur by virtue 
of the authority herein vested in the school committee or board of health, 
as the case may be, shall not exceed the amount appropriated for that 
purpose in cities by the city council and in towns by a town meeting. 
The appropriation shall precede any expenditure or any indebtedness 
which may be incurred under this act, and the sum appropriated shall be 
deemed a sufficient appropriation in the municipality where it is made. 
Such appropriation need not specify to whut section of the act it shall 
apply, and may be voted as a total appropriation to be applied in carry- 
ing out the purposes of this act. 

Section VIII. This act shall take effect on the first day of Septem- 
ber iu the year nineteen hundred and six. (Approved June 20, 1900.) 


DRAWING. 


There has been no material change in the work of this de- 
partment during the year just closed, especially in the lower

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grades. Here color work, which is conceded to be the strong- 
est factor in developing ideals of beauty, has been continued. 
In the higher grades, color work is discontinued during that 
part of the year when nature has but little to offer. Mechanic- 
al work has been substituted. This change has received most 
cordial approval from both the teachers and supervisor of draw- 
ing. It is hoped that this change will not detract from the fas- 
cination of working with brush and color, but will give a certain 
technical trend to this branch of school work.

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EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The fall term of the Evening school began October 22, 
1906, and closed December 14, 1906. ‘The winter term began 
Dec, 31, 1906, and closed March 1, 1907. 

The work in this department has progressed steadily since 
the school has been held in the High school building. While 
the number has not materially increased, the grading and class- 
ification are much nearer the ideal than at any former time. For 
the most part, the grade work closely corresponds to that of the 
day school, It is to be regretted that more of those who are 
obliged to leave school at an early age, as well as foreigners who 
can scarcely escape the educational qualifications of the Com- 
monwealth, do not avail themselves of the opportunity afforded 
them by these evening classes.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Mr. Charles A. Byram, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SIR:—As principal of the High School I have the 
honor to submit the following report for the year 1906. 

The unusually large attendance reported for the fall term 
of 1905 was well maintained throughout the year, making the 
record for the school year, 1905-1906, considerably in excess of 
that of any previous year in the history of the school. ‘he 
growth of the school during the past five years may be seen 
from the following table which gives a comparisou in terms of

From these figures it is evident that the increase in mem- 
bership during the last school year has been nearly three tim e 
as great as the normal annual increase of the preceding three 
years. It may also be seen that the growth in membership 
during the five years was 27.21 per cent. During the same 
period the number of teachers in the school has been increased 
from nine to twelve. Thus the ratio of teachers to pupils is 
now slightly better than it was five years ago. 

New interest has been added to the work of the business de- 
partment by the employment of a special teacher to take charge 
of this work. Mr. A. B. Wraught, who took this position at 
the opening of the fall term, has shown himself to be well qual- 
ified for this kind of work and to be a man of such personality 
as to command the respect.of his pupils and inspire them to 
put forth their best efforts. 

In connection with the employment of a special teacher a 
change was made in the course of study of the business depart- 
ment whereby the former requirement of an elective study was 


66 


omitted, the time devoted to shorthand and typewriting was 
much increased, and spelling and penmanship were added. 
Several new writing machines were added to the equipment of 
the department and a room on the third floor has been fitted up 
with tables for the accommodation of the typewriting pupils. 
These changes have added much to the practical utility of the 
course. They have also caused an increase in the number of 
periods of instruction equal to the entire time of one teacher. 
This new work is now divided among several teachers in addi- 
tion to their regular duties. I would recommend, however,. 
that next year an assistant be appointed in the business depart- 


ment especially prepared for this line of work. 
The vexing question of tardiness has received considerable 


attention during the year both from the various teachers and 
from the principal, witb the result that tardiness has been ma- 
terially lessened, the past fall term showing the best record in 
this respect for the last ten terms. 

The change in the graduation program adopted by the- 
Shool committee for the class of 1906 was comparatively an in- 
novation for Pittsfield as it had not been tried before for about. 
ten years. The change was made at the request of the mem- 
bers of the class seconded by a majority of their parents. It 
consisted in the substitution of an address by a speaker of na- 
tional reputation in place of the usual program of essays by the 
graduates. The choice of President Flavel S. Luther of Trin- 
ity College as the speaker was a happy one and many favorable 
comments were heard both upon the address and upon this form 
of graduation program. tis a form which is becoming more 
and more general with schools and colleges and which seems to 
have a distinct superiority over the old form in that it adds 
dignity and impressiveness to the occasion and sets a high ideal 
before the minds of both graduates and under-graduates. 

The class of 1906 numbered forty who completed the four- 
year courses, five who took partial courses, and seven who com- 
pleted the two-year business course. Of the forty graduates in 
the four-year courses nine took the Classical Course, eighteen 
the Scientific Course, and thirteen the English Course. 

Since graduation twelve members of the class have en- 
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tered college, three going to Dartmouth, two to the University 
of Vermont, two to Vassar and one each to Williams, Amherst, 
Sheffield, Mount Holyoke, and Wellesley. In addition to 
these, two have entered medical schools, six normal schools, 
two academies, three business colleges, and two have returned 
to the high school for further study. Of the twelve who went 
to college, seven entered wholly or in part by certificate and 
five by examination. i 

The school is at present represented in colleges and techni- 
cal schools by over fifty students distributed among twenty-four 
institutions including, besides those mentioned above, Harvard, 
Cornell, Holy Cross, Trinity, Middlebury, Smith, the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, and the Worcester Polytech -- 
nic Institute. 

The various athletic activities of the school continue to be 
carefully supervised, though at the cost of no little time and 
effort on the part of the teachers. In particular the school is 
to be congratulated upon having secured the services of Mr. T. 
F. Cooke, who in addition to his efficient work as a teacher- 
took entire charge of this season's foot-ball team both in the 
matter of coaching and in accompanying it upon its various trips. 
In this way the necessity of employing a professional coach from: 
outside the school was obviated. 

The lunch counter continues to be well patronized, though 
the daily receipts are somewhat less than they were before the 
change to the earlier hour of closing the schoolsession. "This 
diminution of the receipts and the increase in the cost of pro- 
visions have made it more diffleult than formerly to meet the 
expenses without increasing the price of food to the students. 
Nevertheless through the careful management of Mrs. Miner 
this has thus far been possible. | 

In conclusion I desire to express my personal feeling of 
gratitude to my fellow teachers who have so ably and willingly 
cooperated with me in every effort made for the betterment of 
the condition of the school. I wish also to testify to the gen- 
eral spirit of good-will and earnestness which characterizes the- 
pupils in their relations with their teachers and with each oth- 
er. I further take this means of expressing my appreciation of 
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your own many acts of assistance as well as those of the school 
committee in providing for the needs of the school and in help- 
ing me to decide the numerous perplexing questions that fre- 
quently arise in connection with its management.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL CULTURE 


To Mr. Charles A. Byram, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SIR:—As teacher of Physical Culture I have the 
. honor to submit the following report :— 

Since the opening of the fall term the work has been more 
carefully and enthusiastically done than ever before. ‘This is 
true not only of the larger schools but also of the smaller ones. 

Following the outlines used by the best schools in the state, 
such as Brookline, Gloucester, Springfield, etc., we have suc- 
ceeded in bringing our children toa good physical standard. 
A close observation of our pupils: will show that the chests have 
been broadened and the backs straightened by our system of ex- 
ercises. A visit to the class room will show that quick response 
to commands and that general alertness which can only be ob- 
tained by a physical training. 

Some years ago, before the advent of physical culture, one 
member of our school committee remarked that the boys ina 
certain school were very inferior looking as compared with the 
girls. ‘Today, no such condition can exist; with the careful 
daily drill our boys must stand well and walk well. 

The work in physical culture has been carried on in our 
schools for six years—long enough to show that benefits can be 
derived from a good system of physical training. If any one 
has any doubt about these results let him visit schools where no 
such work is done, (Albany for instance) and then let him visit 
the Pittsfield public schools and compare the general appear-

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ance of the pupils, the order in the school.rooms, and the num- 
ber of cases of illness. 

In the primary schools, especially the first and second 
grades, we use many gymnastic stories and plays, thus continu- 
ing the work of the kindergarten. In all of the grades games 
are used—not only to give variety to the work but to cultivate 
a spirit of fairness. 

The following general movements are taken each day for a 
period of ten minutes :— 


1. Introductory movements (facings or some leg movements.) : 
2. Bending of trunk, backward or forward to increase the chest 
capacity and straighten the upper part of the spine. 

3. Arm exercises for developing arm and upper trunk muscles. 

4. Balance movements, to train the sense of correct and 
graceful posture. 

Back, | Exercises to train the mus- 

. Abdominal, cles and correct and prevent 

Lateral trunk movements, } faults in growth of the spine. 

Running, jumping and games. 

Slow leg and respiratory. These exercises afford great assist- 
ance to the heart in maintaining an efficient circulation. 

In pleasant weather these exercises are taken out of doors, 

at other times in the school room with windows wide open. 

Much stress is laid on the breathing exercises. 

It seems to me that the teaching of physiology and hygiene 
should go hand in hand with the work in physical culture—that 
pupils should know why round shoulders and contracted chests 
are injurious, etc. I think it is possible to plan a course of 
study whereby this work is not left to the pupils of the sixth 
grade and then completely forgotten. It can hardly be doubt- 
ed that, of the instructing staff of a school, the teacher of phys- 
ical culture stands in the most obvious relation to the cultiva- 
tion of sound health; and this is understood and felt by every 
boy and girl. Would not this influence be immensely augment- 
ed, if the instructor in physical training had charge of all in- 
struction in personal hygiene? The work in the direction would 
then amount to more than personal advice and direction to in - 
dividuals. 


OMAGH 
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A physical education should not only aim to maintain health 
during the school years, but should lay the foundation for good 
physical habits in later years. There is no such thing as laying 
up a store of health at school to last thru subsequent life. "The 
student is learning something for subsequent use, just as much 
as he is learning arithmetic and spelling, and this means in- 
struction in the principles of physical training; it involves the 
explanation of its purpose and its methods as wellas the mas- 
tery of the practical art. |

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A FEW FACTS ABOUT THE ACUTE INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


MEASLES. 


Measles is a contagious disease, much more prevalent than any 
of the other acute, infectious diseases. The characteristic symptoms 
of the disease are coryza, sneezing, coughing, intolerance to light, 
and fever. The rash usually appears on the third to the fifth day, 
occurring first behind the ears, then spreading to the face, and later 
to the entire body. The rash lasts about four days, and is followed 
by desquamation, which consists of fine, bran-like scales,—never in 
large patches, as in Scarlet Fever, and usually requiring a week 
for completion. Unlike Scarlet Fever, it is highly contagious, from 
the beginning. The complications which sometimes accompany 
Measles, are often very serious, the eyes, ears, and lungs, being the 
organs most commonly attacked. Quarantine and isolation should 
be carefully observed until two weeks after the rash has disappeared. 


MUMPS. 


Mumps is a disease affecting the parotid glands, and occasion- 
ally the submaxillary glands. It occurs most commonly in chil- 
dren between the ages of four and fourteen, although frequently 
adults are infected. The symptoms may not appear until two or 
three weeks after infection. 

It begins usually with some stiffness and pain on one side of the 
jaw, which is shortly followed by swelling behind the lobe of the 
ear. The swelling usually increases in size for two or three days, 
remains stationary for about the same length of time, and grad- 
ually disappears. Ordinarily the disease is accompanied by little 
discomfort, but frequently great pain is produced by swallowing 
acid foods, such as lemon juice, and this is a test frequently em- 
ployed for diagnosis. 

Cases of Mumps occuring in schools should be quarantined for 
three weeks. Fumigation and disinfection are not required after 
the quarantine has been released. 


CHICKEN POX, (Synonym Varicella.) — 


This is the mildest in its symptoms, and the least dangerous, 
of all the acute, infectious diseases. The disease is characterized 
by small vesicles which appear in crops, forming small crusts and 
disappearing without leaving scars. The disease usually lasts a 
week, and is not accompanied by any great discomfort. Quarantine 
is unnecessary, but isolation should be maintained until the crusts 


have fallen off. 
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WHOOPING COUGH, (Synonym Pertussis.) 


Whooping Cough is a very contagious disease, characterized by 
a peculiar spasmodic cough, from which it gets its name. It occurs 
most commonly in children between the ages of one and eight, al- 
though adults are frequently affected. It rarely occurs in the same 
individual more than once. The onset is very gradual, making it 
difficult to determine the period of incubation, but two weeks is 
ordinarily considered the time, after infection that the disease mani- 
fests itself. The disease usually lasts about two months.  Chil- 
dren with Whooping Cough should not be allowed to attend schoo} 
until the cough has. entirely disappeared. Fumigation and disin- 
fection of houses are not necessary. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Until recent years it was customary to classify all diseases 
eharacterized by a false membrane on the throat or air passages, 
as diphtheria. To-day, however, we are able to make a distinction 
between true diphtheria and the so-called false diphtheria, by 
means of cultures taken from the throat and nose, and bacterio- 
logical examinations. Therefore, in every case of sore throat 
cultures should be taken at once to determine the exact nature of 
the disease. A person may carry the germ in his throat for weeks 
before showing signs of infection, thereby exposing all those with 
whom he comes in contact. Diphtheria may be spread by direct 
contact, by inhaling the air surrounding the patient, by food and 
drinking water, by clothing, toys, books, etc., éven months after the 
disease has subsided. A simple attack does not mean perfect im- 
munity. Children between the ages of three and eleven are most 
frequently attacked. 


One of the most positive advances made in medicine has been 
in the treatment of diphtheria, and this by the injection of anti- 
toxin, which has been in use since 1895. Anti-toxin has reduced the 
mortality of diphtheria from over 50 per cent. to 12 per cent., and 
some statistics show the reduction to be even greater than this. 
Better results are obtained when the serum is injected early—hence 
the importance of early diagnosis. Every person directly exposed 
to diphtheria, should be given an immunizing dose of the anti- 
toxin. | 

All cases of diphtheria should be kept isolated until at least 
two successive cultures taken from the throat have failed to indi- 
cate the presence of the specific germ. Disinfection and fumigation 
are necessary before the quarantine is released. 
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SCARLET FEVER, (Synonym Scarlatina.) 


This is one of the most severe and most contagious of all the 
acute infectious diseases. The complications and sequelae are so 
much more common and severe, that early diagnosis is a vital 
necessity where numbers of children are liable to be attacked. It 
may occur in the same individual more than once, but this is rare. 

The contagion has great tenacity for clothing and other articles, 
and may be capable of reproducing the disease, even after many 
months. The disease does not seem to be as contagious in the early 
stages, as in the later. It may occur at any age, but most cases are 
in children between the ages of three and nine. The time at which 
scarlet fever manifests itself after infection is usually less than 
seven days, and frequently from two to four. 

The first symptoms are usually severe and active, the patient 
looking very sick and dull, complaining of sore throat, nausea, and 
usually vomiting profusely. The rash most commonly appears in 
front of neck and upper chest, and looks as though minute macules 
had been sprinkled over a generally reddened skin. 

There is no known preventative measure in scarlet fever except 
4solation. This must be rigidly enforced and maintained, until 
desquamation has entirely ceased, which usually means from thirty 
to sixty days, and then only through disinfection. A child living 
in a house where scarlet fever has appeared should immediately be 
removed from that house and kept under observation for a week, 
hefore being allowed to return to school.

Council :— 


My report for the work done for the Poor of the City 
during the year 1906, is submitted as follows:

Office calls, 400 
Visits to the City Farm, 36 
Visits to the Police Station, 66 
Vaccinations, 27 
Surgical cases, ar 


I have attended nine births, one of them at the City Farm. 


We have one case of consumption at the City Farm. The 
patient is isolated and kept on a special diet. 


This year, the general health has been exceptionally good 
at the City Farm. We attribute this happy condition to our 
modernization of the house and the excellent care the inmates 
receive under the superintendency of Mr. W. W. Shaw. 


I have made twenty-three dressings in my office for 
transcients. Some were suffering from broken limbs, others 
from cuts or ulcers. We have had no epidemic; four cases of 
measles, one of diphtheria and two of scarlet fever were at- 
tended by the City Physician. 

For the three consecutive years that I have been City 
Physician, the work shows an increase for each year. For 
example, the visits to outside poor in 1904 were 460; in 1905, 
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553, and in 1906, 634. The office calls in 1904 were 313; in 


1905, 397, and in 1906, 400. 

Every day we have seen the Charity Nurse visiting the 
poor and distributing comfort to the sick in need. I take this 
opportunity to publicly thank the Charity Nurse for her 
assistance. The beneficial results of her educational work 
are noticeable to every one who visits the families among the 


poor. :

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council:— 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the ordinances of the 
City the Board respectfully submit the following report of 
the operations in this department for the year 1906. Unusual 
activity has prevailed in the water department in renewal and 
extension of mains. A considerable appropriation was made 
for sidewalks and this has made possible the construction of 
a great many yards of new walk. Several of the most trying 
surface water problems have been met and completed. The 
new sewer system has been extended to take in streets not 
formerly provided with sanitary accommodation. Several 
pieces of land have been purchased having in mind the aboli- 
tion of sources of pollution, and the development of our water 
supply. Additional filtration areas have been built at the 
sewer fields and contracts have been closed for a new and 
larger pump to be added to the plant at the pumping station. 
Municipal stables have been established and are a success. 
The Second Street bridge has been completed and opened to 
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the public. Cottage Row long an eyesore has been laid out 
and accepted, and when paved as will be the case ultimately, 
will be a beautiful street. The High School has been provided 
with a new roof and numerous repairs made to the other 
school buildings which were placed in our care during the 
year. These are but a few of the many pieces of work done, 
each being taken up in detail on other pages of this report. 


WATER WORKS. 


Extensions have been made to the system as follows: 
First St., 108 feet. South St., 1,075 ft. South Mountain Rd., 
270 ft. Pine St., 144 ft. Parker St., 832 ft. Britton St., 72 
ft. Pomeroy Ave., 180 ft. Springside Ave., 132 ft. Whipple 
St., 410 ft. Faraday Ave., 696 ft. Cherry St., 72 ft. Bart- 
lett Ave., 685 ft. Russell St, 150 ft. Water St, 116 ft. 
White Place, 210 ft. Esther Terrace, 300 ft. Water mains 
have been renewed as follows: Appleton Ave., r,130 ft. Pom- 
eroy Ave., r,136 ft. Wendell Ave., 1,444 ft. Richmond Ave., 
824 ft. South St., 150 feet. East Housatonic St., 36 ft., and 
West Housatonic St, 48 ft. On these extensions and re- 
newals 17 stop gates have been added. Nine new hydrants 
have been set. The reservoirs have had the usual attention 
given them and are in good condition. During the year the 
Board have purchased land on its several watersheds which 
will be a valuable holding in future years as they are heavily 
wooded in most cases insuring the continuance of our water 
supply. The land purchased embraces parcels in the towns 
of Dalton, Hinsdale and Washington and was as follows: 
John Newberry, 30 acres, $500. Sylvester Young, Crocker 
lot, 190 acres, $1,672.90. Henrietta M. Cook, 8 acres, $250. 
Ed. Elisha Mack, 14 acres, $560. Philip Seckler, Chatillon 
place, 23 acres, $1,700. Martin White, 195 acres, $1,500 and 
Philip Eishelser, 14 acres, $500. This makes a total of 474 
acres added to our watershed and controlled by the city. A 
goodly portion of this is covered with first growth timber and 
is sure to increase in value as a water supply. The total 
length of pipe added to the system during the year was about 
a mile. Extensive surveys were made during the year on the 
proposed reservoir sites,'the Crocker and Fassell lots on Sack- 
ett Brook. It is possible to secure a large storage reservoir 
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on either of these sites, and plans have been submitted to the 
State Board of Health for the same. They have viewed the 
property and have recommended that surveys be made for the 
purpose of ascertaining the feasibility of taking the Clapp 
Pond and Roaring Brook supply in the system before giving 
final advice in the matter. This has been done to a great ex- 
tent and the engineering department are at work on the mat- 
ter at present. There have been 51 leaks and breakages re- 
ported and repaired during the year. Ten water meters have 
been set making a total now in use of 217. New connections 
have been made to the number of 106. The system must be 
enlarged to meet the demands of a'steadily growing city and 
a pressure obtained to safeguard it in case of fire and to 
carry water to the higher elevations of the city where it is 
now impossible to maintain a steady pressure. As advocated 
in former years the Board again recommend that the receipts 
from the water works be applied to the water debt. In con- 
clusion the Board would say that it is hoped before the end of 
the present year to have built a reservoir which will insure a 
pressure sufficient to carry the water to the residents of West 
Street who petitioned for the same early in the year of 1906. 


POLLUTION. 


The system is pretty nearly free from sources of pollu- 
tion and constant watchfulness is kept over the supply by the 
caretaker. Mr. Edward Fennell who holds this position has 
been appointed a deputy sheriff which clothes him with power 
to make arrests in any of the several towns in which the water 
supply is located, and will no doubt have a deterrent effect on 
any acts of vandalism being committed on the property. 


WATER METERS. 


In their last report the Board recommended the installa- 
tion of water meters on our system. The matter was agitated 
and investigated at great length during the year. The City 
Council decreed that the system be not adopted. This may 
have been a wise policy but we question whether any sound 
business corporation would conduct a water works system un- 
der similar conditions. Surely no gas or electric company 
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would furnish its product in unlimited quantities to its con- 
sumers without safeguarding its interests and making its 
plant return the largest dividends possible on its investment. 
The Board fully realize that the water works is probably not 
a money-making concern, and in recommending meters the 
matter of revenue was not considered so much as the curtail- 
ment of the use of water, but it would seem that the greatest 
possible economy in the maintenance and development of our 
water system must naturally accrue to its stockholders—the 
people. It is interesing to note in connection with this ques- 
tion that the State Board of Health have already recom- 
mended that the city proceed to secure an additional water 
supply. 

Permits have been issued during the year for 182 sewer 
connections and 106 water connections. Continued activity 
on the part of the Board of Health has resulted in most houses 
within the sewer district being connected with the system.

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HIGHWAYS. 


With the amount of money placed in their hands each year 
for the highways of the City the Board can report little more 
than repairs being made to them; but little money being left 
after this is done for anything in the way of new work or per- 
manent improvements. During the year we have used about 
3700 yards of gravel in repairing the streets. While a good 
gravel road is very pleasant to drive over, it is not sufficiently 
lasting, with gravel as scarce as at present, to be economical. 
The Board recommended the use of macadam in their last 
report, the same to be used on residential streets, and still be- 
lieve that it would be wise to do something along this line 
each year until the center of the city was provided for. Con- 
siderable work has been done building Telford roads in lo- 
calities where the soil prohibits almost anything else. About 
half a mile has been laid on the Mahanna Road, West Street 
near Parker Street, West Street near Jason Street, and on 
Peck’s Road near the lower mill. This work is expensive 
costing about $1.00 per square yard but the nature of the soil. 
makes its use imperative. An important piece of work done 
in the highway department was the rebuilding of a stone cul- 
vert on Hancock Road near the Susie Churchill place. This 
was replaced with a large boiler flue encased in concrete and 
makes a good looking and permanent job. The care of catch- 
basins is getting to be a large item in the cost of highways 
there being at present 364 in use. It requires the work of four 
men and a team constantly during the entire season to prop- 
erly care for them. 


STREET SWEEPING. 


The paved streets have been kept scraped and broomed 
each day during the season, the work requiring the services 
of five men and a team. In addition the machine sweepers 
are used once a week on Saturday nights. Considerable 
discussion has been raised over the sweeping and sprinkling 
of our streets. The Board are at present engaged in a search- 
ing investigation of the best methods for doing this work, and 
hope when the time arrives to do the work, that the problem 
will have been properly solved. 
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SEYMOUR STREET DRAIN. 


A surface drain was laid on Seymour Street between 
Linden Street and Park Street during the year. This takes 
the drainage of Linden Street from the summits both sides of 
Seymour Street, from Madison Avenue both sides of Seymour 
Street, from Kent Avenue as far as North Street, and of 
Seymour Street itself. This covers a large area. Travel 
through the streets has been pretty trying in Fall and Spring. 
The drain is constructed of tile with cement joints and is 24 
inches in size as far as Alder street from Park Street. Be- 
tween Alder Street and Madison Avenue 20 inch tile was 
used. The balance of the drain was constructed of 18 and 15 
inch tile. Ten catch-basins and four manholes were built on 
the line. This was one of the most important pieces of drain- 
age confronting the city for years and its completion is es- 
pecially appreciated by the people residing on the streets. 


PoMEROY AVENUE DRAIN. 


Surface drains were built on Wendell Ave. Taconic 
Street and Pomeroy Avenue from East Housatonic Street to 
a point opposite H. M. Seaver’s house on Pomeroy Avenue. 
Tile pipe 20 inches in diameter was used as far as Taconic 
Street and the balance was built of 15 inch. Five catch- 
basins and five manholes were built on the drain. By the con- 
struction of four more basins and connecting them with the 
drain surface water in this section will be well taken care of. 


East STREET DRAIN. 


The drains for the purpose of carrying off surface water 
from East Street and adjoining territory have long been in- 
adequate. This covers a large area and is quite thickly set- 
tled. A concrete drain 30 inches in diameter was built from 
the river westerly of the Tannery bridge to a point about 300 
feet westerly of Appleton Avenue, a distance of 1,464 feet. A 
line was also laid into Appleton Avenue for a distance of 325 
feet which was 12 inch tile, and connected with two basins. 
It was necessary to lay the drain at a depth of 14 feet in some 
places to accommodate the drainage from Copley Terrace 
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and Appleton Avenue. When completed this drain will care 
for the surface water on East and adjoining street as far as 
First Street on the west and including First Street and Cot- 
tage Row on the north. The amount expended on the work 
this year was $5,335. 


New BRnipGE, TACONIC. 


The old Taconic bridge has been for some time in a some- 
what unsafe condition being propped up under the street rail- 
way tracks for the last two years. The abutments were built 
up and extended to the north and the whole faced with con- 
crete. New 15 inch I beams were put in to support the bridge 
except under the street car tracks where 24 inch beams were 
used. New rail was put up and painted and the bridge is now 
safe and substantial. 


SECOND STREET BRIDGE. 


The bridge over the railroad at Second Street has been 
completed and was opened for traffic early in the spring. A 
detailed description of the bridge was given in our last report 
and is therefore unnecessary here. A petition to change the 
rail on the approach at the northeast side of the bridge was 
presented to the City Council and was considered of enough 
importance to have the work done. A retaining wall was 
built on an angle to Pleasant Street and the rail has been set 
in place. The bridge and abutments are of solid construction 
and the City has received its money's worth on this job. 


CoTTAGE Row IMPROVEMENTS. 


This street leading directly from North Street and the 
main thoroughfare to the Common and the High School has 
long been a hard problem to solve. By the purchase of the 
property on the south side of the street of the Quakenbush 
heirs, an agreement with the N. Y. C. & H. R. R. Company 
to place a retaining wall on land of the Company, provided 
the City built the wall, and the large public spirit of Mr. K. B. 
Miller, the matter has been finally and satisfactorily adjusted. 
The wall is of heavy concrete construction and the contract 
for its construction was let to Dwyer Brothers of Dalton they 
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being the Jowest bidders. The total cost of the wall and grad- 
ing to date has been $5,500. A handsome and ornamental 
concrete rail adorns the top of the wall. Mr. Miller's share 
in the undertaking was to indemnify the city against loss by 
reason of the laying out of the street to the extent of $2,500 
and an agreement to pay the City the sum of $1,000 in five 
yearly instalments of $200 each as soon as the street is 
hardened or paved. Hs example is entirely worthy of emu- 
lation by other citizens. The paving of the street will no 
doubt be taken up during the coming year. 


UPPER BARKERVILLE ROAD. 


A particularly bad piece of the highway on Barkerville 
Road about 550 feet long and 12 feet wide was excavated to a 
depth of about r5 inches and filled in with large field stone. 
Underdrains were built to take the water away from the high- 
way. The traveled way was widened considerably the brush 
cut out and conditions much improved. 


PEck's Roap REPAIRS. 


Extensive repairs were made to the highway near the 
lower mill of the J. L. & T. D. Peck Mfg. Co. The soil is 
hardpan and it has been impossible to keep the highway in 
condition. The situation was solved by the construction of a 
Telford road at the location. The length of the highway on 
which conditions were bettered was about 250 feet and the 
cost of the work $295. 


RESURFACING MACADAM. 


The macadam on Fenn Street between First and Second 
Streets, and on Wahconah Street, from the Taconic bridge 
southerly, has been resurfaced during the year. The whole 
surface was picked up and after being thoroughly rolled down 
was given a new wearing surface about 114 inches thick. 
This was also rolled down hard and results attained fully 
warranted the expenditure. 
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NEW MACADAM. 


The highway on Wahconah Street at a point opposite 
the old entrance to the Fair Grounds has been in miserable 
condition for a number of years. An appropriation was made 
this year to remedy the condition. The highway was exca- 
vated to a depth of about 15 inches and filled in with field 
stone. These were rolled down with a steam roller. This was 
covered with trap rock and thoroughly rolled. We thus have 
a combination Telford and macadam road that should wear 
for years. An underdrain was built along the west side of 
the highway to take the seepage from the hill, and the water 
carried to the river. About 860 feet of rail of the State Road 
type was built along the east side of the highway. This 
betterment will be greatly appreciated by the mill owners who 
have to cart coal and other heavy loads over this highway. 
The cost of doing the work was $1,998. 


SIDEWALKS. 


A sizable appropriation was made by the City Council for 
sidewalks and as a result a large number of yards of concrete 
were laid. The streets on which new walks have been built 
follow: Bartlett Avenue, Copley Terrace, East Street to the 
Stanley shops, Melville Street, South side, Wahconah Street, 
from the Grist mill to the gate of the Catholic Cemetery. Tvler 
Street, from Woodlawn Ave. to Burbank Street, Kellogg 
Street from Brown Street to Woodlawn Ave., Appleton Ave., 
Kent Avenue, Alder Street, South Side, and North Street at 
the Brackin block. Concrete walks were also reconstructed 
on Elm Street, Columbus Avenue from Bridges stable to the 
east line of the Dodge & Devanny building. Concrete walks 
were resurfaced on North Street west side from Depot Street 
to F. D. Taylor's north line, on North Street at the Berkshire 
County Savings Bank Building, and on East Street adjoining 
the same building. In all about 8,000 square yards of con- 
crete was laid. In addition gravel walks were built on Peck's 
Road and Elm Street, and numerous repairs made on all walks 
about the city. It is safe to say that no walks laid in recent 
years have given more satisfaction than the one to the Cath- 
olic cemetery and to the Stanley shops on East Street. The 
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City has a reputation for good walks and any extension along 
this line meets with the prompt approval of the citizens. 


PARK AND COMMON. 


The Common has been a source of great pleasure to our 
citizens during the year and is an attractive spot. It is hoped 
next year to add more in the line of gymnastic apparatus of 
the nature now installed on the south side of the grounds. A 
new fence of ornamental wire was built along the south and 
east sides during the year. In connection with the subject a 
number of small squares and triangles at the intersection of 
highways have been graded and sown to grass. One of these 
at the junction of Holmes Road and Pomeroy Ave will be 
especially attractive after the water tub which Mr. William 
Pollock has promised to donate the City, is set in place. It is 
the intention of the Board to plant hardy shrubs and flowers 
in these plots from year to year as they greatly enhance the 
beauty of the looks of the highway. 


NEW SEWERS. 


The extension of the new sewer system has gone on 
steadily during 1906. Two difficult pieces of work have been 
accomplished, the sewering of South Onota and Merriam 
Streets and Turner Avenue. The latter was particularly bad 
owing to the fact that a cut of about 19 feet was made neces- 
sary to connect it with Seymour Street. The sewers built in 
1906 follow:

The laterals and main trunk sewers were flushed in 
March and Supt. Martin's men are now nearly through flush- 
ing the east trunk sewer. The intention is to continue the 
cleaning and flushing throughout the Winter. In the near 
future an addition must be built to our east trunk sewer from 
at least the Tannery bridge to Silver Lake. This will be 
necessary to accommodate the growth of the Stanley plant and 
adjacent property. However a more thorough knowledge of 
conditions in this section may be known a year hence. Con- 
siderable difficulty has been experienced in the east trunk 
sewer from grease being allowd to enter the sewer from the 
wool washing plant at the Tillotson mills. A filter was put 
in here last year and has worked pretty well but has no doubt 
been allowed to fill up. It may be necessary to insist that the 
owners of this mill allow only a practically clear effluent to 
reach the sewer from their washing plant. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The disposal of the City’s sewage becomes a larger task 
each year. With the installation of sanitary fixtures in prac- 
tically every house on the system our capacity is severely 
taxed. The Board have added considerable filtration area to 
the sewage fields and more must be done this year. Bids were 
asked for furnishing a larger pump to work as an auxiliary 
to the present plant during the year. After going over the 
figures carefully and ascertaining the best pump to buy from 
past experience with the prcsent pump, it was voted to award 
the contract to the Platt Iron Works Co., of Dayton, Ohio. 
The contract calls for a pump capable of pumping 2,400,000 
gallons in eight hours with a lift of about 36 feet. The con- 
tract price is about $10,682.00. How far and long this add- 
ing to the plant is to be carried must be answered by your 
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Honorable Body. An additional trunk sewer on the east side 
is inevitable. The Board urged last year that means be taken 
to check the useless waste of water which finds its way to the 
pumps, and until this is done, no hope for decrease in the cost 
of sewage disposal can be looked for. 


CROSSWALKS. 


The Board wish to call the attention of the City Council 
with special emphasis to the need of a large appropriation for 
crosswalks the coming year. Our crossings about the City are 
in a deplorable condition, and much of the criticism coming 
from autoists and others using the streets are considerably 
warranted. A great number of the older crosswalks about 
the City were laid with Svkes mountain stone and these in 
instances have become broken and sunken so that what should 
be a crosswalk is little more than a mudhole. The Board are 
now engaged in getting estimates on different materials for 
crosswalks and will no doubt arrive at some solution of the 
problem. The use of granite flagging and granite blocks 
makes the construction of crosswalks rather expensive. It 
may be possible to use brick, paving blocks or cement con- 
crete. The latter makes a smooth and attractive walk and is 
not expensive. With the use of the latter material it may be 
possible to build crosswalks at quite reasonable expense. 


REPAIR OF BUILDINGS. 


The public buildings of the City in charge of the Board 
have received the usual attention. The most extensive work 
done was the changes made in the office of the Engineer of the 
Board and the Overseers of the Poor office, the renovation of 
the offices of the Mavor and the painting of the exterior wood- 
work of the City Hall. The building occupied by the Veteran 
Firemen's Association on School Street, was also condemned 
by the Inspector of Buildings and this was put in good and 
safe condition. 


Room FoR MILK INSPECTOR. 


A room fitted with all apparatus for the proper testing of 
milk and other provisions has been fitted up in the basement 
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of the City Hall. The cost of installing motors, testers, bot- 
tles, etc., was about $150. 


STEEL CASES FOR ENGINEERS. 


Steel fittings have been installed in the vault in the office 
of the City Engineer. The work was done by the Art Metal 
Construction Company of Jamestown, N. Y., and the cost was 
$969.73. | 


STREET LIGHTING. 


This work has been done under contract by the Pittsfield 
Electric Co. During the year 27 incandescent lamps have been 
established making a total now in use of 679. Eight arc 
lamps have been put in the number now in use being 125. 
The present contract which was for a term of five years ex- 
pires on May 20, 1907. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


The appropriation for street sprinkling and the making 
of the contracts for the same have been under the supervision 
of this Board for the year. The work has been done by F. 
G. Guilds. There has been a great deal of criticism of the 
manner in which the work was done and some of it was 
just. The City Council have instructed the Board to take up 
the matter and to thoroughly investigate it. It may be found 
desirable to do the sprinkling under City ownership, that is 
at least of the carts. This arrangement is now in vogue in 
North Adams and from what we are able to learn after con- 
sultation with the officials of that Citv, the plan has worked 
very satisfactorily. The matter will be carefully considered 
before the contract for street sprinkling for the present year 
is let.

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ScHooL BUILDINGS. 


Early in the year the City Council delegated the care of 
School buildings to this Board. The Board placed the super- 
intendence of them in the hands of Supt. Biladeau. The 
buildings were sadly in need of repair. The most important 
work that confronted us was the roof of the High School. 
The work when originally built was well done but the style 
of architecture was at fault. The water had already found its 
way to some of the rooms. Bids were asked on doing the 
work after plans had been made by Architect Vance. The 
contract was let to the lowest responsible bidder, James Ack- 
royd & Sons of Albany, N. Y. All the old gutters were taken 
off and the roof flashed up with copper so that now it is in 
good shape and will stay so. The cost of the work was 
$7,958. A new roof was put on to the Orchard Street Train- 
ing School, all the rooms on the upper floors kalsomined and 
new ceiling put in in one room. The Board had as a legacy 
the newly constructed addition to the Rice School. As, soon 
as cold weather set in it was found that the heating arrange- 
ments were entirely inadequate. This necessitated new coils 
for steam being put in that required an expenditure of $375. 
The Fenn Street School was fitted with a bell system all over 
the building as was the Driggs School. The Rice School was 
wired and fitted with electric lights throughout. On the new 
adaition at this school 23 storm windows were put on. New 
floors have been put in at the Pontoosuc School. There has 
been no end of work in the way of new floors, ceilings, wind- 
ows, painting, plumbing and mason work. From the con- 
dition of the school buildings when turned over to us it really 
seemed as if they had been looking after themselves for a 
number of vears. They are now, however, in fairly good 
shape and if appropriations are provided during the coming 
year to make some badly needed repairs, can be kept so.

REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY SOLICITOR. 


Report of the City Solicitor. 


Pittsfield, Mass., January 31, 1907. 
To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsfield: 


GENTLEMEN :—I respectfully submit to your Honorable 
Board my report for the year ending 1906. 

During the past year the following claims against the 
Citv have been disposed of: 


Harvey S. Smith, claim for damages alleged to have been 
caused by a defect in the highway. The Committee on Claims 
considered the matter and the petitioner was given leave to 
withdraw. 


William. H. Eldridge, claim for damages to an automobile 
on the road from Pittsfield to Lenox near Pontoosuc Lake. 
This matter was promptly and carefully investigated at the 
time by the Clerk of the Board of Public Works and by mem- 
. bers of the Board of Public Works and upon their represen- 
tations to the Committee on Claims the petitioner was given 
leave to withdraw. 


Elizabeth Kennedy, Claim for injury to land by reason of 
surface water. In this case the City improved the system of 
drainage and the petitioner withdrew her claim. 


Joseph Daly, petition for injury caused by an alleged de- 
fect in a crosswalk. The Committee gave the petitioner leave 
to withdraw. 


John G. Miller, claim for damages to a wagon caused by 
the condition of Peck’s road while under repair. In this 
case the Committee felt that the petitioner was entitled to 
some compensation and therefore awarded the petitioner $25. 


Edward J. Silk, claim for injury to his daughter, Harriet 
J. Silk, caused by a defective condition of a sidewalk on 
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John Street. This matter was carefully considered by the 
Committee and the petitioner was awarded $100 and the claim 
has thus been disposed of. 


L. A. Baker of Lanesboro, claim for damage to a milk 
cart on Wahconah Street, near the Bel Air Mill, caused by 
a horse being frightened by a steam roller. The petitioner was 
given leave to withdraw. 


Mrs. James Fallon, claim against the City for injury to 
a minor son alleged to have been caused by debris in the school 
yard at the Rice school. Petitioner given leave to withdraw. 


Marchisi & McCarry, claim for damages caused by a 
horse falling into an excavation on South Street made for 
the purpose of laying sewer pipes. The Committee on Claims 
after considering the matter awarded the petitioners $50. 


Hinsdale Creamery, claim for damages caused by a want 
of railing on the highway near Berkshire and southerly of 
Berkshire Park. The Committee on Claims awarded the 
petitioners $50 in full settlement. 


Anna T. Malloy, claim for injuries caused by falling into 
a sidewalk window or area on Clapp Ave. This case was 
settled by Robbins & Gamwell who maintain the cover to the 
area and the City was released from liability. 


The following claims are now pending against the City: 


Morris Callahan, petition for damages caused by surface 
water on his property near Alder Street. 


Morris Berkwitz, claim for damages to property caused 
by the change of grade and re-locating of sidewalk adjoining 
his property on Bradford Street. 


The following suits are now pending in Court against the 
City of Pittsfield: 


American Sewerage Disposal Co. against the City, action 
for infringement of patent pending in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court at Boston. This case was fully considered in my 
last annual report. 
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Frank Kelley against the City of Pittsfield. Action of 
tort for injury received by falling over a box on the west side 
of North Street while repairs were being made upon the block 
owned by Mr. Charles Burbank. In this case the City had a 
bond from Mr. Burbank to indemnify it against loss by reason 
of such injuries. 


James M. Bryant against the City of Pittsfield. This 
is an action of tort, the writ having been served on the 29th 
day of December and is returnable the ist Monday 
of February, 1907. No declaration has yet been filed and it 
does not appear what the claim is but I understand from Mr. 
Joyner, the plaintiff’s attorney, that land owned by Mr. Bryant 
is flooded by water turned upon it by the City from some of 
its reservoirs. 


The City has had several actions against individuals: 


City of Pittsfield vs. John Cunningham on a bill due the 
City for support. The case was compromised and the amount 
paid which was satisfactory to the Overseers of the Poor. 


City of Pittsheld against Fred M. Couch. Action of tort 
for cutting wood on the City property on West Mountain. 
This matter was entered in the District Court and Mr. Couch 
submitted the question to the decision of the Committee on 
Claims. The Committee decided that $80 should be paid the 
City and this amount Mr. Couch has paid and the action was 
. thus disposed of. 


several actions have been brought by the Tax Collector 
to recover the amount due the City for uncollected taxes upon 
personal property. 

Such suits should be brought before personal property 
taxes are six months old if there is any doubt that the party 
assessed is not responsible. As there is no lien upon the prop- 
erty for such taxes it is next to impossible to collect a tax 
‘from an irresponsible party after the goods upon which the 
assessment is made have been disposed of. In this connection 
I would also suggest that all taxes upon real estate be collected 
in the second vear after the tax is assessed and that all prop- 
erty having thereon a tax lien should be sold under provisions 
of the statute for non-payment of taxes so that the lien would 
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be operative for several months after such proceedings were 
commenced. This office has conducted such proceedings suc- 
cessfully, and taxes upon real estate can be collected by legal 
proceedings. The provisions of the law for this purpose are 
ample and it is not just to the tax paying public that any one 
owner of real estate should escape the duty imposed to pay 
taxes. 

Important changes have been made in the ordinances 
during the past year and the new ordinance in relation to the 
fire districts and the construction of buildings is of special im- 
portance. No ordinance of a City so vitally affects the prop- 
erty interest of the citizens as regulations of this character. 
They are in many cases burdensome, amounting to restrictions 
upon real estate or in the nature of police regulations. Great 
care should therefore be taken: in drafting such ordinances. I 
believe that much credit should be given to the Committee 
having this matter in charge during the past year and in this 
connection I wish to commend Mr. Joseph Ward Lewis for 
his excellent work in assisting the Committee to draft the ordi- 
nances. Mr. Lewis has been a faithful and painstaking City 
Clerk and he has unusual skill and ability in the work he so 
well performed and I wish personally to express mv apprecia- 
tion of the many courtesies extended to me by Mr. Lewis. 
The offices of City Solicitor and City Clerk are of necessity 
closelv allied and it is essential that the two departments 
should work harmoniously. We think the City is fortunate in 
securing Mr. John Barker, so able a successor to Mr. Lewis 
in the office of City Clerk. 

A number of important matters have come up for decision 
during the past year, written opinions being rendered in sev- 
eral instances. None of these opinions however are of suffi- 
cient interest for future reference to publish in this report, with 
the exception of the opinion upon the respective rights of the 
public, the City and the Methodist Church in the Methodist 
Park, so called on Fenn Street. As this opinion embraces 
references to old records, and references to decisions, it would 
seem desirable, as the question affects property rights to pub- 
lish the opinion herewith, and it is therefore made a part of 
this report.. 
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I wish to express my appreciation of the hearty support 
and co-operation of all City officials in the performance of my 
duties as City Solicitor.

OPINION UPON THE LEGAL STATUS OF THE METHODIST PARK, 
So CALLED, ON FENN STREET. 


Hon. ALLEN H. BAGG, 
Mayor of the City of Pittsheld, Pittsheld, Mass. 


DEAR StR:—The letter written to you by Arthur S. Prout 
under date of November 15, 1906, calling attention to certain 
facts in connection with the Methodist Park, so called, was 
referred to me and I have considered the matters discussed. 

The question raised is whether any of the acts referred to 
have given the Public and the City any rights in, upon and 
over the point of land at the junction of Dunham Street and 
Fenn Street which prevents the owners from conveying the 
property or disbars the City from laying out a street over it. 

Formerly Fenn Street made a sharp curve to the south 
near the Center Grammar School lot and entered North Street 
through what is now known as Dunham Street. At that time 
it bounded the property now owned by the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church on the south. In 1869 Fenn Street was re-located 
within its present boundaries and extended in a straight line 
through the propertv now owned by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to North Street. This left a plot of land, at the junc- 
tion of the new and old streets, now known respectively as 
Fenn and Dunham Streets, the westerly part of which is 
claimed by the Methodist Episcopal Church and a small tri- 
angular piece at the easterly end is owned bv the Citv of 
Pittsfield. These small parcels of contiguous land have for 
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more than thirty years been known as the Park on Fenn Street 
or the Methodist Park. The title to the westerly parcel was 
derived by the Methodist Church from Jane M. Bridges by 
deed dated November 2, 1871, and recorded in the Berkshire 
Middle District Registry of Deeds in Book 211, Page 375. 
The grantees named are Samuel E. Howe, James H. Butler, 
Oren Benedict, John M. Holland, Henry Noble, Perry G. 
Ayres and Lorenzo Henry, trustees of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in said Pittsfield. This deed contains the following 
provisions :—"This conveyance is to said trustees in trust that 
said premises shall be used, kept, maintained and disposed of 
as a place of Divine worship for the use of the ministry and 
membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America or that said premises shall be held,, kept and 
maintained as a place for the use and occupancy of the Preach- 
ers of said Church who may from time to time be stationed in 
said place. Subject to the discipline, usage and ministerial 
appointments of said Church as from time to time authorized 
and declared by the general conference of said Church and the 
Annual Conference in whose bounds said premises are sit- 
uate.” 


The Doctrines and Disciplines of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church for the year 1872 requires, as appears from paragraph 
508, that all conveyances of ground for the erection of 
houses of worship, or upon which they may have been already 
erected, contain the following clause: “In trust that said 
premises shall be used, kept, maintained and disposed of as a 
place of Divine worship for the use of the ministry and mem- 
bership of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America; subject to the Discipline, usage and 
ministerial appointments of said Church as from time to time 
authorized and declared by the General Conference of said 
Church and the Annual Conference in whose bounds the said 
premises are situate.” 


And in paragraph 509 it is provided that all conveyances 
of ground for the erection of dwelling-houses for the use of 
the Preachers or upon which they mav have been alreadv 
erected contain the following clause: “In trust that said 
premises shall be kept. held and maintained as a place of resi- 
dence for the use and occupancv of the Preachers of the 
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Methodist Episcopal Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica who may, from time to time, be stationed in said place; 
subject to the usage and Discipline of said Church as from 
time to time authorized and declared by the General Confer- 
ence of said Church, and by the Annual Conference within 
whose bounds said premises are situate.” 

It appears that William R. Plunkett, Esq., who drew the 
deed with his usual care and skill as a conveyancer, consulted 
the forms prescribed by the Methodist Episcopal Church 
Discipline and incorporated as a provision in this deed the 
proper form by which property was to be held for Church 
purposes or for dwelling-houses for the use of preachers of 
the, Methodist Episcopal Church. Paragraph 511 of the said 
Discipline provides: “Whenever it shall become necessary for 
the payment of debts or with a view to reinvestment, to 
make a sale of Church property that may have been conveyed 
to Trustees for either of the foregoing purposes, said Trustees 
or their successors may, upon application to the Quarterly 
Conference, obtain an order (a majority of all the members 
of such Quarterly Conference concurring, and the Annual 
Conference and, in the interim of the Annual Conference, the 
Preacher in charge and the Presiding Elder of the District, 
consenting) for the sale, with such limitations and restrictions 
as said Quarterly Conference may judge necessary; and said 
Trustees, so authorized, may proceed to sell and convey said 
property ; provided, that in all such cases the proceeds of the 
sale, after the payment of debts, if any, shall be applied to the 
purchase or improvement of other property for the same uses, 
and deeded to the Church in the same manner prescribed 
above." These. or practically the same requirements, have 
been continued in force to the present time. Paragraph 315 
of the Discipline of 1904 is as follows: ‘Whenever it shall 
become necessary for the payment of debts, or with a view to 
reinvestment, to make a sale of Church property that may 
have been conveyed to Trustees of a Church corporation for 
either of the foregoing purposes, said Trustees or their suc- 
cessors may, upon application to the Quarterly Conference, 
obtain an order—a majority of all the members of such 
Quarterlv Conference concurring, and the Pastor and the Pre- 
siding Elder of the District consenting—for the sale, with such 
limitations and restrictions as said Ouarterly Conference may 
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judge necessary; and said Trustees, so authorized, may sell 
and convey such property.” 


irom the records of the town meetings of the town of 
Pittsheld Book 7, Page 327, it would appear that some ar- 
rangement was made between the City of Pittsfield and the 
Methodist Church whereby the triangular piece of land at the 
Junction of the two streets including both the land owned by 
the Methodist Church and the land owned by the City of 
Pittsheld should be enclosed and cared for and made into a 
little Park. It was first voted that all action in reference to 
the Parks be referred to the Cemetery Committee to report at 
a future meeting. The word "First" is written over with a 
pencil to read “Fenn”. At the adjourned meeting which was 
held Oct. 12, 1874, the vote cited at length by Mr. Prout was 
passed, which is as follows: "VoTEb,—that whereas the M. E. 
Society of this town have constructed a park in front of their 
Church edifice on Fenn Street for the public benefit from 
lands belonging to said Society, and partly to the town and 
having agreed if the town will pay them the sum of $593.13 
to execute a satisfactory bond to the town that they will take 
suitable and proper care of such park and will when they the 
M. E. Society shall discontinue such park and shall appropri- 
ate to their own use the land in the park owned by them pay 
back without interest to the town the said sum of $593.13, the 
selectmen be and are hereby instructed upon the delivery to 
them of such aforesaid bond to draw their warrant in favor 
of the M.E. Society for the sum of $593.13.” The town records 
for 1875, Pages 3 and 21, shows that $593.13 was appropriated 
for the Park on Fenn Street, and on Page 5 of the same 
records is the following entry: “Paid M. E. Society Appro. 
for Park and fountain, Fenn St. $503.13." I am told that the 
bond to which the vote refers cannot be found and that no 
other records or references to the Park are to be had. 


The plot of land was fenced at about this time and the 
gates were fastened and entrance has been obtained only upon 
permission obtained from the sexton of the Methodist Church 
and that official has had the exclusive care of this Park at all 
times as I am informed. Whenever the Sunday School chil- 
dren had a picnic upon the Park admission was obtained bv 
applying to the sexton or janitor of the Church. The fence 
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about the Park has been repaired from time to time by the 
Church. 


These conditions continued undisturbed and unquestioned 
until 1904 at which time a tax was assessed upon the Park but 
subsequently abated. For the past three years the land has 
not been taxed and it has remained open to the public and is 
used as a thoroughfare for pedestrians and as a play-ground 
for the school children attending the Center Grammar School 
on the opposite side of the street. 


The Church by its conferences or by any official board or 
body never by vote authorized such use as has been made of 
its land, and no permission was ever given by any person or 
body having authority to convey or give away any interest in 
this Church property. 


The mere fact that a plot of land is called a park does not 
necessarily mean that it is for the benefit of the public nor does 
laying out land as a park tipso facto give the public or the 
City any rights whatever. The word park in early English 
law meant land enclosed for the benefit of the private owner. 
It was land from which the public was excluded. It was so 
set off as a hunting ground or for the beauty of its scenery to 
be enjoyed by the owner. 2 Blackstone, Page 38. In this 
country the word carries with itself the idea of an open or 
enclosed tract of land for the comfort and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City or town in which it is located, and is 
so defined by lexicographers, but here, as in England, a man 
may enclose his own land and style it a park or affix that name 
to his place, without giving to the public anv right to its use, 
for in such a case there would be no semblance of dedication. 
But the meaning of the word is to be determined by the cir- 
cumstances connected with its use. 


There are two ways in which it is claimed that the public 
has gained rights in and over this land. One of the methods 
is what is known as "prescription." "That rights may be so 
acquired there must be an adverse use under a claim of right 
for at least twenty vears open, peaceable and continuous. The 
public could gain no right by prescription over the Methodist 
Park for the reason that whatever use and occupation the 
public had and enjoved was permissive and not adverse. 'The 
use was permissive because it was definitely arranged by some- 
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one, purporting to act for the Church, just what might be 
done, and the public exercised no rights except what they were 
invited to enjoy, and they never acted under any claim of 
right. Furthermore, there is no evidence that the public ever 
entered upon and used the land prior to 1904, except as it was 
enjoyed, after it was improved and made more pleasing to the 
eye, as an open area giving greater access to light and air. 
But such rights cannot be gained by prescription. Keats vs. 
Hugo, 115 Mass. Page 204. Whatever benefit was con- 
terred upon the public by the maintaining of this plot of land 
as an open place was by agreement and not by adverse and 
continuous use. 


I therefore decide that the private ownership of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church and the private ownership of the Citv 
of Pittsfield in and to the Park, so called, is in no way affected 
by any prescriptive rights or continuous use for more than 
twenty years. 


The other method by which the public may have acquired 
rights is by dedication. Land is dedicated to the public 
when the owner gives and sets aside the land, or certain rights 
therein, for the use and enjoyment of the public and the public 
accepts such gift. It has been defined as "an appropriation of 
land to some public use made by the owner and accepted for 
such use by or on behalf of the public." Dedication may be by 
special grant or deed or it may be by implication. Any act of 
the owner tending to show that he designs the property for the 
benefit of the public and in reliance upon which the public has 
itself acted amounts to a dedication in law, and in this connec- 
tion long continued use of the property by the public may be. 
evidence of a dedication, although such continuous use would 
give no rights by prescription, but it is only as evidence that 
the period of use and occupation is considered, for no definite 
length of time is necessary to establish a dedication, a dedica- 
tion in its essence being a gift of private property for public 
use bv whatever evidence such gift may be established. 

Before the statute of 1846, Chapter 203, wavs or streets 
might be dedicated to the public use, but now by virtue of 
this statute, they cannot be so established, but the principals 
of dedication are still in force in this Commonwealth for uses 
not within the terms of that statute. 
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Prior to the statute of 1882, Chapter 154, no power was 
given to Cities and towns to accept public parks as such. 
Therefore if there was any offer or intention on the part of the 
Church to give and dedicate land for a park, such offer could 
not be accepted by the town and the acceptance must have been 
by public use and therefore the proceedings evidenced by 
the vote of the town meeting Oct. 12, 1874, cannot be treated 
as an acceptance of any gift. Attorney General vs. Whitney, 
137 Mass. 450. 


Now what evidence of dedication is there? The only act 
of the Methodist Church tending to show an intention to give 
the public any rights is the vote above referred to. This does 
not amount to a gift or dedication, for by the very terms of the 
agreement which must be inferred from the vote, the arrange- 
ment might be terminated at any time, for here is the pro- 
vision: "When they, the Methodist Episcopal Society, shall 
discontinue such park and shall appropriate to their own use 
the land in the park owned by them, pay back without interest 
to the town the said sum of $593.13." That there may be a 
dedication, the gift must be irrevocable. That is a sine qua non 
of a dedication, but here a bond was to be given to protect the 
town when the Methodist Church put the property to some 
other use. Furthermore, there was no dedication by any act or 
agreement of the owners of the property at this time for by 
the terms of the deed cited above the property was held in 
trust and no right could be given or conveyed away under that 
deed except as is provided in the sections of the Discipline 
quoted, and there is no evidence that any vote of any Confer- 
ence of the Church ever authorized a gift or a dedication of 
this land and without this there could be no dedication of the 
land. 


The only other evidence of a dedication is the fact that 
for over thirty years the plot has been open and unoccupied 
and as fully enjoyed by the public as by the private owners, 
but it so remained as a private park and not as a public park, 
for it was fenced and the gate at the entrance was fastened 
and entrance was only obtained by permission of the sexton of 
the Methodist Church. This conduct is evidence of private 
ownership and not of dedication. The fact that a tax was 
assessed upon the property in 1904 tends to show that the land 
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was considered private property. Attorney General vs. Whit- 
ney, 137 Mass. 450. Abbott vs. Cottage City 143 Mass. 521. 
Atiorney General vs. Abbott, 154 Mass. 323. Lincoln vs. 
boston, 148 Mass. 580. 

Confessedly the Church could not give or dedicate the 
whole park for it owned but part of the land. The town did 
not give its part of the land for any public purpose, but per- 
mitted the Church, under the arrangement made in 1874 to 
fence the property and exclude the public therefrom. 

lhe fair inference to be drawn from the facts presented 
is that the town was willing to contribute something to 
beautity the spot near the school house and to permit its land 
to be enclosed with the other, and the Church was desirous 
of this arrangement as an improvement to its property. It 
was designed as a temporary arrangement for the benefit of 
the property of each. The public was benefitted by having a 
vacant space made more beautiful between two streets where 
there was much travel. 

In 1904 the old agreement was apparently abandoned. 
The Church ceased to care for the place and the public has 
free access over it. Should this condition continue for twenty 
vears the public would gain prescriptive rights, but at this time 
the new conditions have given no new legal rights. 

Upon the evidence which has been submitted to me I 
am of the opinion that the title to the Methodist Park has not 
been affected by any public rights acquired since October r2, 
1874, and that a street may be laid out across the park or the 
land may be sold. 

Mr. Prout deserves to be commended for his public 
spirit in bringing to your Honor's attention the old records 
relating to the property.

REPORT 


OF THE 


Overseers of the Poor. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council 
of the City of Pittsteld:— 


GENTLEMEN :—The Overseers of the Poor of the City of 
Pittsfield herewith submit their annual report for the fiscal 
year ending December 31st, 1906. 

The demands upon this department continue to increase 
from year to year as is natural, owing to the rapid growth of 
the City. It has been the policy of this Board by advertising 
and otherwise, to obtain employment not only for those aided 
by fuel and provisions, but also for those who are striving 
under adverse circumstances to earn a living for themselves 
and their families. By so doing we are able to keep a large 
number of families from becoming City charges. 

Women with large families have been deserted by their 
husbands and men with families who, through ill health were 
obliged to relinquish their work, comprise the larger number 
of our applicants. 

The appropriation of $7,500 for the Iutside Poor and 
$7,500 for the City Farm has been ample to carry the Depart- 
ment though the vear and we have an unexpended balance of 
$251. 

No account is made in this report of bills payable or bills 
receivable. Only an estimate could be made of bills pavable 
as all presented bills have been paid and bills receivable will 
show in our cash reimbursements of 1907. 

We wish to thank the various charitable organizations, 
the City Phvsician and especiallv the Charity Nurses for their 
hearty co-operation. Tf it were not for the Charitv Nurse, 
we think the City wouid be obliged to maintain a nurse for 
charity work. 
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The appropriations for the year were: 


Outside Poor, $7,500 oo 
City Farm, 7,500 OO 
$15,000 oo 
There has been received in reimbursements: 
Outside Poor, $1,525 91 
City Farm, 996 I4 
Total reimbursements, $2,522 05 
There is an unexpended balance of 251 OO 
Making a total of $2,773 05 


This leaves the net expenditure of the year $12,226.95— 
a cost of about 49 cents per capita. Of the amount $7,249 
expended for City Relief, $6,053.34 was charged to the City 
of Pittsfield and the balance, $1,196.34, was expended for 
State Paupers and persons living in this City but having a 
legal settlement elsewhere within the Commonwealth. 

The number of families aided were 153 comprising 189 
males and 196 females, making a total of 385 persons. Four 
persons having no settlement in the Commonwealth were 
sent to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. Three neglected 
children have been committed to the State Board of Charity. 


HOSPITALS. 


This Department has supported in Hospitals for various 
periods of time, during the year, 42 persons as follows:

The City l'arm property has had many improvements and 
betterments during the last year. The appropriation of $1,800 
ior an addition to the City Farm barn was expended, part 
for an addition 24 by 45 feet to the farm barn and the balance 
was used for slating the roof on the east ell of the house. 

The sum of $023.27 from our regular appropriation was 
expended for repairs and betterments during the year. 

The number of inmates at the City Farm on January 1, 
1906, was 39—30 males and 9 females. There was admitted 
during the year 40 persons making a total of 79 persons sup- 
ported for different periods of time during the year.

REPORT OF SERVICE OF MAYOR'S WARRANT. 


The number of dogs returned by the Assessors was nine 
hundred and four males, and eighty-two females, making a 
total of nine hundred and eighty-six dogs. Of this number 
one hundred and fifty could not be found, twenty-one had 
left the City, thirty-five were killed by police officers, making 
the total number returned, seven hundred and eighty.

The stable equipment consists of one pair 
of horses, one ..atrol wagon, one sleigh, one single buggy, 
one set of double drop harnesses and one single harness.

F'" The Police" Matron, Mrs. Sarah M. Dean, has rendered 
most efficient service during the year. Her position is a trying” 
one and she has filled it most acceptably and is to be heartily 
commended. 

To Dr. W. A. Millett, city physician, I desire to express. 
my sincere appreciation as well as that of the members of the 
department for his assistance and uniform courtesy during: 
the year. He has responded promptly and gladly to every 
call and his assistance in. many cases was found to be invalu- 
able. During the vear Dr. Millett has been called to pay 66. 
visits to the station. Of this number many or most of them 
were at night, and the department is duly grateful for his. 
kindness. 

At his suggestion there was installed in the staiton house 
a medicine cabinet fully equipped to care for emergency: 
cases. This has proven a great convenience especially im 
cases of accident. 

One patrolman was added to the department last year. 
The added growth of the city's population makes more ap- 
parent the department's need of one more man to sufficiently: 
protect the outlying sections. 

The general deportment of the members of the depart- 
ment is good, and I take pleasure in commending to you the- 
officers and members of this department for the faithful and 
efhcient manner in which thev have performed the many 
duties assigned to them. 

In submitting my annual report I desire to extend my 
sincere thanks to His Honor, the Mavor, the Committee on. 
Police, the Judges and Clerk of the District Court of Central 
Berkshire, the Probation officer and all others who assisted 
me in the performance of mv official duties and the enforce-- 
ment of laws.

GENTLEMEN:—The Assessors herewith respectfully report 
the transaction of their office during the fiscal year 1906. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The Assessors met February 5th, 1906, and organized 
by choosing W. M. Clark Chairman, and James H. Francis 
Clerk; They also elected Robert H. Barrett, Assistant Assessor 
for Ward Four, and W. R. Clark, Assistant Assessor for 
Ward Seven. 


At a meeting of the full board April 26th, 1906, the fol- 
lowing men were elected assistant assessors, namely:— 
Patrick H. Keegan for Ward One; Judson H. Shaffer for 
Ward Two: Edward Loomis for Ward Three; Louis W. Smith 
for Ward Five; Arthur W. Plumb for Ward Six. Arthur 
W. Plumb declined to serve, and the Board subsequently 
appointed George T. O’Brien to canvass Ward Six.

APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Order passed by the City Council April 2, 1906. 
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making appropriations for the current fiscal year shows an 
appropriation of $99,616.36 for payment on the City debt 
and interest, and $356,732.78 for municipal expenses. Chapter 
12, section 37, Revised Laws, directs the Assessors to reduce 
the appropriation for municipal expenses, by deducting the 
sum of prospective receipts, based upon the receipts of the 
last vear. This sum the Board found to be $141,285.28, 
which deducted, left the sum of $215,447.50 to be raised by 
taxation. 

The Assessors also found that there was in the City 
Treasury $3000 received from sewer assessments, and avail- 
able for reducing the appropriation for sewer debt. Deduct- 
ing this from the debt and interest appropriation left the sum 
of $96,616.36 to be raised by taxation.

July 24th, 1906, the Assessors completed the property 
list, and their estimate of the value of the taxable property 
in the City, as of the first day of May, and determined the 
rate of taxation.

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The Board again wishes to thank Chief of Police White 
for the very kindly and efficient service he has at all times 
rendered whenever the aid of his department has been desired.

The work of connecting houses with the sewer has been 
pushed along the same lines as heretofore and during the 
year 182 connections have been made. All persons who have 
been notified to connect their premises with the sewer have 
complied with the orders of the Board of with the exception 
two. The Board has made 18 arrests during the year and all 
have plead guilty with the exception of these same two per- 
sons, one of whom has been fined in the year 1907, $100 for 
violation of the order of the Board, and the other whose case 
is continued until next May. 


We desire to make the following suggestions to your 
honorable body: | 
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FIRST—We think that the City should seriously con- 
sider the establishment and maintenance of a hospital for 
contagious diseases. 


SECON D—We think that the City should have in mind 
extending its sewer system north and northwest to Pontoosuc 
mill and to Peck’s mills. While so doing will perhaps involve 
a large expenditure of money, the City will sooner or later 
be called upon to do it, and in our opinion, leaving it entirely 
to you to decide whether or not public necessity calls for 
immediate action, the extension of the sewer system in these 
directions would be of great benefit to the public health. 
With a properly installed sewer system these manufacturing 
institutions could be compelled to dispose of a greater portion 
of their waste therein and the pollution of our river could. 
be correspondingly diminished. 

THIRD—We would also recommend that the main 
trunk line sewer be continued through South Church street, 
through Wilson street, through McArthur street, and on 
Onota street from Linden street to Columbus avenue. 


FOURTH—The Board would also recommend that. 
the City seriously consider the disposal of our house garbage 
by the municipality upon the expiration of the present con- 
tract with Henry Brothers for the care and disposal of the 
same. Many cities in the Commonwealth are establishing 
plants where this waste is burned and the power generated 
thereby is utilized in supplying electric lights. We are in- 
clined to believe that this city, if not alreadv, will soon be 
large enough for the operation of a similar plant here with 
economy, and we think it would be well for you to bear this 
possibility in mind and to give it serious thought and con- 
sideration. 

The general health of the Citv, as appears from the 
statistics above reported and from the small amount of money 
which we have found it necessary to expend the past year, is 
as satisfactory as could be expected. We feel that this con- 
dition of affairs is the result of the careful attention to minor 
details of health regulations. While to the individual land 
owner who is called to account, or is asked to perform some 
duty which to him appears irksome, the activities of this 
Board are found an annoyance, vet we feel that it 1s only 
along these lines that an improvemint in general health con- 
ditions can be made. It is a very difficult thing to trace the 
source of diseases to their definite origin, but the work of 
sanitation has been attended to in this City with enough. 
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care to demonstrate that with increased carefulness in htis 
regard there is a corresponding improvement in the general 
health. We are glad to say that we have had no general or 
widespread epidemic and we expect to proceed in the year 
that is to come along the same lines as we have in the past. 
The work that has devolved upon us has been very materially 
diminished by the large number of sewer connections that 
have been made in the past few years and by the better atten- 
tion that has been given by the individual citizen to the rights. 
of the City and the regulations of the Board, and we can not 
close this report without expressing our appreciation of the 
hearty support that the citizens as a whole have given to the 
improvements that we have tried to put in force. It is very 
rarely that we have had trouble with any person who is intel- 
ligent and of enough financial ability to obey the regulations. 
of the Board, and we have frequently seen people of limited 
means very cheerfully make an effort to improve sanitary 
conditions when so doing meant to them some financial hard- 
ship, and we feel that the public spirit thus exhibited should 
receive some of the commendation which it deserves.

Early in the summer an outbreak of Rabies occurred 
and mad dogs were discovered and destroyed on dates and

july 18th, on Columbus avenue. (This dog came 
from Westfield.)

October 1st, at Coltsville. 


Besides these there were three cows which developed 
Rabies, one on West street, one on Linden street extension, 
and one at the Junction. These cows were paid for by the 
County out of the fund for damages by dogs. 

While we may feel fairly confident that the worst of 
this outbreak is past, still the period of incubation in this 
disease is so prolonged, there is a fair certainty that a few 
more cases will yet develop, and it behooves our people to 
be on the alert and at once report any suspicious cases that 
may come under their observation. 


It should be noted that Mr. George Drew has, at his own 
expense, erected an abattoir near the public dumping grounds. 
This building is very well equipped and arranged for the 
purposes for which it is intended. It has ample light and 
a plentiful supply of water. The floor is impervious, being 
of heavy concrete, sloped to the center and draining outside 
the building. There are proper hoists, also overhead tracks 
leading into a cold storage chamber sufficiently large for the 
care of twenty carcases. It is large enough to meet the entire 
local demand for years to come, and is such a convenience 
and necessity as was called for and recommended by the local 
Board of Health as many as eighteen years ago. 


Subjoined is a blank form of the report on cow stables 
and sanitation required by the Cattle Bureau of the State 
Board of Agriculture. Fifty six Pittsfield stables were thus 
examined and reported on. Periodical inspections of the 
markets were conducted as usual and a few complaints as to 
illegal slaughtering investigated and dealt with.

A new engine house, known as the Morningside Engine 
House has been built and is now occupied during this year and 
the appratus formerly located at the No. 3 Station on North 
street has been transferred and the old house abandoned. 
By this change the Morningside district is more fully pro- 
tected. This station, haying been completed during the 
present year is what is styled a "double company” modern, 
up-to-date house. One distinct feature of this house is that 
provisions were made for living apartments for the officer 
in charge which has proven very satisfactory. Captain 
George H. Frey and family occupy the apartments which 
gives the City the benefit of his services at all times and it 
being possible for him to be with his family nights and while 
on duty. 

This station is equipped with all modern appliances such 
as stall door openers and the horses being separated from 
the apparatus bv wall and closed doors, entirely avoiding all 
disagreeable odors from the stables. 

New sky lights and ventilation have been put in the 
two center rooms at the Central Station and two large ven- 
tilators extending from the first floor through the roof making 
a decided improvement both on the first and second floors 
of the building, opening up advantages for recreation rooms. 

A new pool table was purchased this vear and has been 
greatly appreciated by the members. 

A new jumping net has been placed on the hook and 
ladder truck which has very much improved the life saving 
possibilities. 

Two new fire alarm boxes and a whistling machine have 
been installed this vear. One new set of double harness for 
use on small steamer has also been purchased and spring 
hangers substituted for the old style of weights, avoiding 
the chance of broken ropes. 
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The police Patrol wagon has been removed from the 
Central station to new quarters in the store house. New 
horses were purchased and drivers provided by the Police 
department, relieving this department from all responsibility 
heretofore connected with it.

To His Honor, THE Mayor, AND THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
OF THE City oF PiTTSFIELD:— 


GENTLEMEN:—In compliance with the provisions of an 
Ordinance providing for protection against fire in certain 
buildings, we have inspected the following: 


Burbank Hotel, West Street: 


We find rope escapes where necessary; water pails on 
each floor; small emergency extinguishers on each floor; no 
large ones in use; no fire hose; Escapes have been put in 
repair; iron railings on fourth floor have been put in both 
front and back to connect with iron escapes on piazza roof. 


Hotel, Clary Liquor Company: 


Eleven rooms on third floor in course of construction. 
All exit doors swing out. Large extinguishers have been 
added. 


Wadham's Block: 

This block is exceedingly dangerous and has only a 
narrow exit in case of fire. No fire escapes. 
United States Hotel: 


There are on the third floor 29 rooms, occupied nearly 
everv night. No fire extinguishers or fire hose. Not a suffi-

cient number of fire pails. Recommend that a door be placed 
at the top of stair case on third floor near end of building at 
the entrance to the hall. That each floor and office be equip- 
ped with not less than one fire extinguisher of standard size 
and make; that rope escapes be added where necessary; 
that more fire pails be added to each floor and the same be 
kept filled at all times. 


Robbins & Gamwell Block: 


In good condition. Fire pails, emergency extinguishers, 
automatic sprinklers; fifty feet of hose on second and third 
floors; fire escapes and front exit. 125 people employed. 


New Parker House: 

Rope escapes from all rooms. Fire pails and extinguishers 
two exits from second floor to street, also iron pipe escape in 
rear. 

Bowerman Block, West Street: 

Exit, front stairs, with fire escapes in rear. No fire hose, 
pails or extinguishers. Fire extinguishers in hall. 
Bush Block: 

No fire escapes or fire protection of any kind; only one 
exit. 

Calender Block: 


Same conditions exist as in Bush block. 


Merrill Building: 


Fire escapes extended as recommended in last report. 
No fire extinguishers added. Recommend that a fire extin- 
guisher be placed on each floor and in each lodge room. 


Ryan Block: 


Under course of construction. 
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Melville Block, England Bros., North Street. 


Office rooms and tenements. Second floor, fifteen pails. 
No fire hose or fire extinguishers. Rear exit four feet six 
inches wide. Third floor, A. O. H. rooms at front, family at 
rear. Only one exit. Stairs at front five feet wide. Sixteen 
fire pails. No fire hose or extinguishers. Fourth floor, For- 
resters’ Hall in front, families in rear. Only one exit, front 
stairs five feet wide. Sixteen fire pails. No fire hose or ex- 
tinguishers. Fire escape as recommended has been added. 


Norwood Hotel: 


Equiped with rope escapes for each room and large 
extinguishers in hall of each floor. Iron fire escapes at rear ` 
of building. 


Pierce Block: 


Boarding house; fifteen people above second floor. Two 
small fire extinguishers. Two exits. Two large extinguishers 
have been added since last report. 


Holland Block: 


Third floor, 14 people, only one exit. Two large extin- 
guishers have been added since last report. 


England's Old Block: 


Three hundred people assemble, only one exit. Condi- 
tion very bad. Recommend that exit be made to fire escape 
on back of building. Twelve fire pails. No hose on third 
floor. 


Smith Block, Odd Fellow's Hall: 


No fire extinguishers, hose or pails. Exit front and rear. 
Hall in use about every night. Recommend that extinguishers 
be added. | 
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New American House: 

Conditions good. Fire extinguishers on each floor. Rope 
escapes in each room, also fire stairs and front stairs. 
Wollison Block: 

Fire pails in each hall. Fire escapes at rear of building. 
Recommend that an escape be placed from toilet window 
to adjoining roof. 

Y. M. C. A. Building: 

Has front and rear exits; one large extinguisher on second 
floor and front doors swing out. 
Maplewood Hotel: 


Conditions good; three exits from each floor; rope es- 
capes from each room where necessary; also fire extinguishers 
and hose in halls. 


Central Block: 
O. K. 


Berkshire County Home for Aged Women: 


Thirty-one people in building of which 24 are aged wo- 
men. Fire alarm installed in first floor hall. No fire extin- 
guishers or hose in building. Front entrance doors swing out. 
Recommend hand rail on wall side of stairs, also one large 
fire extinguisher on each floor. 


House of Mercy: 


We find 150 people in the building with three or four 
escapes on a floor and three large extinguishers on each floor. 


Academy of Music: 


Everything in a satisfactory condition. 
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Colonial Theatre: 


There are 11 extinguishers, a fire hose, etc., and every- 
thing is in a satisfactorv condition, 


Kenney Hotel: 


Four story brick building, only three stories occupied 
except six rooms in old part on fourth floor. Thirty-one rooms 
on third floor. Fire escapes on Union Street and two in rear, 
taking in two hallways and rooms. No extinguishers or rope 
escapes in building. Recommendations: At least two stand- 
ard fire extinguishers on each floor in halls, also rope fire 
escapes in rooms where necessary. 


Whittlesey Building: 

Three story brick building. Seventy people employed 
on third floor. Two winding narrow stairways, one in each 
side of building near center, only means of exit. Recommenda- 
tions: An iron fire escape ,a suitable bridge from third story 
to adjoining building. That a suitable number of fire extin- 
guishers and proper fire hose be added. 


Backus Block: 


Occupied as an apartment house. But one exit from 
third floor. No fire extinguishers or fire pails. Recommend 
that better exits in case of fire be provided; also one standard 
extinguisher for each hall on second and third floors and 
lights in hall burn all night.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF;THE City or Pirts- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 22 of ordinance No.36 and entitled ‘‘An ordinance, 
To revise and codify the ordinances relative to the fire depart- 
ment," is hereby amended by striking out the ninth, tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth and fourteenth lines and inserting 
in place thereof the following,— 


Permanent firemen, each, seven hundred and fifty dollars 
for the first year of service; eight hundred dollars for the second 
year of service; eight hundred and fifty dollars for the third 
vear of service; and nine hundred dollars per year after the 
third year of service. 

Permanent firemen, who in addition to other duties are 
engineers of steamers, one hundred dollars per year in addition 
to the compensation above provided for.—so as to read as. 
follows: 


Section 22. The compensation of the officers and mem- 
bers of the fire department shall be at the following annual 
rates :— 

Chief engineer, thirteen hundred dollars. 

Assistant engineer, one thousand dollars. 

Permanent firemen, each, seven hundred and fifty dollars. 
for the first year of service; eight hundred dollars for the second 
vear of service; eight hundred and fifty dollars for the third 
year of service; and nine hundred dollars per year after the. 
third vear of service. 
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Permanent firemen, who in addition to other duties are 
engineers of steamers, one hundred dollars per year in addition 
to the compensation above provided for. 

Bunkers who receive no other compensation from the 
city, each seventy dollars. 

Foremen of call companies, each fifty dollars. 

Call firemen, each, forty dollars. 

The compensation of the call firemen shall be paid quar- 
terly. Call firemen shall be paid at the rate of forty cents 
per hour for services rendered at the place of a fire by order 
of an engineer after the apparatus has been returned to its 
station.

No. 50. AN ORDINANCE, To increase the number of 
Permanent Firemen. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OY THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Ordinance No. 36, entitled ‘‘An 
Ordinance, To revise and codify the ordinances relative to 
fire department," is hereby amended by striking out in the 
. eighth line the word,—‘‘fifteen,’”—and substituting therefor the 
word,—seventeen,—so as to read as follows:—Section 1. 
A fire department is hereby established. It shall consist of 
a chief engineer, one assistant engineer, two captains who 
shall be permanent firemen, five foremen who shall be call 
firemen, one foreman who shall be a volunteer fireman, a 
maximum number of seventeen permanent firemen, a maxi- 
mum number of fifty call firemen, and a maximum number of 
fifty volunteer firemen. 

Section 2. Section 2 of said ordinance is hereby amended 
by striking out in the last line the word,—"'three,"—and 
substituting therefor the word,—five,—so as to read as follows: 
—Section 2. There shall be two companies of permanent fire- 
men to be known respectively as Central Fire Company and 
Morningside Fire Company. Each permanent company shall 
be commanded by a captain. Central Fire Company shall 
consist of a maximum number of twelve permanent firemen. 
Morningside Fire Company shall consist of a maximum num- 
ber of five permanent firemen.

AN ORDINANCE, Relating to the salary of 
the Assessors. Amending Sec. 1 of Chapter 9 of the General 
Ordinances of 1900. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PiTTs- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1 of Chapter 9 of the General Ordinances of 1900 
is hereby amended by striking out the twenty-sixth and 
twenty-seventh lines thereof, as amended by Ordinance No. 
22 approved April 12, 1904 and inserting in place thereof the 
words:—Chairman of the Board of assessors one thousand 
dollars per annum; the other two members of the board each 
five hundred dollars per annum.

No. 52. AN ORDINANCE, Establishing the salary 
of the Sergeant of Police. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


The compensation to be paid the Sergeant of Police shall 
be at the yearly rate of one thousand one hundred and fift- 
two dollars.

No. 53. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to the collection 
of taxes and amending section 8 of chapter 5 of the General 
Ordinances of 1900. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CiTY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 8 of Chapter 5 of the General Ordinances of 1900 
as amended by Ordinance No. 20, approved April 12, 1904, 
is further amended by striking out the word “October” in the 
fourth line thereof and inserting in place thereof the word 
"September," and by striking out the word ‘‘November”’ in 
the sixth line thereof and inserting in place thereof the word 
“October,” so as to read as follows:—Section 8. All taxes 
shall become due and payable as soon as the lists are delivered 
into the hands of the collector. Interest at the rate of six 
per centum per annum shall be charged from the first day of 
September in the year in which the same are assessed, upon 
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all taxes which shall remain unpaid on the first day of October 
next ensuing, until the same shall be paid. This section 
shall be printed on all tax bills.

No. 54. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the impound- 
ing of certain dogs. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Any dog owned or kept in the city of Pitts- 
field and found running at large without a collar, as prescribed 
in chapter 102, section 128 of the Revised Laws, or without 
a muzzle, if an order under the provisions of section 158 of 
said chapter be then in force, shall be impounded in some 
suitable place provided therefor, three days before being killed, 
unless by reason of disease or other sufficient cause it be deem- 
ed necessary by an officer having a warrant under said chapetr 
102 to kill such dog at once. 

Section 2. The owner or keeper of any dog restrained 
as aforesaid mav obtain possession thereof within said three 
davs upon proving ownership and upon payment of all license 
fees then due upon said dog and upon payment of an addi- 
tional fee of one dollar. 

Section 3. All dogs not removed as aforesaid from said 
pound within three days of the time of the first impounding 
shall be killed. | 

Section 4. All police officers of the city are directed to 
capture and impound all dogs running at large as aforesaid.

No. 55. AN ORDINANCE, To Revise and Consolidate 
the Ordinances Relative -to Finance. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD,AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The financial year shall begin and end with 
the municipal year, and the accounts and books of the city 
shall be kept and made up to correspond thereto. 

Section 2. The joint standing committee on finance 
shall have general supervision of all matters relating to the 
finances of the city, and, subject to the orders of the city 
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council, shall direct the form and manner in which all books 
and accounts relating to matters of finance, shall be kept by 
the several boards and officers. 

Section 3. The committee on finance shall have access 
to, and may examine all books, papers and records of any 
board or officer of the city, relating to matters of finance. 
All boards and officers shall give to the committee all infor- 
mation necessary to enable it to perform its duties. 

Section 4. The committee on finance shall, once in 
each year, and before the first day of July, and at other times 
when it deems it expedient, audit the accounts of the city 
treasurer and the collector of taxes. The committee shall 
compare the accounts with the vouchers therefor, shall ascer- 
tain whether all moneys due to 'the city have been collected 
and accounted for, and if not, the reason therefor; and shall 
examine all bonds, notes and securities belonging to the city. 
The committee shall annually, before the first day of July 
make a full report to the city council of the audit of such 
accounts for the preceding financial year. The committee 
shall have authority to engage the services of an expert ac- 
countant in the audits herein provided for. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Section 5. Each officer and board having charge of a 
department for the requirements of which the expenditure 
of money is necessary, and the school committee, shall an- 
nually, in January or February, submit to the committee on 
finance a detailed estimate in writing of the amount required 
in said department for the current financial year. The city 
treasurer in like manner, shall submit to the committee a 
detailed estimate of the amounts required for the payment of 
principal and interest on the funded debt and temporary loans; 
and the city auditor in like manner, shall submit to the com- 
mittee an estimate of the amounts required for salaries of 
city officers and miscellaneous accounts. 

Section 6. The committee on finance shall annually 
in February or March, report to the citv council, in detail 
and under the various heads of appropriations, an estimate of 
the amount of money necessary for the expenditures of the 
current financial year, for interest charges and for payment 
on city and other debts, with a recommendation as to the 
ways and means for raising said amount. 

Section 7. The city council shall annually in March or 
April, by concurrent vote, make the appropriations for such 
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expenditures as may be required and provide for the ways 
and means for raising the same. 

Section 8. After the annual order of appropriations 
shall have been passed, no subsequent expenditure shall be 
authorized unless provision for the same shall be made by 
specific transfer from an appropriation contained in the an- 
nual order, by appropriation from funds in the city treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, or by expressly creating therefor 
a city debt. In the last two cases the order shall not pass 
except by a vote of two thirds of each board voting by yeas 
and nays. 


THE AUDITOR. 


Section 9. Upon the expiration of the term for which 
the present city auditor was elected, and in every third year 
thereafter, there shall be elected by the city council by con- 
current vote, an auditor of accounts to hold office for three 
years from the date of his election. He shall hold office until 
the election and qualification of his successor, unless sooner 
removed in accordance with the provisions of section twentv 
of chapter 302 of the acts of 1895, or 1n accordance with any 
general law. When a vacancy occurs in the office of auditor 
of accounts, the person elected to fill the vacancy shall hold 
the: office until the end of the unexpired term of the person 
last holding such office. If any vacancv shall occur in the 
office of auditor of accounts, by reason of death, disabihtv, 
resignation or removal, the mayor shall appoint some quali- 
fied person to perform the duties of the office until it shall 
be filled by election, which person shall be styled acting 
auditor. 

Section 10. On or before the Wednesday next after the 
first Monday of each month the auditor shall cause a list of 
allclaims and pavments which have been presented to him 
for audit during the preceding month, to be printed and 
numbered, showing the dates and amounts of claims or pav- 
ments, the nature thereof, and the persons to whom payments 
have been made or are to be made, and copies thereof shall 
be distributed to the mayor, to each member of the city coun- 
cil, to the head of each department and to every tax payer 
making demand therefor. He shall make monthly statements 
in writing to the mayor and city council, giving the amount 
of the appropriations, expenditures, and unexpended balances,’ 
as shown by his books on the last day of the preceeding month. 
A list of all bonds issued by the city shall be kept in the audi- 
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tor’s office and shall be open to the inspection of any citizen, 
and all notes and bonds, paid by the treasurer shall be present- 
ed to the auditor for cancellation. The auditor shall keep 
an account between the city and the treasurer. He shall 
procure monthly from the banks in which the city’s funds 
are deposited a certified statement of the city treasurer’s 
balance, and he shall examine the treasurer’s book accounts 
and ascertain as to their correctness, and report on the same 
monthly to the city council. The auditor shall annually in 
January publish in book or pamphlet form, verified by his 
oath or affirmation, a full and accurate statement of the 
financial condition of the city, showing the amounts of ap- 
propriations, receipts and expenditures for the preceeding 
year, the sources form which the funds have been derived, 
and for what purposes thev were expended. Such publication 
shall be accompanied by a statement in detail in separate 
columns showing the several funds belonging to the city, 
the amounts drawn on each fund and its present condition; 
and showing also the several funded debts and temporary 
loans of the city, when the same are payable, and the rate 
of interest of each; and shall exhibit the habilities and assets 
as shown on his books. The auditor shall file a copv of every 
such list and statement with the citv clerk. The auditor shall 
permit no money to be drawn or expended for which there 
is no appropriation or which is in access of any appropriation 
except as herein otherwise provided. 

Section 11. The auditor shall act as clerk of the commit 
tees on finance and on accounts and shall keep a record of 
their proceedings. The office of the auditor shall be kept 
open to the public Sundays and legal holidays excepted, from 
9 A. M. to 12 M., and except Saturdays, from 1 to 4 P. M. 


PURCHASES AND CONTRACTS. 


Section 12. All purchases and contracts shall be made 
upon or accompanied by orders signed by the officer in author- 
itv in the department for which the purchase or contract 
is made, and bv the auditor, and if any purchase or contract 
involves an amount exceeding one hundred dollars, the order 
or contract shall also be signed by the mayor. 

Section 13. No board or officer shall make purchases 
or contract any indebtedness in behalf of the city, except 
on requisitions drawn upon the auditor. Each department 
shall have books of such requisition blanks, made in duplicate 
and numbered consecutively, the original to remain in the 
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department book and the duplicate to be transmitted to the 
city auditor. The auditor upon receipt of said requisitions, 
shall draw the orders upon blanks provided therefor; said 
blanks to be bound in book form, made in duplicate and 
numbered consecutively and the order shall bear the requ- 
sition number thereon. Both the order and requisition shall 
state the department from which they issue, the appropriation 
to which the expenditure is to be charged, the person or per- 
sons from whom the purchase is to be made, the item or items 
wanted, amount and price of each, terms and cash discounts. 
The original order shall remain in the auditor’s office and the 
duplicate shall be transmitted to the person or persons upon 
whom it is drawn, signed by the officer in authority in the de- 
partment for which the purchase is made and by the audtior 
or mayor, or both, as hereinbefore required. No warrant 
for the payment of orders shall be drawn by the auditor unless 
the original order and duplicate requisition therefor are on 
file in the auditor’s office, previously filled out and signed 
as above required, except that no requisition shall be required 
for the payment of officers’ salaries, interest, promissory 
notes, bonded indebtedness, judgments and state and military 
aid, nor for the payment of such claims as may be adjusted 
and settled by the committee on claims under the provision 
of section twenty-two of this ordinance. 


BOOKKEEPING AND APPROVAL OF BILLS. 


Section 14. The auditor shall keep proper books of 
account, in double entry, in such form and in such detail as 
may be necessary for a clear exhibit of all expenditures and 
receipts by each officer, board and department. He shall 
credit each city account with its appropriation for the muni- 
cipal year, and charge against 1t the expenditures as they 
shall from time to time be allowed. Whenever an appro- 
priation for any account is expended, the auditor shall im- 
mediately give written notice thereof to the mayor, the com- 
mittee on finance, the committee on accounts and the board 
or officer having the appropriation in charge, and no account 
or claim chargeable against such appropriation shall be passed 
or allowed until the city council shall have provided the 
means for paying the same. He shall report to the city council 
any neglect on the part of any officer, board or department 
to file with him the returns, statements and lists require- 
by the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 15. Every account and claim, except as pro- 
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vided in Sections 20, 21 and 22 of this ordinance, shall in 
the first instance be examined, and if found just, approved 
and ceritfied by the department, board or officer authorized 
to create the liabilitv, or otherwise having the subject matte 
of the account or claim in charge, or if not within the provinc 
of any department, board or officer, bv the committee on 
finance. 

Section 16. Immediately after the close of each month 
the several boards and officers shall examine and approve 
bills and make up pay rolls. They shall keep a record of the 
names of persons whose bills are approved, and of the dates 
and amounts thereof. No bill shall be approved by anv 
board except at a meeting of which all the members have 
been notified and at which there is a quorum present. A 
majority of each of said boards shall certify by their signatures 
upon such bills their approval of the same; provided that 
all bills approved by the school committee may be certified 
bv the signatures of the chairman and secretary thereon, 
and that each pay roll of teachers, janitors, election officers 
recipients of state aid and soldiers’ relief, members of the 
police and fire departments, and laborers shall be regarded 
as one bill. 

Section 17. On or before the fifth day of each month, 
accounts, claims, bills and pay rolls, thus certified, hereinafter 
styled approved bills, shall be sent to the auditor, together 
with an approved audit sheet of the same, containing the 
names of the pavees, the amounts and the appropriations 
respectively chargeable therewith; and all city officers receiv- 
ing a salarv not payable from the appropriations made for 
the departments shall also file their accounts for the same 
on or before said day. The auditor shall carefullv examine 
all such approved bills, and if they are correctly cast, he shall 
fold, file and lable them. He shall compare them with the 
accompanying audit sheets. He shall then present all such 
approved bills and audit sheets to the committee on accounts 
for examination and approval. 

Section 18. On or before the tenth day of each month 
the committee on accounts shall examine such approved 
bills and shall allow and pass them, if found to be correct, 
just and legally contracted; but no approved bill shall be 
allowed or passed bv the committee unless there shall be a 
balance of an appropriation sufficient for the payment thereof. 
When the committee has doubt concerning the proprietv 
of any approved bill, it shall return the same to the board 
or officer whose approval appears thereon for explanauon. 
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If not satisfactorily explained, the committee shall lay it 
before the city council with its objections, for consideration 
and final decision. The committee shall compare the approved 
bills allowed and passed by them, with the accompanying 
audit sheets, and if found to: be correct, the committee shall 
make a certificate on said sheets, allowing said approved bills. 

Section 19. The auditor shall draw orders on the treas- 
urer for the payment of such approved bills, designating in 
such orders the funds or appropriations from which they are 
to be paid. He shall then present such approved bills and 
orders to the mayor, and if there appears to be no sufficient 
or legal objection to the payments, nor any deficiency in the 
appropriations therefor, the mavor shall sign the orders. The 
auditor shall thereupon countersign the orders and deliver 
them to the persons entitled to receive them. 

Section 20. The mayor and auditor may, without action 
of the committee on accounts, draw orders on the treasurer 
for the pavment of moneys due on principal or interest of 
any bond, note or other security of the city and of any sums 
payable under the laws reglating military and state aid, if 
there shall be a balance of an appropriation therefor sufficient 
for the payment of the same. The mayor and auditor may 
also draw orders on the treasurer for the payment of final 
judgments of courts, and of any sums lawfully payable to 
the Commonwealth or to the county of Berkshire, without 
any action of the committee on accounts thereon and without 
any appropriation having been made therefor. 

section 21. Orders for pay rolls of laborers may be 
drawn as hereinbefore provided oftener than once a month, 
and in anticipation of the action of the committee on accounts. 
All pay rolls shall be returned to the auditor within seven 
days from the date of the orders given for their payment. 
In case any payee does not apply for the money due him 
within the seven days aforesaid, the money remaining un- 
paid shall be returned with the pay rolls to the auditor, and 
shall be held by him, subject to the demand of the pavee. 
The auditor shall include in the statement required by section 
ten of this ordinance a detailed statement of monevs so re- 
maining in his hands, and disposition shall be made of them 
as the citv council shall direct. 

section 22. All claims against the city for damages 
and such other claims as may be referred to them shall be 
examined by the committee on claims; and the committee 
may take such steps as it deems expedient for the defense 
of the city in suits at law, and may adjust and settle any such 
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claim for an amount not exceeding three hundred dollars. The 
mayor and auditor may draw orders on the treasurer for the 
payment of claims so adjusted and settled, without any action 
of the committee on accounts thereon, and without any 
appropriation having been made therefor. | 


RETURN OF TAXES, ASSESSMENTS, RATES AND FEES. 


Section 23. On or before the first day of September 
in each vear, the assessors shall make to the auditor a true 
return of the amount of taxes 1n the warrant placed in the 
hands of the collector of taxes, and on the first day of each 
month thereafter, shall make to the auditor a return of all 
other assessments made by them. They shall make duplicate 
certificates of each abatement made and keep a record of 
the same. The certificates shall give the name of the person 
assessed, his place of residence, the amount of his tax as shown 
in the tax list, and the amount abated. One of the certificates 
shall be transmitted to the tax collector, the other to the 
auditor. 

Section 24. Upon issuing a warrant for the collection 
of sewer or sidewalk assessments, the board of public works 
shall make a true return to the auditor of the amount of the 
assessments named therein which shall state the street or 
streets therein included. They shall keep records and make 
certificates of all abatements in the manner provided in section 
twenty-three of this ordinance. 

Section 25. At least three days before each date when 
water rates become due, the board of public works shall mail 
notice thereof and of the last day when discount is allowed, 
to each owner of premises charged with water rates and to 
each tenant who may make payment on such rates under 
the provisions of section three of chapter 15 of the General 
Ordinances of 1900. On or before the last days of April and 
October in each year, the board of public works shall deliver 
to the collector of taxes, bills of all water rates, except for 
metered water, to become due on the first day of the following 
month, together with a correct list of such bills. The bills 
shall include bills against the persons liable therefor and 
against all tenants who may make payments thereon under 
the provisions of section three aforesaid. Each bill shall con- 
tain the address of the debtor therein named. Bills for tenants 
shall be marked ‘Tenant of (name of landlord)." The lists 
above provided for shall correspond in detail to such bills. On 
or before the fifth day of January, April, July and October 
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in each year, the board of public works shall deliver to the 
collector like bills and lists for metered water. They shall 
make true return to the auditor of the amount of water 
rates contained in each of said lists. They shall keep records 
and make certificates of all abatements in the manner provided 
in section twenty-three of this ordinance. On receipt of such 
bills the collector of taxes shall proceed to collect the same, 
and shall have authority to bring suit therefor in the name 
of the city in any court of competent jurisdiction. He shall 
report to the board of public works a list of all water rates 
remaining unpaid thirty days after they have been committed 
to him for collection, and said board shall thereupon proceed 
to enforce payment thereof in the manner provided in chapter 
15 of the General Ordinances of 1900. 

Section 26. On or before the fifth day of each month 
every officer, board and department, except as otherwise 
provided in this ordinance, shall file with the auditor itemized 
bills of all claims that shall have become due to the city in 
their respective departments. On or before the fifteenth 
day of each month, the auditor shall make out in duplicate, 
a list of all such claims, classifying them by departments, 
together with the name and address of each debtor, the amount 
of the claims and the consideration therefor, and shall trans- 
mit to the collector of taxes one copy together with the 
itemized bills. The collector of taxes shall receipt for the 
same on the copy retained by the auditor, and shall proceed 
to collect said bills, and for this purpose shall have authority 
to bring suit in the name of the city. 

Section 27. On or before the fifth day of each month, 
each officer, board and department receiving fees or other 
cash items, in behalf of the city or which may by ordinance 
be required to be paid into the city treasury, shall file a state- 
ment thereof with the auditor, who shall deliver to the officer, 
board or department presenting the same, an order directing 
the city treasurer to receive the sums therein named, and . 
stating the accounts upon which such moneys have been 
received. Such officer, board or department shall thereupon 
file said order with the treasurer and pay to him the sums 
stated therein. 

Section 28. Nothing herein contained shall be construed 
as authorizing any officer, board or department to receive 
any moneys in payment of claims due the city, which the 
collector of taxes is required by law or ordinance to collect; 
provided however, that the board of public works may receive 
deposits to defray the laying of individual service pipes as 
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provided in section fourteen of chapter 15 of the General 
Ordinances of 1900, and mav retain the same until the bills 
therefor shall be transmitted to the collector of taxes, as 
provided in section twentv-six of this ordinance, when said 
board shall pay to the collector of taxes the amount of said 
deposits or such portion thereof as may be necessary to dis- 
charge said bills, returning the excess, if any, to the person 


or persons depositing the same. je A Boo) ced 3 et 
ACCOUNTING FOR MONEYS RECEIVED AND PAID OUT. 


Section 29. The collector of taxes shall keep an accurate 
account of all receipts and payments. He shall, annually 
in Januarv, furnish to the city council a statement of receipts 
and payments for the preceeding fiscal year. On or before 
the fifth day of each month, he shall furnish to the auditor 
a statement of all collections and payments for the preceding 
month, naming the warrant, assessment or account upon 
which the collections and payments were respectively made. 
He shall dailv deposit all monevs collected bv him in some 
national bank or trust company in the city of Pittsfield, in 
the name of “The City of Pittsfield, Collector's Account: 
provided however, that he may from time to time retain in 
his hands such sum, not exceeding two hundred dollars, as 
he mav deem necessary for the transaction of the business 
of his office. No funds shall be drawn from said account 
except upon the joint check of the auditor and collector, 
which shall be pavable onlv to the treasurer of the city of 
Pittsfield. Whenever the total sum so deposited shall exceed 
one thousand dollars, and oftener when required in writing 
by the mayor and aldermen, the same shall be paid to the 
city treasurer in the manner hereinbefore provided and such 
payment shall be accompanied by a statement showing upon 
what accounts such monevs have been received. The deposi- 
tary herein provided for shall be subject to the approval of 
the committee on finance. 

Section 30. The treasurer shall keep an accurate account 
of all receipts and pavments,in form to conform to the accounts 
of the auditor. He shall pav no money except upon the order 
of the mavor, countersigned by the auditor, as hereinbefore 
provided. He shall, annually in January, furnish to the 
city council a statement in detail of receipts and expenditures 
for the preceeding fiscal year. The treasurer shall not receive 
moneys in behalf of the city from any officer, board or depart- 
ment thereof, except as provided in section twenty-nine of

this ordinance, unless the same shall be accompanied by an 
order signed by the auditor as provided in section twenty- 
seven of this ordinance. 

Section 31. On or before the fifth day of each month, 
the treasurer shall furnish to the auditor a statement of all 
receipts and disbursements during the preceding month, 
specifying the accounts to which they applied. In stating 
the receipts for taxes, assessments and water rates, it shall 
be sufficient to state the amount received and the warrant, 
assessment or account upon which the collection was made. 

Section 32. On or before the fifth day of each month, 
the treasurer and the collector of taxes shall each furnish to 
the auditor a statement of all fees, charges, costs and commis- 
sions allowed by law and respectivelv received by them or 
by any deputy collector acting under authority of law, and 
shall certify that all moneys so received have been paid into 
the treasurv, 


BONDS AND NOTES. 


Section 33. Whenever a loan shall be authorized by 
the citv council, bonds or notes of the city so prepared as to 
meet its conditions shall be issued therefor, and disposed of 
under the direction of the committee on finance in 
such manner as may best promote the interests of the city. 
All bonds issued by the city shall be signed in the name and 
behalf of the citv by the city treasurer and countersigned bv 
the mayor, and shall bear the seal of the city; and for all 
temporarv loans, the note or notes of the same shall be 
signed in the same manner as above provided, and shall 
bear the seal of the city. The treasurer, city clerk and 
auditor shall keep a record of all bonds and notes so signed, 
countersigned and bearing the seal of the city, entering the 
same against a memorandum of the order authorizing the 
loan. 


BONDS OF CITY OFFICERS. 


Section 34. "The collector of taxes, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall give a bond for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office, drawn to include all moneys 
which by law or ordinance, he shall be required to collect. 

Section 35. The auditor, the city treasurer, the chief 
of police, the clerk of the board of public works, and the 
superintendent of poor, before entering upon the duties of 
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their respective offices, shall give bonds for the faithful dis- 
charge of their respective duties. 

Section 36. The bonds of the chief of police, the clerk 
of the board of public works, the superintendent of poor, the 
auditor, collector of taxes, and city treasurer, shall be in such 
respective amounts as the committee on finance shall deter- 
mine. Should the collector of taxes or the city treasurer 
fail to furnish a bond as required by the provisions of this 
ordinance within twenty days after his election, the election 
shall be void, and a new election shall forthwith be had. 

Section 37. The bonds of all city officers shall be in 
form satisfactory to the citv solicitor. The surety shall be 
a corporation organized for the purpose of acting as surety 
on bonds, duly qualified to do business in this commonwealth, 
and approved by the committee on finance. The premiums 
on such bonds shall be paid by the city and shall be charged 
to the appropriation for miscellaneous expenses. 

Section 38. The mavor shall be the custodian of the 
bonds of all city officers. 


ADJUSTMENT OF FIRE LOSSES. 


Section 39. The mayor and city solicitor shall constitute 
a committee to adjust fire losses when the loss or damage 
does not exceed five thousand dollars. 


REPEAL. 


Section 40. The following ordinances and parts of ordin- 
ances are hereby expressly repealed: but no implication shall 
be drawn from such repeal that said ordinances were in force 
until so repealed:—

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No. 56. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to the playing 
of musical instruments in streets and public places. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


No person shall play or perform on any musical instru- 
ment in any street or public place within the city between 
the hours of 9.30 P. M. and 6.00 A. M., or on Sundays, except 
upon the written permit of the Chief of Police or other officer 
in charge of the police department. The words, ‘‘musical 
instrument” herein shall be construed to include a drum.

No. 57. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to underground 
wires and electrical appliances. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY oT Pirrs- 
FIELD, AS FOLLCWS: 


Section 1. The chief of the fire department, under the 
title of “Supervisor of Wires," is hereby designated as the 
officer who shall exercise the authority granted under the 
provisions of Chapter 131 of the acts of the General Court 
for the year 1906, entitled:—‘‘An Act, Relative to wires and 
electrical appliances in the City of Pittsfield—”’ 

Section 2. No permit to place wires, structures and 
other appliances for the transmission of intelligence by elec- 
tricity or otherwise or for the purpose of light, heat or power, 
under public ways or places shall be valid until the person 
or corporation to which such permit shall be granted, shall 
execute and file with the city clerk a bond, satisfactory in 
form to the city solicitor, with surety or sureties approved in 
writing by the board of aldermen in a penal sum of not less 
than ten thousand dollars, conditioned to indemnify and 
save harmless the city of Pittsfield against all loss,cost, damage 
and expense whatsoever, to which the said city may be sub- 
jected in consequence of the acts or neglects of such corpora- 
tion, its officers, agents, or servants, and in any manner 
arising from or growing out of the use and transmission of 
electricity, the privileges permitted by the city, and the 
construction, maintenance, operation, and use of lines, wires, 
cables, conduits, constructions, fixtures and apparatus. The 
bond shal! also be conditioned to fulfill all agreements with 
the city, all the orders, conditions and obligations imposed 
by the Supervisor of Wires, and all obligations and duties 
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required bv law, and by this ordinance and every other ordin- 
ance and all adaxions and amendments relating thereto. 
A new bond of like import, and with new surety or sureties 
shall be executed and filed, upon the request of the board 
of aldermen, which new bond shall be a strengthening bond, 
unless the surety ur sureties on former bonds are expressly 
released from further liability by vote of the board of aldermen. 

Section 3. Whenever a permit shall be granted by the 
Supervisor of Wires to construct and maintain ducts, con- 
duits, manholes or other fixtures under public ways or places 
to hold or contain lines or wires for the transmission of intel- 
ligence bv electricity, or for anv other purpose the person 
or corporation to which such permit is granted shall within 
thirty days from the date of such permit, file in the office 
of the citv clerk a written acceptance without reservation of 
the location of such ducts, conduits, manholes or other fixtures 
and of all the conditions, terms and provisions contained in 
the permit and the ordinances of the citv and future amend- 
ments thereof, and an agreement to carry out, observe, per- 
form and be subject to the same; and in default of such written 
acceptance and agreement, the permit and grant of location 
shall be void. Such permit and grant shall likewise be void 
and deemed revoked unless within six months after the filing 
of such acceptance and agreement all the ducts, conduits, man- 
holes and other fixtures shall have been constructed and com- 
pleted, and unless within six mouths after such completition 
the electric lines shall be constructed and put in operation. 
Whenever the operation of the electric lines in any location 
granted shall be discontinued for six months, the permit and 
grant shall cease and be of no further effect. 

Section 4. Every petition presented to the Supervisor 
of Wires for permission to lay conduits to contain wires for 
the transmission of electricity shall be accompanied by a 
plan showing the exact proposed location of each conduit, 
manhole and distributing pole. A plan showing the exact 
location of each conduit, manhole and distributing pole shall 
be filed with the Supervisor of Wires and a duplicate thereof, 
certified by the Supervisor of Wires, shall be made and filed 
with the board of public works by the owner within twenty 
days after the construction of said conduits. 

Section 5. Whenever the Supervisor of Wires shall so 
request, every person or corporation operating electric or 
other wires, ducts, conduits or manholes under any public 
way or place, shall within fifteen days furnish a plan showing 
the particular location of all its ducts, conduits and manholes 
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and the usage to which the respective ducts in said conduits 
are put, with specifications of the average volts charged and 
current used, the tested strength, the kind and number of 
lamps or motors connected with any electrical circuit, and 
other electrical appliances and in general the method of in- 
stallation, operation, maintenance and repair. Said plan 
shall be in form and size to the satisfaction of the Supervisor 
of Wires. 

Section 6. Every person or corporation owning, operat- 
ing or leasing any wires, ducts, conduits, manholes, electrical 
structures or appliances under the surface of any street or 
way shall comply with all rules and requirements of the 
Supervisor of Wires with respect to the quality of wires, ducts, 
conduits, manholes, distributing poles, structures and other 
appliances and with respect to their installation, removal and 
repair. The Supervisor of Wires shall be allowed access to 
all wires, ducts, conduits, manholes, structures, appliances 
and apparatus at all reasonable times. 

All work of installation, changing or repairs shall be done 
in a thorough manner and to the satisfaction of the board of 
public works. 

Section 7. In every underground conduit sufficient 
and necessary space, as shall be determined by the Supervisor 
of Wires, shall be reserved and maintained, free of charge, 
for the use of the fire alarm, police and other telegraph and 
telephone signal wires belonging to the city and used exclu- 
sively for municipal purposes. The Supervisor of Wires shall 
be allowed reasonable facilities and privileges in putting in, 
taking out or repairing the city’s wires. 

Section 8. The surface of a street, way or bridge shall 
not be disturbed for the purpose of laying, repairing, changing 
or removing lines, wires, conduits, or manholes, or erecting, 
altering or removing, distributing or other poles or fixtures 
used for carrying electric lines or wires without a permit in 
writing from the board of public works, indicating the time, 
manner and place of opening such street, and the time within 
which such work shall be completed. But this provision 
shall not be construed as requiring any permit for the opening 
of manholes for the purpose of drawing in, removing, or 
repairing wires and cables. Whenever a manhole is opened 
the person or corporation by whose authority the same is 
done shall place a suitable metalic guard rail around the open- 
ing, with a signal flag, at least one foot square, displayed 
therefrom. Whenever any opening is made in any public 
way or bridge for any of the purposes aforesaid, such public 
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way or bridge shall be promptly restored by the person or 
corporation owning or operating the lines, wires, ducts, con- 
duits or manholes, or making such repairs, to a condition 
satisfactory to the board of public works, and the portoin of 
the street, wav or bridge soopened shall be kept and main- 
tained in such condition by such corporation for one year 
thereafter; and if not immediately so restored, kept and main- 
tained, said board of public works may cause the same to 
be done at the expense of such person or corporation, without 
previous notice of the intention so todo. The board of public 
works, after the granting of a permit by the Supervisor of 
Wires, shall issue all permits for opening and occupying the 
street which mav be necessary to carry out the intent of this 
ordinance, upon the application of the Supervisor of Wires, 
or of any person or corporation interested. 

Section 9. Such person or corporation in laying, repair- 
ing or removing its wires or conduits shall not disturb or in 
any way interfere with the gas or water pipes, or sewers, or 
pipes therewith connected, nor with the wires, conduits, 
manholes or appliances of any other person or corporation. 

Section 10. Upon the completition of a conduit in any 
public way or place the person or corporation owning, leasing 
or operating the same, shall forthwith remove from above 
the surface of such public way or place all wires, cables and 
conductors and all poles, or structures used in such way 
or place to support wires, cables or conductors, except when, 
in the judgment of the Supervisor of Wires it is impracticable 
or inexpedient to remove such wires, cables, poles, conductors 
Or structures. 

Section 11. Whenever the citv shall construct, enlarge, 
relocate, regrade, repair, or alter the streets, ways or bridges, 
or the sewers, water pipes, or other public works, in streets, 
ways and bridges where conduits and wires are laid, which 
in the opinion of the Supervisor of Wires require the removing 
or changing the location of said conduits, wires, and the fixtures 
appertaining thereto, or the repairing thereof, said removing, 
changing, and repairing shall be done without delay at the 
expense of the person or corporation owning or operating 
the same. If not immediately so removed, changed and re- 
paired, the supervisor of wires mav cause such removal, change 
and repairs to be made, and the expense thereof shall be 
repaid to the citv by the owner, without previous notice of 
the intention so to do. 

Section 12. The Supervisor of Wires shall have super- 
vision of all wires under the streets and public places and 
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of all conduits and other structures holding, supporting or 
containing such wires. Whenever any such wires, conduits 
or other structures are in his judgment unsuitable or unsafe, 
the person or corporation owning or operating the same shall 
immediately upon his request repair or replace the same to 
his satisfaction. If not immediately repaired or replaced the 
Supervisor of Wires may cause such repairs or substitutions 
to be made without previous notice of the intention so to do 
and the expense thereof shall be repaid to the citv by the 
owner. He may cause abandoned wires, conduits or other 
electrical structures to be removed. 

Section 13. Any person or corporation hereafter owning 
underground conduits in any public way or place in the city 
of Pittsfield: shall lay underground conduits in any other 
public way or place, in which public way or place such person 
or corporation maintains or wishes to maintain poles, cables, . 
or lines of wire, whenever the Supervisor of Wires after due 
notice and hearing, shall adjudge that public convenience 
and necessity so require, and such conduits shall be laid under 
the provisions of this ordinance. Any person or corporation 
owning underground conduits in any public way or place 
in the city of Pittsfield shall place its wires in any street in 
an aerial cable if so ordered by the Supervisor of Wires, and 
within such time, in such manner and at such height as he 
shall direct. 

Section 14. All permits granted by the Supervisor of 
Wires to construct ducts, conduits, manholes, distributing 
poles, wires or other fixtures for electrical lines, under public 
ways and places, may be revoked either in whole or in part, 
whenever, after notice and hearing, the board of aldermen 
shall adjudge that public convenience and necessity so 
require; and said board may order the removal of such 
ducts, conduits, manholes, and distributing poles, wires 
or other fixtures as it may deem necessary. Whenever 
any ducts, condutis, manholes, distributing poles, wires or 
other fixtures are so ordered to be removed, such removal 
shall be done by and at the expense of the owner, in confor- 
mity with the order, within thirty days after notice, and if 
not so removed, the board of aldermen may cause such re- 
moval to be done and the expense thereof shall be repaid 
to the city by the owner. In case the location in any street 
shall be revoked, the Supervisor of Wires shall grant a sub- 
stitute location in that or some other street that will in his 
opinion accommodate the service. 
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Section 15. The Supervisor of Wires may order that 
the location of any conduit, manhole, fixture, wire, or dis- 
tributing pole, shall be changed whenever he may deem such 
change necessary. Whenever the position of any conduit, 
manhole, fixture, wire, or distributing pole is so ordered to 
be changed, such change shall be made by and at the expense 
of the owner, in conformity with the order, within thirty 
days after notice, and if not so changed, the Supervisor of 
Wires may cause such change to be made and the expense 
thereof shall be repaid to the city by the owner. No such 
company shall remove its conduits unless permitted to do 
so by the Supervisor of Wires. 

The Supervisor of Wires may, after due notice and 
hearing, order anv changes in conduits, manholes or distribut- 
ing poles, that he may adjudge public convenience and neces- 
sity require. 

Section 16. This ordinance shall not apply to long 
distance telephone wires, or to poles used exclusively for the 
support of lamps or for local distribution from underground 
wires, cables or conductors, or both, or to street railway 
trolley wires and their supports; nor shall it revoke any rights 
heretofore granted to any person, firm or corporation to place 
or maintain any conduits, pipes, wires, cables or conductors 
under ground; but any such conduits, pipes, wires, cables 
or conductors laid hereafter shall be laid subject to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance so far as they are not inconsistent with 
the terms of such grant. For the purpose of this ordinance 
no wire shall be deemed a long distance telephone wire which 
does not extend twenty-five miles at least in a direct line from 
some central office. 

Poles used for local distribution from underground wires, 
cables or conductors, shall be construed to mean poles set at 
or near the curb line of any street in which underground 
wires are placed, and such pole shall be set at intervals of 
not less than two hundred feet on the curb line, on either 
side of any street, shall have suitable cross-arms for the 
attachment of distributing wires, and shall be of approved 
design. 

Section 17. The mayor and aldermen shall constitute 
a board of appeal to which petitions in writing may be pre- 
sented by any person, firm or corporation aggrieved by any 
act or decision of the Supervisor of Wires hereunder. Such 
petition shall set forth the specific grievance or grievances 
relied upon, and shall be filed with the mayor within ten days 
after the act or decision complained of was done or made, 
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and said board after notice given as prescribed in section 
two of chapter 131 of the Acts of 1906 shall give a hearing 
thereon, and may either approve, annul or modify such act 
or decision. 

Section 18. Except as otherwise provided bv law, 
whoever shall offend against or fail to comply with any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall for each and every 
offense, forfeit and pay a penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars. 

Section 19. Ordinance No. 9, entitled, “An Ordinance, 
Regulating the construction and maintenance of underground 
wires and conduits," approved August 9, 1902, and Ordinance 
No. 10, entitled, "An Ordinance, Providing for substitute 
locations for underground conduits in case of revocation 
of permits under section 3 of an ordinance, entitled, ‘An 
Ordinance, Regulating the construction and maintenance 
of underground wires and conduits,’’’approved April 14, 
1903, are hereby repealed.

No. 58. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to daily balances 
of the City’s deposits. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF THE City or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 10 of Ordinance No. 55, entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance, 
To revise and consolidate the ordinances relative to finance,” 
is hereby amended by striking out, beginning in the 
twenty-eighth line, the words,—He shall procure monthly 
from the banks in which the city's funds are depos- 
ited a certified statement of the city treasurer’s balance, 
and he shall examine the treasurer's book accounts and 
ascertain as to their correctness, and report on the same 
monthly to the city council,—and substituting in place thereof 
the following,—He shall on the first week day of each month 
procure from the banks in which the city’s funds are deposited 
a certified statement of the respective balances of the city 
treasurer and of the tax collector, for each day of the pre- 
ceeding month together with the average daily balance in 
each account and shall forthwith transmit the same to the 
city council. He shall examine the treasurer's book accounts 
and ascertain as to their correctness, and report on the same 
monthly to the city council,—so as to read as follows: 
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Section 10. On or before the Wednesday next after 
the first Monday of each month the auditor shall cause a list 
of all claims and payments which have been presented to him 
for audit during the preceding month, to be printed and 
numbered, showing the dates and amounts of claims or pay- 
ments, the nature thereof, and the persons to whom payments 
have been made or are to be made, and copies thereof shall 
be distributed to the mayor, to each member of the city 
council, to the head of each department and to every tax 
paver making demand therefor. He shall make monthly 
statements in writing to the mayor and city council, giving 
the amount of the appropriations, expenditures, and unex- 
pended balances, as shown by his books on the last day of 
the preceding month. A list of all bonds issued by the city 
shall be kept in the auditor's office and shall be open to 
the inspection of any citizen, and all notes and bonds, paid 
by the treasurer shall be presented to the auditor for cancel- 
lation. The auditor shall keep an account between the city 
and the treasurer. He shall on the first week day of each 
month procure from the banks in which the city's funds 
are deposited a certified statement of the respective balances 
of the city treasurer and of the tax collector, for each day 
of the preceding month together with the average daily 
balance in each account and shall forthwith transmit the 
same to the city council. He shall examine the treasurer's 
book accounts and ascertain as to their correctness, and 
. report on the same monthly to the city council. The auditor 
shall annuallv in January publish in book or pamphlet form, 
verified bv his oath or affirmation, a full and accurate state- 
ment of the financial condition of the cityv,showing the amounts 
of appropriations, receipts and expenditures for the preceding 
vear, the sources from which the funds have been derived, 
and for what purposes thev were expended. Such publication 
shall be accompanied by a statement in detail in separate 
columns showing the several funds belonging to the city, 
the amounts drawn on each fund and its present condition; 
and showing also the several funded debts and temporary 
loans of the city, when the same are payable and the rate 
of interest of each; and shall exhibit the liabilities and assets 
as shown on his books. The auditor shall file a copy of every 
such list and statement with the city clerk. The auditor 
Shall permit no money to be drawn or expended for which 
there is no appropriation or which is in excess of any appro- 
priation except as herein otherwise provided.

No. 60. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the appoint- 
ment of an Inspector of Wires and Repealing Section I of 
Chapter 23 of the General Ordinances. 


BE. IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall annually 
in the month of January appoint an inspector of wires pro- 
vided for in Sec. 18 of Chapter 122 of the Revised Laws. He 
shall hold his office until the first Monday in February in 
the year next ensuing or until his successor is appointed. He 
may bé removed at any time for cause by the Mayor and 
Aldermen and if a vacancy occurs it shall be filled at once 
for the unexpired term. 

Section 2. The inspector of wires shall have and exercise 
the powers named in said Chapter 122 and statutes amenda- 
tory thereof. He shall inspect all electric wires and all poles 
and supports thereof and enforce all State laws and all ordin- 
ances and orders of the City of Pittsfield in relation thereto. 
He shall preserve all the copies of the plans of wiring systems 
which are required to be filed in his office, and the same shall 
be indexed with the name of the owner of the property or 
of the name of the building that they may be readily referred 
to. He shall examine all buildings in the course of erection, 
construction or repair and for that purpose shall have the 
right of entry thereto and shall see that provisions of the 
statutes of the Commonwealth and the ordinances of the City 
in relation to electric wires and electric wiring are fully com- 
plied with as the building progresses. He shall immediaetly 
report all violation thereof with the name of the violator 
or violators to the Chief of Police and he shall also make a 
similar report of such violation to the Mayor and Aldermen. 
He shall have full charge and supervision of all electrical signal 
systems and all electric wires and apparatus of the City of 
Pittsfield, and shall see that the same are at all times in good 
repair and working order, but all work shall be done bv and 
charged to the department to which such wires and apparatus 
belong. He shall investigate all petitions and applications 
for the location of poles for the support of wires for the trans- 
mission of electricity, and shall report thereon to the Mayor 
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and Aldermen, and it shall be his duty to attend all meetings 
of the Mayor and Aldermen at which action is taken on such 
applications. 

Section 3. The salary of the Inspector of Wires shall 
be One Thousand (1000) Dollars per annum. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its 
passage and an appointment to the office may be immediately 
made and such appointee shall serve until the first Monday 
of February 1907 or until his successor is appointed. 

Section 5. Section 1 of Chapter 23 of the General Ordin- 
ances and all other ordinances and parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby expreslv repealed.

No. 61. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to the Duties 
of the City Treasurer. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Section 19 of Ordinance No. 55, entitled, 
"An Ordinance, To revise and consolidate the ordinances 
relative to finance," is hereby amended by striking out said 
section and inserting in place thereof the following: Section 
19. The auditor shall present such approved bills to the 
treasurer who shall draw treasurer's checks for the payments. 
The treasurer shall then present such approved bills and checks 
to the Mayor. If there appears to be no sufficient or legal 
objection to the payments, nor any deficiency in the appro- 
priations therefor, the Mayor shall countersign the checks. 
The treasurer shall then deliver the checks to the persons 
entitled to receive them. The treasurer shall file all receipted 
bills with the auditor. 

Section 2. Section 20 of said Ordinance No. 55, is hereby 
amended by striking out said section and inserting in place 
thereof the following: Section 20. Upon written authoriza- 
tion of the auditor, without action of the committee on ac- 
counts the treasurer may draw checks for the payment of 
moneys due on principal or interest of any bond, note or other 
security of the city, if there shall be a balance of an appro- 
priation therefor sufficient for such payment. With like 
authorization, the treasurer may also draw checks for the 
payment of final judgments of courts, and of any sums law- 
fully payable to the Commonwealth or to the county of 
Berkshire, without action of the committee on accounts 
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thereon and without any appropriation having been made 
therefor. l 

Section 3. Section 21 of said Ordinance No. 55, is hereby 
amended by striking -out said section and inserting in place 
thereof the following: Section 21. As early as practicable 
in each week, pav rolls of permanent firemen and of all other 
persons in the employ of the city whose compensation is not 
fixed by ordinance at a stipulated sum per annum or per 
month, shall be prepared, to include all sums due such persons 
at the end of the preceeding week, and, after approval as 
hereinbefore provided, except that the action of the committee 
on accounts may be anticipated, shall be paid by the treasurer 
on the Friday of the week in which they are prepared. 

Section 4. Section 22 of said Ordinance No. 55, is hereby 
amended by striking out said section and inserting in place 
thereof the following: Section 22. All claim against the 
city for damages and such other claims as may be referred 
to them shall be examined by the committee on claims; and 
the committee may take such steps as it deems expedient 
for the defense of the city in suits at law or in equity, and 
may adjust and settle any such claim for an amount not 
exceeding three hundred dollars. Upon written authoriza- 
tion of the auditor, the treasurer may draw checks for the 
payment of claims so adjusted and settled, without any action 
of the committee on accounts thereon, and with out any ap- 
propriation having been made therefor. 

Section 5. Section 30 of said Ordinance No. 55, 1s hereby 
amended by striking out said section and inserting in place 
thereof the following: Section 30. The treasurer shall keep 
an accurate account of all receipts and payments, in form 
to conform to the accounts of the auditor. He shall daily 
deposit all moneys received by him in some national bank 
or trust company in the citv of Pittsfield, in the name of 
“The City of Pittsfield, Treasurer’s Account." No funds 
shall be drawn from said account except upon the check of 
the treasurer countersigned by the mayor. All claims 
against the city shall be paid by the treasurer’s check on the 
citv’s funds on deposit as hereinbefore provided; except 
that one check payable to the order of the treasurer may be 
drawn for the aggregate amount of each of the several weekly 
pay rolls, and payments to the individual payees may be 
made in currency. 

Section 6. The treasurer shall, annually in January, 
furnish to the city council a statement in detail of receipts 
and expenditures for the preceeding fiscal year. The treasurer 
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shall not receive moneys in behalf of the city from any officer, 
. board or department thereof, except as provided in Section 
29 of said Ordinance No. 55, unless the same shall be accom- 
panied by an order signed by the auditor as provided in Sec- 
tion 27 of said Ordinance No. 55. 

Section 7. The office of the city treasurer shall be in 
the city hall and shall be open to the public daily, Sundays 
and legal holidays excepted, from 9 a. m. to 12 noon, and, 
except Saturdavs, from 1 to 4 p. m.; and also on Fridays, 
from 4 to 6 and from 7 to 8 p. m. 

Section 8. The salary of the citv treasurer shall be 
fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 9. The last sentence of Section 13 of said Ordin- 
ance No. 55 is hereby amended by striking out said sentence 
and inserting in place thereof the following: The auditor 
shall not approve anv claim against the city for which re- 
quisitions and orders are by ordinance required, unless the 
original order ànd duplicate requisition therefor are on file 
in the auditor's office, previouslv filled out and signed as 
above required, except that no requisition shall be required 
fro the payment of officers' salaries, interest, promissory 
notes, bonded,indebtedness, judgments and state and military 
ald, nor for the payment of such claims as may be adjusted 
and settled by the committee on claims under the provisions 
of Section 22 of this ordinance. 

Section 10. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith are herebv repealed. 

Section 11. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after the fourth day of March in the year nineteen hundred 
and seven.

No. 62. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the Printing 
of the Statement of the Bank Balances of the City Treasurer 
and of the Collector of Taxes. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CiTY COUNCIL OF THE City or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


The statement of the bank balances of the city treasurer 
and of the tax collector which the auditor is required to trans- 
mit to the city council under the provisions of section 10 of 
Ordinance No. 55, entitled, “An Ordinance, To revise and 
consolidate the ordinances relative to finance," as amended 
by Ordinance No. 58, entitled, “An Ordinance, Relating to 
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daily balances of the city's deposits," shall be printed with 

the monthly list of claims and payments provided for in said 

section.

No. 63. AN ORDINANCE, Revising and consolidating 
the ordinances relating to Fire Limits and the Construction 
of Buildings. therein. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


DEFINITIONS. 


Section 1. In this ordinance the following terms and 
words shall have the meaning hereby respectively assigned 
to them: l 

“Alteration” shall mean a change in an existing building 
which materially affects its strength or increases the fire risk, 
or an addition to an existing building. 

"Blocks of dwellings” shall mean a series of three or 
more houses used mainly for dwellngs, such houses being 
separated by party walls and having separate entrances 
and stairways. 

"Building" shall mean a structure exceeding eight feet 
in height or covering more than one hundred square feet of 
land. 

"Building of brick or other fire proof material" shall 
mean a building of which the structural part of the outside 
walls is of brick or other fire proof material. 

"Building of iron or steel construction" shall mean a 
building in which the entire weight of the walls, floors, parti- 
tions and roof is sustained on the steel frame work. 

"Cellar" shall mean a lower story of which one half or 
more of the distance from the floor to the ceiling is below 
the mean level of the ground adjoining. 

"Cement and lime mortar” shall mean a mortar composed 
of one part of lime, one part of good fresh cement, and not 
more than six parts of clean, sharp sand. 

"Cement mortar" shall mean a mortar composed of not 
more than four parts of clean, sharp sand, to one part of good, 
fresh cement. 

"Concrete for foundations" shall mean an aggregate 
of one part of Portiand cement, two parts of clean, sharp 
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sand, and four parts of clean gravel or broken stone not larger 
than will pass through a two inch ring. 

"External wall" shall mean an outer wall other than 
a party wall. 

"Fire proof building" shall mean a building whose exter- 
nal walls, floors, roofs and partitions are constructed wholly 
of iron, steel, brick, stone, terra cotta or other non-combusti- 
ble material and whose structural iron and steel work is pro- 
tected from fire by terra cotta or other non-combustible, 
non-fire conducting material. 

“Footing” shall mean a lower course of stone or concrete 
under foundation or other wall, projecting beyond the face 
of the wall to increase the area of its base. 

"Foundation wall" shall mean that portion of a wall 
below the level of the outside finished grade. 

“Height” of building shall mean the vertical distance 
from the mean level of the ground adjoining the principal 
front to the highest point of the roof. 

"Inspector" shall mean the inspector of buildings. 

"Lime mortar" shall mean a mortar composed of not 
more than four parts of clean, sharp sand to one part of fresh 
burned lime. 

‘Partition’ 
wall of masonry. 

"Partition wall" shall mean an interior wall of masonry. 

"Party wall’ shall mean a wall that separates two or 
more buildings and is used or is to be used jointly by said 
buildings. 

"Repairs" shall mean the reconstruction, or renewal 
of an existing part of a building which materially affects its 
strength or increases the fire risk. 

"Story" shall mean that portion of a building between 
the top of anv floor beams and the top of the floor or roof 
beams next above; except that if the distance from the top 
of the plate to the top of the floor joists next below does not 
exceed five feet and the pitch of the roof is less than one 
third, the portion of the building between the top of such 
floor joists and the top of the roof beams shall be considered 
a half storv. Stories shall be counted beginning at the top 
of the first floor joists. 

"Thickness" of wall shall mean its thickness exclusive 
of air spaces. | 

"Wooden building" shall mean a building of which the 
structural part of the outside walls is of wood. 
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shall mean an interior wall, other than a 
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"Under party or partition walls” shall mean that portion 
below the cellar floor. 

FIRE LIMITS. 

Section 2. Fire limits are hereby established, which 
shall be known as the “First Fire District" and the “Second 
Fire District." 

Section 3. "The first fire district shall include all that 
portion of the citv lving between the center of Union street 
and the center of Melville street on the north and the center 
of West street and center of East street on the south 
and between the center of Francis avenue on the 
west, and the center of First street on the east: and 
within one hundred and fiftv feet of each line of North 
street, between the center of Union street and the center of 
Melville street on the south, and the center of Orchard street 
and the center of Kent avenue on the north; and within two 
hundred feet of the south line of Park Row; and within two 
hundred feet of the south line of that portion of West street 
lving east of the Boston & Albany railroead; and within 
two hundred feet of the north line, and within one hundred 
and fifty feet of the south line of that portion of New West 
street, so called, lying east of the Boston & Albany railroad, 
and within one hundred and fifty feet of each line of Fenn 
street between the center of First street on the west and a 
line crossing said Fenn street at right angles at its junction 
with the west line of Willis street. 

Section 4. The second fire district shall include all that 
portion of the city lying within the following lines, which 
is not included in the first fire district, viz: Beginning at the 
bridge crossing the east branch of the Housatonic river on 
Dawes avenue and running thence northerly along the course 
of said river to the outlet of Silver Lake, thence northwesterly 
along the course of said outlet to the bridge crossing the 
same at Beaver street, thence northwesterly in a straight 
line to the angle of Fourth street, next south of the railroad 
bridge crossing said street, thence northerly on Fourth street 
to the line of the Boston & Albany railroad, thence easterly 
on the Boston & Albany railroad to a line which shall be 
the continuation south of the center line of Childs avenue, 
thence northerly on said line to a line parallel with and two 
hundred feet north of the north line of Tyler street, thence 
westerly on said parallel line to the east line of the land for- 
* merly of Caroline A. Learned, thence northerly on the said 
east line of land formerly of Caroline A. Learned to the north- 
east corner of said land, thence westerly on the north line 
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of said land formerly of Caroline A. Learned, to the southeast 
corner of Springside property so called, thence northerly 
along the east line of said Springside property to a line which 
shall be the continuation easterly of the center line of Weller 
avenue, thence westerly in a straight line to Weller avenue 
and along the center line of Weller avenue to Briggs avenue, 
thence southerly on Briggs avenue to its intersection with 
a line parellel with and one hundred and fifty feet north of 
the north line of Wahconah street, thence northwesterly 
on said parellel line to the west branch of the Housatonic 
river, thence southerly along the course of said river to a line 
which shall be the continuation westerly of the center line of 
Buel street, thence easterly on said line to the center line of 
Elizabeth street, thence southerly on the center line of Eliza- 
beth street to a line which shall be the continuation westerly 
of the southerly line of George street, thence southerly on 
the center line of Elizabeth street three hundred sixty eight 
and eight tenths feet, thence easterlv in a straight line to a 
point in the westerly line of South street three hundred fifty- 
four and sixty-eight hundredths feet southerly from the point 
of intersection of said west line of South street and the souther- 
ly line of George street, thence northerly on South street to 
Broad street, thence easterly on Broad street to Pomeroy 
avenue thence southerly on Pomeroy avenue to Howard 
street, thence northerly on Howard street to Dawes avenue, 
thence easterly on Dawes avenue to the place of beginning. 
When streets are used as boundary lines, it shall be understood 
to mean the center lines of such streets. 


INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS AND PERMITS. 


Section 5. The mayor and aldermen shall annually, 
in January, appoint an inspector of buildings, as provided 
in section 4 of chapter 104 of the Revised Laws. He shall 
hold office for the term of one year from the first Monday 
in February then next ensuing and until another shall be 
appointed and qualified in his stead. He may be removed 
at any time by the mayor and aldermen for sufficient cause. 
A vacancy occuring in the office may be filled at any time 
in the same manner for the unexpired term. 

Section 6. No person or corporation shall erect, alter 
or repair any building within the fire districts except in con- 
formity with the provisions of this ordinance. A written 
permit therefor shall first be obtàined from the inspector 
provided, however, that no permit shall be required for the 
repair of buildings not affecting the construction of parti-

tions, or of the external, party or partition walls, or of division 
walls, or of the chimneys or stairways. 

The inspector shall not issue a permit until he has care- 
fully inspected the premises where the work of construction, 
alteration or repair is to be done, has examined the plans 
and specifications therefor, and is satisfied that the building, 
as to location, dimensions, character, materials and details 
of construction will in all respects conform to the provisions 
of this ordinance and the statutes of the Commonwealth. 

Applications shall be granted or rejected within one 
week of the, time of filing. 

Every application for a permit shall be made on a form 
furnished by the inspector, and shall be signed by the owner, 
architect or other duly authorized person. 

Section 7. Whenever the inspector issues a permit for 
the erection, alteration or repair of a building, he shall forth- 
with give written notice thereof to the supervisor of wires. 

Section 8. The inspector shall examine all buildings 
in course of erection, alteration or repair, and for that purpose 
shall have the right of entry thereto. He shall see that the 
provisions of this ordinance and of the statutes of the Com- 
monwealth are fully complied with as building progresses. 
He shall immediately report all violations thereof to the 
chief of police, who shall prosecute the violator before a court 
of competent jurisdiction. He shall make a similar report 
to the mayor and aldermen. 

Section 9. The inspector may impose such conditions 
and restrictions, in addition to those hereinafter contained, 
not inconsistent with general law or with this ordinance, 
as to the strength and dimensions of material, and as to the 
methods and details of construction to be employed, as he 
may deem necessary or expedient, for the safety of life and 
limb and for the prevention of fire. 

There shall be a right of appeal to the mayor and alder- 
men from any order of the inspector issued under the pro- 
visions of this section. 

Section 10. Every application to the mayor and alder- 
men for a permit under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be signed bv the owner of the land upon which the proposed 
building is to be erected. The mayor and aldermen shall 
assign a time and place for a hearing on such application, 
and cause notice thereof to be given, at the expense of the 
applicant, by publishing the same, once each week, for two 
successive weeks, in some newspaper printed in the city of 
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Pittsfield, the last publication to be at least seven days before 
the time therein fixed for the hearing. 

The inspector shall attend all meetings of the mayor 
and aldermen at which action is taken to be on such appli- 
cations. ; 

Section 11. No person or corporation shall erect, alter 
or repair a building within the fire limits at an expense of 
more than five thousand dollars, until the owner, builder 
or other person in charge thereof has filed with the inspector 
the working plans and the specifications. 

Such plans and specifications shall be proprely marked 
and carefully preserved in the office of the inspector. 


STRUCTURAL CHARACTER OF BUILDING. 


Section 12. The mayor and aldermen may, in their 
discretion, grant permits to erect within the fire first district, 

(a) Wooden buildings, to be used exclusively for dwell- 
ing houses, which do not contain more than two tenements, 
do not exceed forty feet in height and do not cover more than 
two thousand square feet of land. 

(b) Wooden buildings, other than dwelling houses, 
which do not exceed eighteen feet in height and do not cover 
more than one thousand square feet of land. The external 
walls of such buildings shall be covered with tin, iron or other 
non-combustible material. 

(c) Coal sheds, ice houses and cold storage buildings, 
built on land of the Boston & Albany Railroad Company or 
of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, or wholly within one hundred and twenty-five feet 
thereof. 

Provided however, as to all three classes of buildings. 

(a) That no wooden building shall be erected or placed 
at a less distance than six feet from party lines or from another 
wooden building. 

(b) That no wooden building which exceeds twelve 
feet in height and covers an area of more than four hundred 
square feet of land shall be erected or placed at a less distance 
than ten feet from party lines or from any other building, or 
at a less distance than fourteen feet from any wooden other 
building, And 

(c) That the roofs of all wooden buildings which exceed 
twelve feet in height and cover an area of more than four 
hundred square feet of land, shall be covered with slate, tin, 
gravel or other non-combustible material. 

The mayor and aldermen may, on recommendation of 
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the inspector, grant permits for the erection of piazzas nearer 
party lines than is prescribed in this section, if, in their judg- 
ment, the fire risk is not increased thereby. 

The mayor and aldermen may insert in any permit 
granted under the provisions of this section such additional 
conditions and restrictions as they may deem necessary or 
expedient. 

Section 13. Wooden buildings, to be used exclusively 
for dwelling houses, may be built in the second fire district, 
provided, however, that no such building, containing over 
two tenements, shall exceed thirty-five feet in height or cover 
an area of more than two thousand square feet of land. 

Wooden buildings, other than dwelling houses, may 
be built in the second fire district; provided, however, that 
no such building shall exceed twenty-four feet in height or 
cover an area of more than two thousand square feet of land. 

The mayor and aldermen may, however, grant permits 
to erect in the second fire district, wooden buildings of any 
other dimensions. 

Wooden buildings covering an area of more than two 
thousand square feet of land, shall not be erected or placed 
in the second fire district at a less distance than twelve feet 
from the party lines, or at a less distance than twenty feet 
from other wooden buildings. 

Wooden buildings, covering an area of less than two 
thousand square feet of land, shall not be erected or placed 
in the second fire district at a less distance than six feet from 
the party lines, or from other wooden buildings. 

Dwelling houses may, however, be erected in the second 
fire district at a less distance from other wooden buildings, 
if they are constructed with walls of brick, stone or concrete 
at the sides or ends thereof, or at both sides and ends, as the 
inspector shall require. 

The mayor and aldermen may, on recommendation 
of the inspector, grant permits for the erection of piazzas 
in the second fire district nearer partv lines than is prescribed 
in this section, if, in their judgment, the fire risk is not in- 
creased thereby. 

Section 14. Except as provided in sections 12 and 13, 
the external and party walls of all buildings within the fire 
limits shall be constructed of brick, stone, iron, steel, con- 
crete or other non-combustible material. 

Section 15. No building now erected or hereafter erected 
within the first fire district, shall be enlarged, altered, added 
to, raised, roofed or otherwise built upon, unless the external 
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walls and roof of the new or added part shall be baile. as pro- 
vided in sections 22 and 32. 

No roof of a building within the first fire district, covered 
with shingles or other combustible material shall be recovered, 
except with slate, tin, gravel or other non-combustible mater- 
ial. No such roof shall be recovered until the original covering 
has been wholly removed. 

No building now erected or hereafter erected within 
the second fire district shall be enlarged, altered, added to 
raised, roofed or otherwise built upon, unless such building 
as enlarged, altered, added to, raised, roofed or otherwise 
built upon, if whollv built after the passage of this ordinance, 
would conform to the requirements of this ordinance relating 
to the construction of buildings in the second fire district. 
Provided, however, that within the second fire district, in 
cases where a building used as a dwelling house, or a bay win- 
dow or piazza thereon, was constructed prior to May 28, 1900, 
and is nearer to the party line than the prescribed limits, a 
permit may be granted by the inspector to repair the building, 
or to raise the height of the bay window or of the building 
not to exceed two full stories, or to enlarge the building within 
the limits prescribed bv this ordinance in any direction except 
toward the nearest party line, if the fire risk will not be mater- 
ially increased. 

Nothing contained in this section shall be construed 
as prohibiting the raising of a building to conform to any 
change of grade of the street on which such building stands. 

Section 16. A wooden building used for a dwelling house 
in the first fire district, or a wooden building in the second 
fire district, that shall be damaged by fire or other casualty, 
may be rebuilt, or repaired. 

No wooden building in the first fire district, other than 
a dwelling house, that shall be damaged by fire or other 
casualty, shall be rebuilt or repaired, unless it shall be deter- 
mined by the mayor and aldermen that the building damaged 
as aforesaid is worth sixty per centum of what it would cost 
to build a new building of like character. 

If the mayor and aldermen shall determine that the 
building so damaged is worth less than sixty per centum of 
what it would cost to construct a new building of like char- 
acter, they may, after due notice in writing to their owner 
of said building, or to his authorized agent having charge of 
the same, and a hearing thereon, adjudge said building to be 
a nuisance, or dangerous to the neighborhood; and all subse- 
quent proceedings in relation to such building shall be in 
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accordance with the provisions of law and ordinance relating to 
to burned and dilapidated buildings. 


MOVING OF WOODEN BUILDINGS. 


Section 17. No wooden building within the first fire 
district shall be moved from its location to another unless 
in its new location it shall conform to the requirements of 
section 12 of this ordinance relative to distances from party 
lines and from wooden and other buildings. No wooden build- 
ing shall be moved into the first fire district. | 


LIGHTING OF PUBLIC HALLS, ETC. 


Section 18. In public halls, theatres and places of public 
assembly there shall be 1n addition to the ordinary method 
. of lighting, an independent means of hghting which may be 
employed whenever the lights in use are accidently extin- 
guished. 

In public halls, ordinarily lighted by electricity, at least 
one light of an independent source of supply shall be kept 
burning, which shall light the hall if said ordinary electric 
lights are accidently extinguished. 

Section 19. In every apartment tenement house, a 
proper light shall be kept burning by the owner in the public 
hallways, near the stairs, upon the entrance floors, and upon 
the second floor thereof, every night from sunset to sunrise 

throughout the year. 


FOUNDATIONS. 


Section 20. Ail foundations in process of construction 
shall be properly guarded and protected to prevent them 
from becoming dangerous to life or limb or adjoining property. 
They shall be sheet-piled whenever necessary to prevent 
the adjoining earth from caving in. 

Footing courses of stone or concrete shall be provided 
under foundation walls and piers, except when, in the judg- 
ment of the inspector, they are not necessary, under: | 

(a) Wooden buildings, to be used exclusively for dwell- 
ing houses, which do not contain more than two tenemehts, 
and do not exceed forty feet in height nor cover an area of 
more than two thousand square feet of land; and 

(b) Wooden buildings, other than dwelling houses, 
which do not exceed eighteen feet in height nor cover an 
area of more than two thousand square feet of land. 

All stone foundation walls shall be thoroughly bonded 
by a through stone in every square yard. Such through stone 
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shall be at least ten inches in thickness and shall be staggered. 

Foundation walls of brick or stone shall be laid in cement 
mortar, except that that portion of foundation walls less 
than two feet thick, which is above the water level, may be 
laid in cement and lime mortar. 

The footings of chimneys shall not be less than six inches 
thick, and shall be proportionately thicker where, in the 
judgment of the inspector, the character of the soil shall so 
require. These footings shall project not less than two-thirds 
of their thickness beyond the chimney on all sides. 

No wooden post or column shall be used in a cellar as 
a structural support, in buildings in the first fire district. 

Dwellings of wood, not exceeding one and one-half stories 
in height, and wooden barns and wooden buildings for light 
work, provided such barns and buildings do not exceed two 
stories in height, may rest on brick piers, if the inspector in 
writing permits. 

herever foundations are unusually deep or serve as 
bank walls, their thickness shall be proportionately increased. 


BASEMENTS AND CELLARS. 


Section 21. In apartment and tenement houses already 
built or hereafter erected, no room in the cellar or basement 
shall be constructed, occupied, altered or converted for living 
purposes, unless the following conditions are complied with: 

(a) Such rooms shall have a height of at least eight 
feet throughout, measured from floor to ceiling; provided, 
however, that in buildings already erected, and not now used 
as tenement houses, but hereafter altered or converted to 
such use, such room shall have a height of not less than seven 
feet throughout. 

(b) The ceiling of such rooms shall be at least two feet 
six inches above the surface of the street or ground outside 
of or adjoining the same and an area wav at least two feet 
in depth shall also be provided around all windows. 

(c) All walls surrounding such rooms shall be damp- 
proof. l 

(d) The floors of such rooms shall be damp-proof and 
water-proof. 

All walls below the ground level and all cellar and lower 
floors in apartment and tenement houses hereafter erected, 
shall be damp-proof. 

Damp-proofing and water-proofing shall be run through 
the walls and up the same to the ground level, and shall be 
continued unbroken under the cellar floor, and said cellar

or floor shall be so constructed as to prevent dampness and 
water from entering. 


BRICK AND STONE WALLS, ETC. 


Section 22. The thickness of the external and party 
walls in buildings of iron, steel, concrete and terra cotta 
construction shall be such as the inspector shall approve. 

The thickness of the external and party walls in buildings 
constructed of other non-combustible materials shall not 
be less, in inches, than is set forth in the following table: 


-MINIMUM THICKNESS OF WALLS.

Provided, however, that in non-fire-proof buildings, 
the sections of the party walls whose minimum thickness 
as stated in the table, 1s twelve inches, 

(a) shall have corbelled ledges to carry the ends of 
the beams, or 

(b) shall be increased to a minimum thickness of six- 
teen inches, in which case the beams entering such sections 
shall be staggered, or 

(c) shall be increased to a minimum thickness of twenty 
inches, in which case the sections of the party walls whose 
minimum thickness as given in the table is sixteen inches, 
shall be increased to a minimum thickness of twentv inches. 

All external stone and brick foundation walls shall 
batter on their interior faces, and shall be at least four :nches 
thicker at the bottom than at the top. 

Two story brick dwellings in the second fire district, 
not exceeding twenty five feet in height, may be built with 
eight inch walls. ' 

All brick used in buildings shall be good, hard and well 
burned. .They shall be well laid and bedded 1n mortar, with 
well filled joints, and shall be well flushed up at every course. 

At least every seventh course of a brick wall shall be 
a heading or bonding course. Where walls are faced with 
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face brick, at least every seventh course may be bonded with 
Flemish headers, or by cutting the corners of the face brick 
and putting in diagonal headers behind the same. 


COMPOSITION AND USE OF MORTARS. 


Section 23. The composition and use of mortars shall 
be as follows: 

Cement Mortar—One part of good, fresh cement, to not 
more than four parts of clean, sharp sand. To be mixed in 
small quantities and used at once, before the initial set takes 
place. In freezing weather Portland cement shall be used. 

Lime Mortar—One part of freshly burned, thoroughly 
slacked lime, to not more than four parts of clean, sharp 
sand. 

Cement and Lime Mortar—One part of freshly burned, 
thoroughly slaked lime, one part of good, fresh cement, to 
not more than six parts of clean, sharp sand. 

Brick walls above ground which are more than sixteen 
inches thick and more than four stories or more than forty- 
five feet high, shall be laid in cement mortar; except that 
that portion of the walls above the fourth story or more 
than forty-five feet high, may be laid in cement and lime mor- 
tar. The walls of dwellings or apartment houses, not exceed- 
ing three stories or thirty-five feet in height, may be laid in 
lime mortar. All walls other than those in this paragraph 
hereinbefore specified shall be laid in cement or cement and 
lime mortar. 


PARTITION AND PARTY WALLS. 


Section 24. Partition walls shall be at least eight inches 
in thickness. In buildings of more than two stories or more 
than twenty-five feet in height, the partition walls of the first 
and second stories shall be at least twelve inches in thickness. 

All party walls shall be carried at least eighteen inches 
above the roof and shall be coped with tile, tin, stone or other 
fire-proof material, securely fastened. Provided, however, 
that on the front or steep portion of French or Mansard, 
roofs, the party walls need not be built bevond the roof; 
and provided further that party walls in a block of dwellings 
need not extend bevond the underside of roof board. The 
covering of party walls at the front portion of French or 
Mansard roofs shall be laid and bedded in mortar upon said 
walls. 

Every dwelling in a block of dwellings shall be separated 
from the adjoining dwelling by a brick party wall running 
from front to rear. 
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All openings in brick or other fire-proof partv, division - 
or partition walls shall be protected with fire-resisting doors 
or shutters as provided in section 25. 

No portion of a party wall in fire-proof buildings, when 
used for bearing, shall be less than sixteen inches in thickness. 

No timber shall extend through an external or party 
wall or come in contact with anv timber entering the wall 
from the opposite side. | 

The ends of all joists or timhers entering a brick wall, 
shall be cut on a bevel or splay of one inch to four inches in 
width. There shall be at least four inches of solid brick or 
stone work closely mortared, between the ends of all joists 
or timbers entering a party wall from opposite side. 

There shall be a partition wall running from front to 
rear at least every fifty feet between the walls, in everv 
building which covers more than five thousand square feet 
of land and exceeds sixty feet in width. This provision, 
however, shall not apply to buildings of fire-proof construc- 
tion. Such partition wall shall be carried at least eighteen 
inches above the roof and shall be coped with stone or metal, 
securely fastened. 

There shall be wood, iron or other column supports of 
suitable sizeand number in every building hereafter erected 
which is more than twenty-five feet in width. 

The mayor and aldermen mav grant permits for the con- 
struction of halls, churches, work shops, manufactories, 
or fire-proof buildings, which in their judgment require larger 
unobstructed floor areas than those hereinbefore provided 
for. 

No chase for anv pipe shall be made in any pier nor in 
anv wall of greater depth than one third of the thickness 
of such wall. 


FIRE DOORS AND SHUTTERS. 


Section 25. Fire doors and shutters shall be constructed. 
of white, clear pine or other soft wood (hard wood and vellow 
resinous pine shall never be used) of at least two thicknesses, ' 
of matched 114 inch plank, at right angles to each other, 
or crossing diagonally, securelv covered with I C tin, 14 x 20: 
inches, on both sides and edges, with folded lap joints. The 
nails for fastening the same shall be driven inside the lap. 
. No solder shall be used in making joints. The hinges, bolts 
and latches shall be securely to the door or shutter after 
the same has been covered with tin. Sheet iron shall not be 
used for covering fire doors or shutters. "Tin shall be placed 
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around the edges and folded down at the top and bottom 
of the side of the door or shutter, making a mitre in folding. 
In locations where tin will be hable to rust, ‘‘leaded’’ sheets 
shall be used instead of “tinned” sheets. 

Fire doors shall be arranged to run on inclined slides 
placed overhead, the doors to be suspended on such slide by 
means of suitable iron pulleys or trolleys. The pitch of the 
rails shall not be less than 34 inch to the foot. They shall 
be secured open by a fusible link, which will yield to a rising 
temperature and close the door automatically. Such doors 
shall be at least three inches larger on ali sides than the open- 
ing covered. 

Fire doors shall fit tight at the botto where there 
shall be a sand stone sill sufficiently close to same to prevent 
the passage of flame. Provided, however, that hinged doors 
may be used where it 1s impossible to erect sliding doors. 
Such hinged doors shall shut into a rabbet in the masonry 
or into an iron frame rabbet, or they shall have a lap of not 
less than three inches outside the opening in the wall which 
they cover, or they may shut into a wooden frame, provided 
that such wooden frame shall be covered with tin as here- 
inbefore in this section specified. 

Hinges and latches shall be fastened to fire doors and 
. shutters with bolts. Such bolts shall have a washer under 
the head where it bears against the tin covering of said door 
ot shutter. 


ASHLAR AND SANDSTONE WORK. 


Section 26. ‘Rock-face work in walls below the water 
table or in the superstructure above shall be at least four 
inches thick. "There shall be a good bond stone in every 
square vard of such wall, running into it at least twelve 
inches. 

Each face stone in buildings faced with ashlar shall be 
anchored into the backing with wrought iron anchors, at 
- least one eighth of an inch thick and one inch wide, or one 
quarter of an inch in diameter and of suitable length. 

. Where a wall is finished with a stone cornice, or where 
a stone projects beyond the face of a wall, the greatest weight 
of the material shall be inside the face of the wall or the cor- 
nice or stone shall be otherwise properly secured. 


WALL ANCHORS, TIES, WALL PLATES, ETC. 


Section 27. All brick or stone walls of a building meet- 
ing at an angie shall. be united every eight feet of their 
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height by anchors made of at least one inch by one-quarter 
of an inch wrought iron securely built into the side or par- 
tition walls not less than thirty-six inches, and into the front 
and rear walls at least one-half of the thickness of such walls, 
except where the walls are carried up together and bonded 
at the point of contact. 

All walls of a building other than one of mill construction, 
shall be anchored to each tier of beams or Joists at intervals 
of not more than six feet. 

In mill construction, each timber shall be anchored 
with good wrought iron anchors not less than one and one 
half inches wide bv one-quarter of an inch thick, fastened 
to the sides of the beams or joists by at least three wrought 
iron spikes one-fourth of an inch in diameter, or with other 
suitable anchor to be approved by the inspector. 

Beams supported by girders or partitions shall be butted 
together, end to end, and strapped by wrought iron straps 
of the same size and on the same beams as the wall anchors, 
and fastened in the same manner, or the joists may lap each 
other at least twelve inches if they are well spiked or bolted 
together. 

Every pier or wall shall be anchored to the beams of 
each storv.- 

The plate supporting roofs upon brick buildings, shall 
be bolted to the brick work with wrought iron bolts not 
less than two feet long, one half inch in diameter, secured 
on the bottom to a horizontal plate or washer of iron not 
less than four inches square and not less than one eighth 
of an inch thick, the top of the bolts to be provided with 
proper washers, screw-threads and nuts. 

. Lmtels or girders which are supported at the ends by 
brick walls or piers, shall rest upon iron or steel plates of 
adequate thickness by the full size of the bearings. 


CONSTRUCTION OF CHIMNEYS. 


Section 28. All chimneys shall be built of brick, stone 
or other fire-proof material. The exterior walls of all brick 
chimnevs shall be at least eight inches thick except that 
when terra cotta flue linings are used, four inches of brick 
work may be omitted, and except that in the second fire 
district, the walls of self supporting brick chimneys shall 
be not less than four inches thick and the flue lining may be 
omitted. 

_ All other chimneys shall have walls at least four inches 
thick and shall have in addition a terra cotta flue lining or 
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a lining of four inches of brick work; except that in the second 
fire district, the flue lining may be omitted in chimneys 
whose exterior walls are built of wet concrete and are plas- 
tered on the outside, from below the underside of the floor 
joists to the roofing. 

The inside of all brick flues shall have neatly struck 
joints. | 

No nail shall be driven into the masonry of anv chimney. 

No chimney shall be corbelled from a wall more than 
eight inches, nor be hung from a wall less than twelve inches 
thick unless it projects equally on each side of the wall; nor 
shall a chimney rest upon any wooden floor or beam. 

The walls of all chimneys shall rest upon footings at or 
below the level of the ground or upon a continuous support 
of masonrv or metal extending to footing as above stated; 
provided, however, that upon written permission of the 
inspector, chimnevs may be built upon a footing or flooring 
of masonry or concrete supported by iron beams which have 
secure bearings on masonrv, iron or steel at both ends. 

The walls of all brick chimneys shall be smoothly plast- 
ered on the outside with mortar, from below the underside 
of the floor joists to the roofing, provided, however, that 
where the walls are eight inches thick or where flue linings 
are used, the exposed portions of chimnevs may be left un- 
plastered. 

The flue linings 1n chimneys built in outside walls shall 
not start less than two feet below the underside of the first 
floor joist, and at fire places the flue linings shall commence 
not more than two feet from the throat of the chimney. 
Inside chimnevs without fire places shall be built plumb 
from the foundation and when terra cotta flue linings are 
used, thev shall start from the level of the cellar floor. The 
flues of chimnevs which are not self sustaining shall be lined 
with terra cotta flue linings. 

Smoke pipe holes shall have thimble of iron or terra 
cotta. 

Flues or air ducts for ventilating purposes shall not 
be constructed of wood. 

Ventilating flues or ducts may, bv special permit of 
the inspector, be built with four inch walls, if the outside 
walls thereof are eight inches thick, in which case they need 
not be tiled and may be topped out as chimneys. 
|. All chimney flues in a party wall shall be lined with a 
terra cotta flue lining. 

All hearths, fireplaces and grates shall be supported by 
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trimmer arches of brick, stone, steel or iron construction 
supporting a bed of masonry or concrete. All wood centers 
shall be removed from beneath trimmer arches. 

The brick jambs of a fire place, range or grate opening 
shall be at least eight inches wide, and the backs of such 
openings shall be at least eight inches thick. All hearths 
and trimmer arches shall be at least twelve inches longer 
on both sides than the width of such openings and at least 
eighteen inches wide in front of the chimney breast. Brick 
work over fire places, and range and grate openings shall 
be supported by proper iron or steel bars or brick or stone 
arches. 

All chimneys shall be carried to a height sufficient to 
protect neighboring buildings from fire and smoke. 

All chimneys shall be topped out at least four feet above 
the highest point of contact with the roof; provided, however, 
that in dwelling houses in the second fire district, the inspector 
may permit a less distance if the fire risk is not increased 
thereby. 

No part of any floor timber, studding, furring or other 
frame work, shall be within two inches of any chimney; 
provided, however, that if chimneys have eight inch walls, 
are lined with terra cotta flue linings and thoroughly plast- 
ered on the outside with mortar, studding and furring may 
be not less than one inch from same. 

No beam, joist or other woodwork shall enter the wall 
of any chimney, nor in party walls shall any joist beam or 
other woodwork enter such portion of said wall as may. be 
opposite a chimney on the other side thereof. 


FLOORS, COLUMNS, JOIST HANGERS, STIRRUPS, 
 -ETC. 


Section 29. The floors of buildings shall be of sufficient 
strength in all parts to bear safely, upon each superficial 
foot of surface, in addition to the weight of the materials 
of which the floor is composed, at least the following loads: 
Floors of dwellings and apartment, floors of hotels and 
apartment, boarding, lodging and tenement houses, fifty 
pounds. 

Floors of office buildings and public rooms of hotels and 
apartment houses, seventy-five pounds. 

Floors of retail stores and of public buildings other than 
school houses, one hundred twenty-fiye pounds; provided, 
however, that the floors of retail hardware and other stores 
which are subject to extraordinary loads shall be so construct- 
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ed as to carrv safely the weight to which the use of such build 
ings shall subject them. 

Floors of school houses, other than those of assembly 
rooms, eighty pounds, floors of assembly rooms in school 
houses, one hundred twenty-five pounds. 

Floors of drill rooms, dance halls, and riding schools, 
two hundred pounds. 

Floors of ware houses, machine shops and buildings 
used for manufacturing purposes, two hundred pounds. 

Buildings in which heavy machinery is to be used, two 
hundred and fifty pounds. 


SIZE AND SPACING OF FLOORS. 


Buildings may have floors of the size and spacing shown 
in the following table, when in the opinion of the inspector, 
the size is sufficient for the load imposed thereon:

The foregoing table is based on the use of spruce timber. 

At each floor the joists shall be doubled under all par- 
titions, and spiked together, or separators shall be used 
between same. 

For trimmers or headers around all openings, and, where 
the span is excessive, a suitable truss shall be framed in 
partitions. | 

All beams and joists shall be free from imperfections 
that may impair their strength, and shall be of such dimen- 
sions and material as the purpose for which the building 
is used requires. | 

. No bridging shall be more than eight feet from the end 
of any beam or joist. There shall not be more than eight 
feet between each row of bridging. 

Stirrup irons of proper size shall he used at all headers 
where the openings exceed four feet, except in dwelling 
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houses where in the opinion of the inspector, they are not 
required. 

The ends of all beams and joists in brick walls shall 
be bevelled so that no level portion of the top shall enter 
the walls. All beams and joists shall rest not less than four 
inches on the walls or other supports. 

In floors having the majoritv of the joists of the dimen- 
sions set forth in the above table, but in which the length 
of some of the joists is in excess of the given lengths, the 
thickness of such last named joists shall be increased or the 
distance between centers of same shall be reduced, to insure 
uniformity of strength throughout the floor. 

Every column, post and other vertical support shall 
be of sufficient strength to bear safely the weight of material 
and proportion of the load of each floor and wall depending 
upon it for support. 

No cast iron columns shall be less than three-fourths 
of an inch in thickness. 

When columns are placed over one another, they shall 
not bear upon a wooden girder, but directly upon each other, 
and shall have iron dowels or pintals between the cap and 
base plates. 

Wooden columns supporting wooden girders or beams 
shall have cap and base plates of cast iron not less than one 
inch thick. 

Every interior column supporting a partition or brick 
wall or pier, shall be fire-proofed by being properly encased 
in brick or terra cotta, or in a coatiing of plaster one inch 
thick on wire or metal lathing or in other fire-proof material. 


MILL CONSTRUCTION. 


Section 30. Floors of buildings of mill construction 
shall be of plank not less than two inches in thickness, tongued 
and grooved, or splined and properly spiked to all beams 
and girders; and a finished floor of boards not less than 
seven-eighths of an inch in thickness, tongued and grooved 
and properlv nailed laid on the top of such plank in a cross- 
wise or diagonal direction. 

The roofs of buildings of mill construction shall be of 
plank as above specified, and the plank shall be covered in 
the manner provided in section 32. | 

If wooden posts are used to support mill construction 
floors, they shall be not less than ten inches in either cross 
dimension; posts in the top story shall be not less than eight 
inches in either cross dimension. Wooden posts shall have 
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iron caps or boxes so constructed as to form a base for the 
posts next above. 


PARTITIONS, FIRESTOPS, ETC. 


Section 31. The studding in outside walls of all wooden 
structures three stories or less in height shall be at least 
two by four inches, set not more than sixteen inches on cen- 
ters. The sills of all wooden structures shall be at least 
four by six inches. 

Door openings shall be properly trussed. 

Sills and plates in partitions which do not rest upon 
girders or beams, or whose studding does not rest upon the 
plate of the partition below, shall be at least two inches 
thick by the width of studding. 

All bearing partitions shall have at least one row of 
bridging of the full width of the studs. 

All walls and partitions shall have fire stops at each 
storv, as follows: 

(a) In all furred walls of brick, stone or other fire-proof 
construction and in all beariing partitions, the fire stops 
shall be of brick, mortar or other fire-proof material. 

(b) In all other walls and partitions, the fire stops 
may be of the same material as the wall or partition; pro- 
vided, however, that no fire stop of wood shall be less than 
two inches in thickness by the full width of the wall or par- 
tition. 

Where mortar stops are used, wooden strips at least 
two inches thick shall be used as supports. The spaces be- 
tween all floor joists where they rest upon bearing parti- 
tions, shall be stopped. The stop may be of the same material 
as the partition. No stop shall be less than two inches thick. 

The spaces between stair strings shall have fire stops 
at not less than three places in each story and the spaces 
between joists of stair landings shall be properly stopped; 
provided, however, that in stairs and landings the underside 
of which are not ceiled, such stops may be omitted. When 
stops are required they may be of wood at least two inches 
thick by the full width of stair string or joists. 

ROOFS, CEILINGS, ATTICS, CORNICES, ETC. 

Section 32. Roofs of all buildings shall be constructed 
to carry safely thirty-five pounds upon every superficial 
foot of their surface in addition to their own weight. 

All roofs shall be covered with slate, tin, copper, gravel, 
iron, or other fire-proof material, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided. | 
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No building whose roof pitches toward a street shall 
be erected at a less distance than fifteen feet from the line 
of such street; provided, however, that dwelling and tene- 
ment houses the roofs of which are pitched at an angle of 
not more than thirty degrees may be built at not less than 
five feet from a street line if the portions of such roof as pitch 
toward the street have proper guards to prevent the 
falling of snow and ice. | 

If any building now having a roof constructed other- 
wise than as above provided shall require new roofing ,such 
roof shall be removed and replaced by a flat roof; provided, 
however, that such new roof shall be of tin, copper, slate, 
iron, gravel or other fire-proof material and further provided 
that the owner of such building may raise the walls of the 
same not more than five feet above the eaves of the building 
before alteration for the purpose of constructing such flat 
roof thereon. . 

The roofs of dwelling houses in the second fire district 
may be covered with shingles, if the fire risk be not increased 
thereby. 

No wood shall be used in the ornamental work on the 
roof of anv building. | 

In no case shall the planking and sheathing of any roof 
be extended across a party wall, except as herein otherwise 
provided. 

The distance from the underside of the highest point 
of the beams of a flat roof having a ceiling hung therefrom, 
to the underside of said ceiling shall not be more than three 
feet. 

In dwellings the walls of all outside rooms in each story 
and of rooms in the space enclosed by the roof, known as the 
attic, shall be plastered down to the floor and back of all 
bases and .wainscoting. 

All gutters and exterior cornices, including those on 
show windows, shall be of fire-proof material; provided, 
however, that cornices on dwelling houses, barnes and sta- 
bles in the second fire district may be of wood, provided 
the fire risk be not thereby increased. 

All cornices, excepting wood cornices in the second fire 
district, shall be well secured to the walls with iron anchors, 
built into brick or other fire-proof material and independent 
of any woodwork. 

No cornice shall extend more than five feet above the 
highest point of the roof beams. 

All metal cornices shall be bolted together. 
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SKYLIGHTS. 


Section 33. The structural parts of all skylights shall 
be of iron or other fire-proof material. 

The curbing of skylights, however, may be of wood, at 
least two inches thick, tongued and grooved; provided, 
however, that the exterior faces of such coping shall be covered 
with metal or other fire-proof material; and provided, also 
that when such curbing is covered with metal, said metal 
shall have folded and locked seams and shall be blind nailed. 

All skylights shall be glazed with wire glass. 


STAIRWAYS AND SCUTTLES. 


Section 34. Each story of a building shall have two 
means of egress to the ground, either inside or outside the 
building, not including elevators; provided, however, that 
dwelling houses not more than two stories in height which 
do not cover more than two thousand square feet of land 
may be built with one stairway. Such means of egress 
shall be kept free from obstructions at all times, and shall 
be accessible from all rooms in each story. 

All buildings over two and one-half stories high shall 
have a hatchway or scuttle affording a permanent means 
of access to the roof from the inside. The opening of said 
hatchway or scuttle shall not be less than eighteen by thirty 
inches in the clear. 


SMOKE PIPES. 


Section 35. No smoke pipe shall be at a less distance 
than eight inches from any combustible floor, ceiling or par- 
tition. Smoke pipes which pass through stud or other 
wooden partitions, whether plastered or not, shall be properly 
protected by a double collar of metal or terra cotta thimble 
which shall extend entirely through such partition. Said 
collar or thimble shall have an air space of at least two inches 
around such pipe and shall be provided with holes for ventila- 
tion. 

No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance than one 
inch from any tin or metal flue or pipe, used or intended 
to be used to convey heated air or steam in any building, 
unless such pipe or flue be cased with metal, leaving a free 
circulation of air around the same. 


FURNACE AND HOT AIR PIPES. 


Section 36. Brick-set hot air furnaces shall have two 
covers, with an air space of four inches between them. The 
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inner cover of the hot air chamber shall be a brick arch, or 
two courses of brick laid on galvanized iron or tin, supported 
by iron bars. The outside cover or top of furnace shall be 
made of brick or metal, supported by iron bars, and shall 
be so constructed as to be perfectly tight. 

The walls of furnaces shall be built hollow, viz: one inner 
and one outer wall, each at least four inches thick, properly 
bonded together, with an air space of not less than two inches 
between them. All furnaces shall be built at least four 
inches from any woodwork. 

Cold air boxes shall be of metal or brick for a distance 
of at least three feet from the furnace. 

No portable hot air furnace shall be placed within six- 
teen inches of any woodwork or ceiling; provided, however, 
that if such furnaces are protected by a metal shield, they 
may be placed within eight inches of such woodwork or 
ceiling. 

Wooden floors under portable furnaces shall be pro- 
tected by a course of brick laid in mortar, the brick to extend 
at least twenty inches in front of the ash pan. Registers 
over a brick furnace shall be supported by a brick shaft ex- 
tending from cover of such furnace to said register which 
shaft shall have a metal pipe inside. Registers placed in 
wooden floors shall have either stone or iron borders. 

Register boxes shall be made of tin or galvanized iron 
and shall be provided with a flange on top to fit into the 
rabbet in the border, and the register shall rest upon the 
same. There shall be at least one inch open space on all 
sides of such boxes. Where but one register is connected 
to a furnace, it shall have no valves. 

All hot air pipes in floors or stud partitions shall be 
of tin plate or galvanized iron. 

Horizontal pipes shall be kept six inches below the floor 
beams of ceiling, unless they are plastered or protected by 
a metal shield, in which case the distance shall not he less 
than three inches, 

Hot air pipes passing through a stud or wooden parti- 
tion Shall be protected by a double collar of metal having 
an air space of at least one inch, and holes for ventilation. 


WINDOW AREA IN BATH ROOMS. 


Section 37. The total window area in a water closet 
compartment or bath room in every apartment house or 
tenement house hereafter erected shall not be less than 
three square feet. No such window shallbe less than one 
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foot in width, measured between stop beads. Waterclosets 
in buildings hereafter erected shall have a window opening 
on a space open from the window to the sky. 


STEAM BOILERS, ETC. 


Section 38. No steam boiler or boiler for heating pur- 
poses shall be installed in or under any public building or 
place of public assembly, nor in any hotel or office or apart- 
ment building, without the approval of the inspector. 

The steam pressure allowed on such boilers shall in no 
case exceed ten pounds per square inch. 

The hot water system shall be provided with. open tanks 
or, in cases of a closed svstem, safety valves shall be pro- 
vided. Such valves shall be set at a pressure not exceeding 
five pounds above the water pressure at the boiler. The 
expansion of a system shall not be provided for by back pres- 
sure into the city’s water mains. 

No boilers used for the operation of elevators or ventila- 
tors shall be installed in any building unless the inspector 
shall issue a written permit therefor; provided, however, 
that the steam pressure per square inch in such boilers must 
first be approved by an inspector authorized under the laws 
of the Commonwealth to make inspections of steam boilers. 

All boilers used in the buildings in this section herein- 
before named must be thoroughly inspected at least once 
in each year. 

No boiler used for steam heat or for motive power and 
no hot water heater shall be placed on any floor above the 
cellar floor, unless the same is set on non-combustible beams 
and arches, and in no case without a permit from the inspector. 

No steam pipe shall be placed within one and one-half 
inches of any woodwork or timber unless such woodwork 
or timber is protected bv a metal shield. 

All steam pipes passing through floors or ceilings or 
lath and plaster, or other combustible partitions shall be 
protected by a metal tube or collar. Such tube or collar 
shall be of sufficient diameter to leave an air space between 
the sides thereof and the pipe which it surrounds. 

Wooden boxes and covers of all recesses which enclose 
steam pipes or radiators shall be lined with metal. 

All steam and hot water pipes shall be supported by 
iron brackets or hangers. 


GAS AND WATER PIPES. 
Section 39. No pipe shall be let into a beam or joist 
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at a greater distance than thirty-six inches from the end 
thereof, nor to a depth exceeding two inches. 

Each supply pipe conveying gas or steam for lighting 
or heating purposes, from the street to buildings used as 
factories, hotels, churches, theatres, school houses, jails or 
places of public assembly, shall be provided with a stop cock 
placed in the sidewalk at or near the street curb. 

All gas brackets shall be placed at least three feet below 
a ceiling or woodwork unless such ceiling or woodwork is 
protected by a shield, in which case the di:tance shall be at 
least eighteen inches. 

Swinging or folding gas brackets placed against any 
stud, partition or woodwork, and gas lights placed near 
window curtains or other combustible material, shall be pro- 
tected bv a proper shield. 


WIRING WITHIN BUILDINGS. 


Section 40. No person shall construct within a building 
wiring system which 1s designed to carry an electric light, 
heat or power current, until the owner or person constructing 
the same has filed with the supervisor of wires a plan thereof 
showing the whole wiring svstem within the building and 
the points of connection with outside circuits. No person 
shall add to or alter within a building any portion of the 
wiring system which is designed to carry an electric light, 
heat, or power current (except to make necessary repairs) 
until the owner or person constructing the same has filed 
with the supervisor of wires a plan thereof and of such por- 
tions of the whole wiring system within the building and 
the points of connection with outside circuits as the super- 
visor of wires shall require. 

No person shall commence the work provided for in 
such plans, until they are approved in writing by the super- 
visor of wires. Plans and specifications shall be approved 
or rejected within one week of the time of filing. After a 
plan has been approved, no alteration therein shall be allowed, 
except on a new application and permit as provided in this 
section. 

No wires specified in this section shall be covered or 
concealed from view until approved by the supervisor of 
wires, who shall examine the same within three week days 
legal holidays excepted) after notice that they are readv 
for inspection. No electric current shall be turned upon 
such wires until they have been approved in WEE by the 
supervisor of wires. 
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The Rules and Regulations of the National . Electric 
code as established from time to time shall be the standard 
of wiring. 


STRUCTURAL USE OF CONCRETE. 


Section 41. The provisions of Sections 42 to 53 both 
inclusive shall apply to the structural use of concrete in all 
buildings within the fire limits. 

Section 42. When the structural use of conrcete is 
proposed, a specification of the kinds, quality and propor- 
tions of materials to be used and of the methods of manu- 
facture shall be submitted to the inspector who may issue 
a permit at his discretion, having regard to the factors of 
safety, strength and durability. 

Section 43. For a pier or column whose height does 
not exceed six times its least dimension, the concrete shall 
contain one part of first class Portland cement to a maximum 
of two parts of sand and four parts of stone. The compres- 
Sive stress shall not exceed thirty tons per square foot. 

For a pier or column whose height is greater than six 
times and less than twelve times its least dimension, the 
concrete shall contain one part of first class Portland cement 
to a maximum of two parts of sand and three parts of stone. 
The compressive stress shall not exceed thirty-five tons per 
square inch. 

All concrete work above ground shall be reinforced by 
some form of metal satisfactory to the inspector. 

Where the shearing stresses exceed thirty pounds per 
square inch of concrete, such reinforcement as the inspector 
mav require must be provided. 

Section 44. The concrete for steel-concrete beams or 
slabs shall contain one part of first class Portland cement 
to a maximum of two parts of sand and four parts of stone. 
The compressive strain shall not exceed five hundred pounds 
per square inch. 

The entire tensile stress of a steel-concrete beam or 
slab which is subjected to bending stresses, shall be carried 
by the steel which shall not be strained above the limits 
usually allowed for this material. 

Section 45. The materials forming the aggregates of 
stone and sand described in sections fortv-three and forty- 
four are to be measured loosely by volume before mixing. 
The cement is to be measured as received in the original 
packages. 
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Section 46. Artificial stone, made of Portland cement 
ang non-combustible, fire-proof and water proof materials 
may be used as a substitute for any natural stone. 

Portland brick, made of Portland cement and some 
inert material, may be used as a substitute for common 
brick. 

Portland building blocks may be used as a substitute 
for bricks in buildings which do not exceed four stories in 
height. 

Section 47. Portland bricks shall be of the same dimen- 
sions as common bricks. 

Section 48. The hollow space in Portland building 
blocks shall not exceed one-third of the area of the block. 
The block shall have an annulus of uniform thickness, shall 
not exceed nine inches in height and shall not be less than 
eight inches on the bed. An eight inch block shall be deemed 
equivalent to one brick in thickness of measure and the 
increment of increase of the thickness shall not be less than 
four inches for one-half brick. 

Section 49. Artificial stone, Portland bricks or Port- 
land blocks shall not be used until thev are thoroughly set. 
Except as the inspector may otherwise permit, three weeks 
shall be the minimum period between the making and the 
use thereof. They shall contain one part of first class Port- 
land cement to a maximum of four parts of a properly graded 
aggregate of sand, gravel or stone: No coloring matter 
that will materiallv impair the strength of such stones, bricks 
or blocks shall be used in their manufacture. 

Section 50. All hollow spaces in Portland building 
blocks and reinforced concrete must be provided with pro- 
per openings in cornice for ventilation, the air spaces in 
reinforced concrete to be provided for by tubing or forming. 

An insulation course should be provided for below first 
floor and above ground by using a layer of asphalt or tar 

aper. 

dii Section 51. All concrete work, except as herein other- 
wise provided and except such as may be approved by the 
inspector shall be equivalent in every way to the following: 
One part of first class Portland cement, two parts of sand 
and four parts of broken stone or screened gravel, properly 
graded so that all voids shall be completely filled. The kinds 
and quality of all material used in concrete work and the 
method of manufacture shall be subject to the approval of 
the inspector. 
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Section 52. Upon request of the inspector, the con- 
tractor or owner shall be required to make load tests on any 
portion of a concrete or concrete-steel construction. The 
tests shall be made in the presence and under the direction 
of the inspector and shall show that the construction will 
sustain without any sign of failure, a load not less thanthree 
times that for which it is designed. 

Section 53. The following specifications shall apply 
to all concrete work. 

(a) Cement. The cement shall be first class Portland 
cement of reputable brand and shall pass in all respects the 
standard specifications of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers. The cement should be stored in a building which 
will protect it from the weather. The floor upon which the 
cement is placed shall be at least six inches above the ground. 

A sufficient quantity shall be kept on hand at all times 
so that the inspector may have an opportunity at any time, 
to make tests to determine its quality. 

(b) Sand. The sand shall be clean and coarse or a 
mixture of coarse and fine grains with the coarse grains pre- 
dominating. It shall be free from clay, loam, sticks, organic 
matter and other impurities. 

(c) Water. The water shall be fresh and clean and 
free from acids or strong alkalies. 

(d) Broken Stone. Rocks which are commonly em- 
ployed for concrete are commercially classified as traps, 
granites, lime stone, conglomerates and sand stone. 

The broken or crushed stone shall consist of pieces of 
any of the above specified rock. 

(e) Screenings. Screenings or crushed dust from broken 
stone, in which term is included all particles passing through 
a one-quarter inch screen may be substituted for the whole 
or a portion of the sand in such proportions as to give a dense 
mixture, and the same relative volumes of total aggregate. 

(f) Gravel. The gravel shall be composed of clean 
pebbles, free from sticks and other foreign matter and con- 
taining no clay or other material adhering to the pebbles 
in such quantities that it cannot lightly be brushed off with 
the hand, or removed by dipping in water. It shall be screen- 
ed to remove the sand, which may afterwards be remixed 
with it in the required proportions. 

(g) Cinders. Cinder for concrete shall be clean screened 
cinders, and shall not be used where moisture can be detected. 

(h) Reinforcing Steel. Steel for reinforcement shall 
have an ultimate tensile strength of 55,000 to 65,000 pounds 
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per square inch and an elastic limit of not less than 27,000 
pounds per square inch and when bent cold 180 degrees 
flat on itself, it shall not show any fracture on the outside 
of the bent portion. All steel shall be free from dirt and loose 
rust and in no case shall be painted. 

(1) Forms. The lumber for forms shall be of a proper 
size and quality to suit the structure. The forms should 
be thoroughly braced or tied together so that the pressure 
of the concrete or the movement of men, machinery or ma- 
terials, shall not impair their stability or move them from 
their original positions. Forms should be left in place until 
in the judgment of the inspector, the concrete has attained 
sufficient strength to resist accidental thrust and permanent 
strains which may come upon it. 

(j) Steel Protection. All steel shall have at least one 
and one-half inch of concrete protection against fire, unless 
otherwise permitted by the inspector. 

(k) Freezing Weather. If concrete in any structure 
above the ground should be placed in freezing weather, forms 
should be left in place, until in the judgment of the inspector, 
the concrete has attained sufficient strength to resist acci- 
dental thrusts and permanent strains which may come upon 
it. | 

PENALTY. 


Section 54. Any person, including owner, tenant, 
contractor or agent, violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall be subject to a fine for each offense of not 
less than twentv dollars or more than one hundred dollars. 


REPEAL. 


Section 55. The following ordinances are hereby ex- 
presslv repealed, but no implication shall be drawn from 
such repeal that said ordinances were in force until so repealed: |
